Lennon and 
the revelations

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n the window of a pharmacy on Columbus Avenue near 72nd Street in 

Manhattan sits a black-and-white photograph of John Lennon taken 

by Annie Leibovitz. He’s wearing a black leather jacket, sitting, one 

knee up, in the window of one of his apartments at the Dakota, just 
around the corner from the shop. Until a couple of months ago, the picture 
was crowned with a hand-lettered sign that read, “Let us not forget our 
beloved JOHN LENNON. His message of peace and Love will live Forever.” 

This is Lennon the legend, the rock-and-roll saint. It’s not the Lennon 

Paul McCartney talked about to Hunter Davies four years ago inan

interview reprinted in Davies's just-released revised edition of his 1968 The 
Beatles. McCartney, who has spent much of the past five years weathering 
criticism for being neither brilliant nor dead, told Davies in a moment of 
bitterness that Lennon was “a maneuvering swine.” “Now since his death 
he’s become Martin Luther Lennon. . .. He wasn’t some sort of holy saint.” 
The newspapers have gleefully played this up: Paul McCartney, pop’s Mr. 
Muzak, slurring the slain genius out of envy. Yet it’s McCartney’s Lennon, 
not the sentimentalists’ liberal, who stares out of another Leibovitz 
photograph, this one on the cover of Ray Coleman’s Lennon, the first book 
devoted to John alone rather than to all four Beatles. Fixing on the camera 
with his small hard eyes, he looks grim and unsettlingly dangerous — snake 
thin and snake mean. 

Coleman’s and Davies's books are the most recent in a series of generally 
terrible biographies and memoirs of Lennon that have been published since

alf an hour after Joseph 
Kennedy II's magisterial an- 
nouncement that he “want- 


ed to let the people in the Eighth 
Congressional Distict know that ! 
would very much be honored to 
serve them in Congress,” a clot of 
reporters was still blocking the 
halls outside the Citizens Energy 
Corporation's second-floor offices, 
on Congress Street. The nucleus 
attracting the fourth-estate elec- 
trons was not Kennedy himself — 
after fielding a few _ post- 
announcement questions at the 
Wednesday press conference, he 
had hurried away to a private 
sanctum — but Citizens Energy 
general manager Steven Rothstein. 
Reporters were introducing them- 
selves and inquiring, hopefully, if it 
might be possible to arrange an 
interview with the newly declared 
33-year-old candidate. “Do you 
know when he might be avail- 
able?” one asked. 

Rothstein frowned. ‘Maybe 
sometime next week,” he said. “Let 
me put your name on the list.” 

At this early date, most reporters 
confronted with an Eighth District 
candidate attempting to steal a 
column inch or two act as if they've 
just opened the door to find one of 
Jehovah’s Watch Tower Witnesses 
perched on the porch. And if by 
chance they were to request an 
interview from any of the eight or 
so other candidates, their desks 
would instantly be buried in a 
blizzard of pink telephone slips. 

But if you’re a Kennedy you can 
pick your time, your place, hell, 
even your race. Joe had just proved 
that by holding the first genuine 
media event in the campaign to 
succeed House Speaker Tip 
O'Neill. At least 150 media types,

LAWS CAUSE 


The political bickerings of the Harvard Law School 
faculty, which have been highlighted in the national 
media for the past year, took a new turn last week with 
a report that half a dozen disenchanted faculty members 
may be planning to bail out of Cambridge. According to 
the Harvard Crimson, six law professors — representing 
more than 10 percent of the law school’s senior faculty 
— are considering leaving the school because of a 
dispute over the rising influence of faculty members 
who advocate Critical Legal Studies (CLS), a leftist 
critique of traditional legal thinking. 

Only one of the traditionalist professors named — 
Paul Bator, a specialist in administrative law — is 
definitely leaving Harvard. (Bator will move to the 
University of Chicago, whose law school is considered 
one of the nation’s most philosophically conservative.) 
The other five professors are reportedly only considering 
departure. One of those five, Steven Shavell, says the 
Crimson report may have wrongly given the impression 
that he and his colleagues were ‘‘on the verge” of leaving 
the school. “I don’t think that’s the case, but | don't 
really know how seriously other people are considering 
leaving.” Shavell savs. He added, however, the report 
was basically correct in identifying the CLS issue as the 
source of restlessness among his colleagues. 

lames Vorenberg, dean of the law school, said the 
Crimson story was “way off the end of the dock” and 
that national reporting on the law school’s troubles has 
been “greatly exaggerated.”” Harvard President Derek 
Bok, who was dean of the law school in the late 1960s, 
could not be reached for comment on the controversy. 

Harvard law students, at any rate, seem to be bearing 

up all right under the strain. At last count, those products 
of dangerous, leftist legal thinking could look forward to 
a decidedly nonradical average starting salary of $38,000 
after graduation. 


LEGAL RECOURSE 


Michael Dukakis, the current star of the 
“Massachusetts Success Story,” and his two most trusted 
human services advisers are the targets of a class-action 
suit charging that the state’s inadequate Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children (AFDC) payments have 
caused thousands of families to join the ranks of the 
homeless. 

The lawsuit, scheduled to be filed Tuesday or 
Wednesday in Suffolk Superior Court, is being brought 
by the Massachusetts Coalition for the Homeless, the 
Coalition for Basic Human Needs, and homeless families 
receiving AFDC. 

According to a draft of the complaint the governor, 
Human Services Secretary Phil Johnston, and Public 
Welfare Commissioner Charles Atkins are violating 
state law by failing to pay AFDC grants “sufficient to 
enable parents to bring up their children properly in 
their own homes.” 

Advocates say it’s hard to find an apartment when the 
median rent fora place in Boston is $517.a month and a 
family of three on AFDC only gets $432 a month. Asa 
result, parents are giving up their children to foster 
homes, and families are squeezing in with friends or 
existing in temporary shelters and motels. According to 
Homeless Coalition Executive Director Kathie Mainzer, 
tamilies make up about 75 percent of the state's 10,000 
homeless. Of those families, 87 percent receive AFDC 

The legal action comes ata time when the Duke is 
preparing to present his budget to the legislature next 
month. Atkins has requested a four percent cost-ot 
living increase for AFDC payments — far short of what's 
needed even to bring the payments up to poverty level 
AEDC payments, sav advocates, are now some 40 
percent below poverty level (or 20 percent if vou include 
food stamps and clothing allowance). 

Last vear, the Duke came in with a bid fora five 
percent increase in AFDC, which was kicked up to nine 
percent by the legislature after a heavy lobbying 


campaign. A State House source, believing the 
advocates may have shot their legislative load last time 
around, expects the AFDCers to fare no better this year. 
But a court of law, or public pressure generated by this 
lawsuit, may force the Duke’s fingers closer to the fire. In 
these times of economic prosperity, says Rick Schwartz, 
staff director of the Senate Human Services Committee, 
Dukakis is ready to return $240 million to taxpayers 
through the surtax repeal ‘while keeping 220,000 
women and children 25 percent below the poverty line.” 


ELECTION RETURNS 


Progressive politics in Massachusetts got a boost last 
week, and it had nothing to do with Joe Kennedy. The 
good news is known as Michael Barrett, 37, a former 
three-term state rep, who decided last week to return to 
elective politics after an involuntary vear-long hiatus. A 
candidate for Congress from the Seventh District last 
vear, Barrett, a native of Reading, was beaten when 
incumbent Ed Markey belatedly dropped out of the US 
Senate race to seek re-election. 

Barrett moved to Cambridge and went to work fora 
Boston law firm, Palmer and Dodge. Now, with the 
encouragement of two of Massachusetts’s Most 
respected progressives — Congressman Barney Frank 
and House Majority Whip Mary Jane Gibson — he has 
launched a campaign for the state senate seat being 
vacated by fellow progressive George Bachrach. BK 
(Before Kennedy), Bachrach was considered an early 
favorite for Tip O’Neill’s Eighth District congressional 
seat. 

The state senate district Barrett hopes to represent 
sent Francis X. McCann, a curmudgeonly, conservative, 
old Cambridge ‘hack, to Beacon Hill for years before 
Bachrach, running as an independent, won the seat in 
1980. Historically, then, the voters of the district (which 
includes all of affluent Belmont and Watertown, blue- 
and new-collar North Cambridge, and chi-chi Brattle 
Street, plus Ward 22 and much of Ward 21 in working- 
class, immigrant- and student-laden Allston-Brighton) 
are capable of doing most anything. 

Barrett earned his reputation in the House by fighting 
corruption in county government and waste at the T. In 
addition, Barrett was a founder of the environmental 
caucus, which played a significant role in the creation of 
a state Superfund law. 

Barrett's entrance into the race would enlarge the field 
of Democrats in this heavily Democratic district to five. 
Already running are David Holway, of Cambridge, a 
knowledgeable longtime pol with ties to House Majority 
I.cader Charles Flaherty; Christine Sullivan, of Oak 
Square, Brighton, who has been scheduler for US House 
Speaker Tip O'Neill for nine years; Olivia Golden, of 
Cambridge, who has been budget director for the 
Executive Office of Human Services and is a Dukakis 
activist; and Warren Tolman, chairman of the 
Watertown Democratic Town Committee. 

Barrett, technically a carpetbagger (though he will be 
moving from one side of Shepard Street inf Cambridge to 
the other, so as to enter the district), should benefit from 
the endorsement of Gibson, a resident of Belmont who 
has emerged as an important voice on progressive 

issues, especially since her elevation by Speaker George 
Keverian to a leadership post, last January. “I’m just 
delighted that Mike Barrett is running,” says Gibson. 

He's one of the most gifted and conscientious people in 
Massachusetts politics. He’s a leader on reform issues.” 
And just in case progressive voters don’t get the message 
from Gibson, there is Barney Frank. The Phoenix asked 
Frank, who supported Barrett’s congressional 
campaign, if he was in a position to help Barrett again. “I 
may not be ina position to do that, but I'm going to do 
it. [think he’s terrific. ll be supporting him again,” 
Frank replied.

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Brown: corrupter or corruptee?

arold Brown climbs to the third floor of his 
H lawyer’s house, in Cambridge, and lowers his 

taut form into a chair. Suddenly Brown realizes 
that his car is parked on a street restricted to local 
residents, and he frets momentarily about getting 
ticketed. ‘I’ve never gotten a parking ticket in 
Cambridge before,” he says. 

It is a bit disconcerting to hear Harold Brown, Boston's 
premier landlord, worry about a $15 fine. Here’s a man 
whose earthly possessions have an estimated value of 
$200 million and who controls real estate worth half a 
billion dollars. This concern is also rather endearing; it is 
reassuring to learn that the lifestyle of someone so rich 

-and famous still includes fear of meter maids. 

And Harold Brown does have other current worries, 
also brought on by the government: he has been indicted 
by a federal grand jury for allegedly giving a $1000 bribe 
to a city building inspector, as well as on three counts of 
committing perjury before a federal grand jury 
investigating corruption in Boston's building-permit 
process. And, according to papers filed in court by the 
government, Brown remains under investigation for 
unspecified “corrupt activities” regarding a building he 
owns, 1079 Commonwealth Avenue, which he also lives 
in. 

But his concern over the parking ticket (which he 
didn’t get) is characteristic of Harold Brown. He selects 
his words carefully, warily watching the reporter 
questioning him. Despite Brown’s cautiousness, 
however, his style is informal. He prefers casual clothes; 
a pale-blue, short-sleeved shirt, beige slacks, white 
sneakers, and white socks suffice for an interview. 

Brown is talking to a reporter because he feels 
somewhat persecuted these days. He is charged with 
paying a $1000 bribe to Paul M. Folkins, chief plans 
examiner for Boston’s Department of Inspectional 
Services. At the time the bribe was paid, Folkins was 
cooperating with the FBI and secretly tape-recording his 
conversation with Brown in exchange for immunity 
from prosecution. It was just 11 days later that Brown 
was called before federal grand jurors to whom he 
allegedly lied three times about his dealings with city 
officials. 

In a calm voice Brown says he’s angry because he 
believes he was first targeted as a defendant in the 
Inspectional Services investigation and then set up. 
Brown speculates that federal officials presumed he had 

acquired his real-estate holdings through a money- 
laundering scheme. “I think they think maybe I was the 
Meyer Lansky of the Mafia or something,” Brown says. 

Brown, under instructions from his lawyer Harvey L. 
Silverglate, refuses to discuss the specifics of the 

allegations that he bribed Folkins and committed 
perjury. He also won't discuss the details of his dealings 
with Boston City Councilor Brian J. McLaughlin, who 
claims Brown gave him $2500 in cash. McLaughlin, after 
keeping some of the money in his bedroom for three and 
a half months, says he eventually turned over all the 
cash to the FBI and cooperated in the Brown 
. investigation. 
But Brown does talk about his dealings with city 
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building inspectors. He recalls an incident in the mid 

1950s, when he was just beginning to amass his real- 
estate empire. He was supervising the renovation of a 
building on Commonwealth Avenue when a building 
inspector threatened to stop the job unless Brown gave 
him $50. “I paid him, and he went away,” Brown says. 
Brown didn’t report the incident to investigators or city 
officials. But he did tell his father, who wouldn't speak to 
him for weeks because of the payoff. 

Silverglate stops Brown from discussing whether he 
gave cash to any other city officials during the next 30 
years. But Brown is more than willing to explain how 
Boston's corrupt building inspectors operated. Brown 
says the two-step construction process was the key to 
the shakedowns: a builder must first get a permit to put a 
foundation in the ground and then get a second permit 
to begin constructing the building. 

Brown says the building inspectors were quick to give 
permission to developers to put in foundations. “It’s like 
the fly-and-spider trap,” Brown explains. “You get it in 
the ground, you get your lumber and your mortgage and 
then suddenly: boom! It’s like they draw a curtain across, 
and now you can’t get your building permit. They 
always find something wrong.” 

Brown estimates that his firm, Hamilton Realty, has 
been involved in nearly 100 construction and renovation 
projects in Boston during the past 30 years. And Brown 
says that three fourths of these projects experienced 
unnecessary, artificial delays caused by city officials, 
Brown says. On about 90 percent of these delayed 
projects, Brown says, his firm received indications that a 
cash payoff or favor would resolve the impasse. Brown 
won't say how he got around those obstacles. 

Brown says he supports — up to a point — the efforts 
by US Attorney William F. Weld’s office to eradicate 
corruption in the Inspectional Services Department. 

Thus far, 11 people have been indicted: four city 
employees and seven real-estate developers and 
contractors. Not surprisingly, Brown argues that 
developers and contractors were the victims, rather than 
the corrupters, of the city officials. ‘Developers don’t 
want obstacles,” he says. Being forced to pay bribes for 
permits to which developers are lawfully entitled is just 
an added cost of doing business, he says. 

At the same time, Brown acknowledges that he may 
have erred by accepting corruption among city officials 
rather than combating it. “People say, ‘Well, you should 
say something about it,’ and, well, I suppose you 
should,” Brown says. ‘Or do you just go along withrit? 

It’s a tough call sometimes, but if you're in business and 
providing employment and you are building, some 
things are more important. Maybe that’s wrong. I don’t 
know. ... Now you look back and say I should have told 
them to go screw. . . . Hey, let’s face it, now I wish I did.” 

If Brown takes his case to trial, he may well be'the first 
of the defendants to contest the'charges.'Nine have = -*- 
already pleaded guilty. Only Brown and city permit 
inspector John Colantonio — who is scheduled to face 
trial Monday on bribery and perjury charges — still have 
pending cases. 

And Brown admits that he is ambivalent about 
whether to fight his case. “I'd like to get it over with,” he 
says. “I’m basically an impatient person, and I'd like to 
get back to my main line of work, which is building. This 
obviously impedes it somewhat.” There is, Brown says, 
the temptation to plead guilty and dispose of the case. 
“And if there was some way there could be an 
accommodation and we could continue and the 
prosecution could make their point, I'd like to do it. 
That's one part of me that says that. And the other part 
of me says that I’ve never been a big advocate of civil 
liberties, but suddenly I realize that when it’s against me, 
I've been wronged and my constitutional rights have not 
been upheld. . . . I just think it’s wrong and so part of me 
wants to fight it. I feel deeply wronged. . . .1 am getting 
mad, I really am.”

So far, the Inspectional Services investigation has 
been extremely efficient. The refusal of the nine 
defendants to take their cases to trial — including two 
city officials who have pleaded guilty to the serious 
charge of racketeering — indicates that the US 
Attorney’s office has assembled a series of strong cases. 

The key witness in many — if not all — of these nine 
cases would have been former chief plans examiner Paul 
Folkins. The government cut a deal with Folkins that 
allows him to remain on the city’s payroll. As part of the 
arrangement, Folkins won't be prosecuted for any of his 
offenses in 10 categories, which include repeated 
violations of the state’s conflict-of-interest law, receiving 
— and passing along — bribes from contractors and 
developers, income-tax evasion, and soliciting campaign 
donations in violation of state campaign-finance law. 
Folkins’s earliest offenses date from sometime in the late 
1960s, according to prosecutors. 

To get that deal, however, Folkins had to tape-record 
numerous conversations with developers, contractors, 
and colleagues over a period of months. These 
recordings form the bulk of the evidence in the cases. 
And the tapes leave defense attorneys with little to 
attack. They can question Folkins’s character and 
credibility, but Folkins’s personality is irrelevant to the 
cases — the defendants implicate themselves on the 
tapes. 

Folkins is reported to have been proficient at saying 
little and allowing others to dominate conversations. In 
one discussion between Folkins and Francis H. Kent, a 
senior building inspector, 14 of Folkins’s replies to Kent's 
comments are transcribed as “mm” or, when he was 
feeling particularly loquacious, “uhm” or “mm-mm.” 

The Inspectional Services cases are some of the most 
important public-corruption cases brought by Weld’s 
office. Although the defendants thus far — with the 
possible exception of Brown — have not exactly been

his murder, five years ago. Everyone, it 
seems — ex-wife, ex-mistress, ex-best- 
friend, ex-tarot-card-reader — has been 
heard from. The authors all assure us that 
Lennon was a great songwriter and a 
great guy before going on to record so 
many examples of his pettiness, 
cowardice, and cruelty that McCartney’s 
comments begin to sound not just 
understated but almost protective. 

With all their dirt-dishing, not one of 
these books adds to our understanding of 
Lennon. There are new details to be sure 
— the kinds of drugs he took; specific 
examples of his physical violence — but 
nearly anyone reading between the lines 
of Davies's original edition of The Beatles 
could have guessed at almost every new 
tevelation. Expurgated as it was, that 
book revealed that Lennon beat his first 
wife, Cynthia, quoted him talking freely 
about drugs, and described his 
withdrawn, daydreaming anomie in his 
house at Weybridge, England, in the late 
sixties. That he was tormented and 
furious had been obvious for a long time 
— it was partly what made him the 
“thinking man’s Beatle” and allowed 
him, a suburban boy, to adopt without 
challenge the title of “working-class 
hero.” It had also been obvious that 
mixed in with the anger and the pain 
were not only wit, brains, and talent but a 
peculiar innocence, egotistical yet 
genuine, that led him time and again — 
with the “We're more popular than 
Jesus” remark, the nude Two Virgins 
cover, the Amsterdam Bed-in for Peace 

to make a well-meaning public fool of 
himself. It would seem to be the job of a 
biographer to give the reader some 
understanding of how these extremes 
were combined in him — under what 
circumstances they were integrated 
enough for him to function in a world so 
fame-distorted that Wonderland had 
come to look like Des Moines and when 
and why they tore him apart and sent 
him into drug addiction or out on violent 
binges. It was the unique fusion of 
innocence and viciousness in Lennon 
that kept him from being just another 
superstar jerk. He was a dervish of 
moods, impulses, and beliefs, all of them 
circling the eye of his personal storm as 
he held fast to the conviction, as Utopian 
as the vision of any of his political songs, 
that there was a measure of peace for him 
somewhere if he could only figure out a 


way to it. Of all the people who have

written on Lennon, only two have shown 
any imaginative grasp of him: Phillip 
Normart,wWhose gentlemanly but shréwd 
Shout! temains the best book written on 
the Beatles, gives agritty sense of 
Lennon’s loneliness; and Albert 
Goldman, warming up for a full-length 
biography to come, does a few hot, hip 
licks on his music in his collection of 
pop-culture essays, Freakshow. 

But mostly the chroniclers of his life and 
times drag out the same old facts and lay 
them lifeless on the page. The traditional 
account of his family traumas, for 
example, hardly varies from one telling 
to another. His father deserted his 
mother when she was pregnant; his 
mother found another man and left John 
to be brought up by his adoring, childless 
aunt, Mimi Smith, and her husband, 
George. His mother visited him more and 





more often as he became a teenager, and 
they formed a close, warm bond. Then, 
when he was 17 she was killed in a car 
accident and he never got over it. Twelve 
years later, he ended John 
Lennon/Plastic Ono Band in a voice so 
electronically altered and remote that it 
sounded as if it were coming from some 
echo chamber of the damned: “My 
mummy’s dead; I can’t get it through my 
head, though it’s been so many years. My 
mummy's dead.” 

The father Lennon knew was George 
Smith, the dairyman who provided him 
with a comfortable lower-middle-class 
home. Smith taught him to read, bought 








him his first mouth organ, spoiled him 
behind the strict Mimi’s back. He died 
when Lennon was 14. He rates a couple 
Of refererices in Hutter Davies's’ 
biography, is mentioned on five pages in 
Shout!, and appears on 22 of Coleman’s 
640 pages. He’s the forgotten man in 
Lennon’s life, yet his influence on the 
fatherless boy must have been 
enormous. 

Phillip Norman astutely begins Shout! 
with an account of Mimi Smith’s running 
to the hospital through the streets of 
Liverpool in the middle of a bombing 
raid in order to hold her sister’s newborn 
son in her arms: “I couldn’t stop 
thinking, ‘It’s a boy, it’s a boy. He’s the 
one I've waited for.’ ”’ “The minute I saw 
John, that was it,”” she told Davies; “I was 
lost forever.’ Cynthia Lennon lived with 
Mimi twice, once before her marfiage to 
John and once after; both times were 
strained. ‘‘Two women loving the same 
man inevitably leads to jealousy 
somewhere along the line,” she 
commented with placid understatement 
in her memoir A Twist of Lennon. It's 
possible that Uncle George was shunted 
off to the side while Mimi lavished all her 
affection on her nephew, that Lennon's 
childhood experience of the traditional 
family drama amounted to his winning 
his substitute mother away from his 
substitute father — not necessarily a 
good thing. 

Whatever the exact nature of its 
disturbances, his childhood apparently 
put him ona permanent pendulum, 
swinging between fury and an acute 
sensitivity. He implied many times in 
interviews that his life was one nerve- 
burning pulse of emotional pain after 
another. Even allowing for self- 
aggrandizement and self-pity, it’s hard 
not to believe him. As early as Rubber 
Soul, his songs have a flat yet acidic 
quality, as if he were impacted with 
anger and depression. ‘‘Was she told 
when she was young that pain would 
lead to pleasure?” he sings on “Girl,” 
ending with, “Will she still believe it 
when he’s dead?” “In My Life” is 
melancholy; “Run for Your Life’ frankly 
aggressive — “I'd rather see you dead, 
little girl, than to be with another man.” 
He wrote his first “confessional” song, 
“I'ma Loser” (imagine the complacent 
McCartney singing those words) as early 
as 1965,and for the next 15 years his 
songs, with the exception of a few love 
ballads, went their unhappy way: dulled 
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and lost, as with “Strawberry Fields 
Forever,” “Nowhere Man,” and “I’m So 
Tired” (with‘its three-o’clock-in-the- 
morning cry; "I'd pive you everything 
I've-got for a little peaee of mind!");sharp 
edged and wounding, ’as with 
“Happiness Is a Warm Gun" and “Cold 
Turkey”; desperate, as with “Help!” and 
“Don’t Let Me Down’; or wistfully 
buoyant with dreams of escape, as with 
“Lucy in the Sky with Diamonds” or 
“Across the Universe.” Occasionally he 
shifted tone in mid song, as in “She Said 
She Said,” in which he slides from an 
affectless opening to the poignant, - 
hopeless ‘When I was a boy, everything 
was right.” His longing for the innocence 
of his childhood shows up at times in 
other places, as in these lines from a poem 
he wrote in his teens: “I remember a time 
when/Belly buttons were knee 
high/When only shitting was/Dirty and 
everything else/Clean and beautiful.” 

According to Coleman, when Lennon 
was eight or nine, he wandered into 
Mimi Smith’s kitchen and told her he 
had just seen God. When she asked what 
He had been doing, Lennon replied, “Oh, 
just sitting by the fire.’ This early 
religious fantasy was a precursor to some 
very peculiar adolescent experiences. In 
the Playboy interview with David Sheff 
that he gave just before his death, 
Lennon goes on at some length about his 
hypersensitive consciousness during his 
childhood and adolescence: “Surrealism 
to me is reality. Psychedelic vision is 
reality to me and always was. When | 
looked at myself in the mirror at twelve, 
thirteen . . . | used to, literally, trance out 
into alpha. . ..1 would find myself seeing 
these hallucinatory images of my face 
changing, becoming cosmic and 
complete. | would start trancing out and 
the eyes would get bigger and the room 
would vanish.” 

What on earth was going on with him? 
Was he wandering around his aunt's 
house and through the halls of Quarry 
Bank Grammar having — depending on 
your prejudices — either hallucinations 
or mystical experiences? Even if these 
episodes were rarer than he implies, it’s 
clear he took at least a couple of journeys 
to a state of mind not even on most 
people’s maps. Did he later drink and 
take drugs to escape this condition, or, 
having lost it, to try to get it back? Or 
could he drift into it at will and return 
carrying “Strawberry Fields Forever’ or

HOLDING ON 
TO JOHN

I can’t deliver the piece about the 
fifth anniversary of John Lennon’s 

death. 

Hey, it’s not like I haven't tried. Listen: 
I woke up at 4:44 this morning, head 
throbbing. This rude awakening had 
nothing to do with my baby boy, who 
was practicing his primal screams in the 
next room. | am almost used to that. 
What | haven't gotten around is the 
paralysis that set in in 1980. Now, five 
years after Lennon's murder, | still can’t 
produce through my fingers — or my 
mouth — the words to explain the guy’s 
hold on me. I fetched my son and held 
him and tried to go back to sleep. I stared 
at the wall in front of me and touched my 
face and felt tears there. After all this 
time, I was forced to confront my feelings 
for John. And now | had a deadline 
hanging over my head, always a queasy 
situation. The two unsettling forces had 
come together as tears before dawn. 

The original idea for this assignment 
was to interview high-school students, 
asking them what they knew and 
thought about Lennon. I kind of liked the 
idea. ‘Yeah, I'll do it,” I said, and then I 
muttered, almost apologetically, “I kind 
of liked the guy, you know.” The mind 
games started when the high-school bit 
was dropped as being too shallow and I 
didn’t have the teens’ words to mooch off 
anymore. It was me and John. 

My prime fear about the assignment 
was horror of self-revelation. | know, I 
know what my editor told me: Lennon 
was vulnerable, explicit, and often 
immature. He could be an asshole just 
like you and me. It’s silly to worry about 
seeming sappy when you're writing 
about a guy who made a slow-motion 
film about his penis and spent a week 
between the sheets for peace. But 
something within me resists the self- 
indulgence of confessional journalism. 

It’s weird. While Lennon was building 
bridges to people, | was erecting walls. 
As he got older, he discarded some of his 
macho masks, spoke from the heart, and 
communicated optimism. I wove a 
neurotic safety net of cynicism, 
superstitions, pessimism. I couldn‘ spill 
my guts, so I talked through code, or 
through the mouth of Fredric Neil, a 
character I'd created when the writing 
got too close to the bone. Even in the 
column I did about the innocuous Jane 
Kornblau caper, I needed Fredric Neil. 
You never heard of Jane Kornblau? She 
was the only girl in the country who 
could play the theme from Hawaii Five-0 
on a violin, Jane was that kind of girl. 
Day before the huge high-school recital, 
Fredric Neil and Ronnie and Paul stole 
Jane Kornblau’s violin. They thought it 
was a Stradivarius. Dressed like heroin 
addicts, they headed for Wurlitzer’s in 
the Big Apple. “Excuse me, sir,” Fredric 
Neil said to the manager. “How much for 
this exquisite musical treasure once 
belonging to the legendary Jane 
Kornblau?” The manager, Alfred 
Hitchcock on a diet, sized up the 
instrument and politely said, “Scram.” 
We headed for a pawn shop on 42nd 
Street, where we got $20 for the piece of 
dreck and blew the profits on hot dogs 
and onions and the trip home to Jersey. 
But this Lennon thing — even Fredric 
Neil couldn't carry the baggage on this 
one. 

At home, along with my complete 
collection of Lennon records, I’ve got 
these two John Lennon T-shirts. They 
haven't touched my body in five years. 
One of them is from the One-to-One 
concert in 1971. One-to-One was a

kids in New York City. Geraldo Rivera, 
then a muckraker on local TV, had done 
an exposé on the state-run hall of horrors 
called Willowbrook. I remember Lennon 
on stage at Madison Square Garden. He 
wore an army shirt and worked over a 
piece of gum and sang “Cold Turkey.” 

Sure I dug the Beatles, hated the 
Stones. But for me, John had always been 
the Beatles, and I fancied him even more 
now that he was unadulterated. 

The Lennon addiction started getting 
worse. | went to the Whitney Museum in 
New York with my mother to watch a 
short video of songs from the Imagine 
album. I spent a week watching the 
shlocky Mike Douglas Show, a Merv 
Griffin clone, because John and Yoko 
were cohosts. Mike Douglas sang 
“Danny Boy”; John and Yoko sang 
“Attica State.” When John was a guest on 
WNEW radio, I taped the show. | played 
it over and over until I had his speaking 
cadence and rhythm down in me head, 
you know. 

In college, I put the arm ona friend 
named Jay to help me cover “Working 
Class Hero” as a vote-for-McGovern 
anthem. I studied Transcendental 
Meditation. I remember some Saturday 
nights sitting alone in my room listening 
to John wail and rail on the Plastic Ono 
Band album, a/k/a the “Mother.” 
Sometimes | cried. John was the one who 
turned me on to air guitar. When | 
thought about growing a beard, | first hit 
my Lennon books to see how the growth 
looked on John. Later, I drew the line at 
walking around with a Kotex on my 
head. 

When | was in Israel, a friend in the 
States sent me Mind Games. The title 
track had a small skip in it. | had him 
send me another one. In Tel Aviv, I 
bought the 45 of “Power to the People” 

and “Open Your Box.” I walked into the 
kibbutz nightclub, broke up a forum on 





Israeli folk songs, and laid “Power to the 
People” on the phonograph. I strutted 
around the place with my fist in the air. | 
felt like a missionary. | played Yoko's 
“Open Your Box,” once. In private. 

Back in the States, | had separation 
pains when John and Yoko split up. | was 
together when they got back. I felt secure 
when John retreated to his Dakota 
womb. | missed his music, but it eased 
the pressure to buy the next Lennon 
album and see if it measured up. When 
“Starting Over” hit the airwaves, I 
thought it was too happy and hoky. I felt 
a bit of a traitor. It was nice to have John 
back. 

On the Morning After, a friend called, 
woke me up: I read the news today, oh 
boy. | drove to work accompanied by 
Lennon memorial radio. | arrived at the 
office wet. Everybody was sniveling 
about Lennon's murder. | hid in silence. 

Ata tribute to John at the Trinity 
Church, in Copley Square, there was a 
steady flow of precipitation. It was a 
mixture of rain and tears. There were 
grand statements made about the loss of 
a rock-and-roller and a man of peace who 
had a great impact on people all over the 
world. | worried after his wife and kid, 
how they would live without him. 

See, I'm not saying | was the only one 
obsessed with John Lennon. I'm just 
saying that sometimes it felt good to 
think I was. 

A friend and tipster called me at work 
today. She tipped me about a potential 
story on the homeless. 

She said, “You sound awful.” 

I said, “Of course. I’m trying to write.” 

‘What are you working on?” she said. 

I said, ‘I've got to doa story about John 
Lennon, and I’m finding it real hard.” 

“You guys crank stuff out all the time,” 
she said. 

“This is different,” I told her. ‘I mean, 

I kind of liked the guy, you know.”

She said, “I loved John Lennon.” 

“So did I,” I said. “But I can’t say it. | 
haven't played any of his songs in five 
years.” 

She said, “There must be something 
really special when five years later it still 
hurts; when his is the only music you 
can’t listen to. Did | ever tell you about 
the cosmic dream I had the night he died? 
I was at the top of an atrium and | saw 
this small bird fluttering down. I ran to 
the bottom of the stairs to try and catch 
the bird, but I was too late. The bird was 
dead. | woke up from the dream crying. 
Then I heard on the radio that John 
Lennon had been shot.” 

“Why did you love him?” | asked. 
She said, ‘He was able to make real 
what other people only think about. He 
brought a human side to politics that is 
missing today. ‘All we are saying is give 

peace a chance.’ That's as basic as you 
can get and conveys so much meaning. 
He had internal and external parts of his 
life. He went from being a world figure to 
a househusband. He had guts. He was 
raw. He spoke directly from his heart 
about everything. He was irreverent 
toward institutions. He put his money 
where his mouth is. He was willing to 
take chances for what he believed in. Do 
you remember how he and Yoko met?” 

“Yeah,” I said. “John climbed the 
ladder at Yoko's exhibit.” 

She said, “What attracted John to Yoko 
was her optimism; that she'd already 
thought about the hard choices. He 
climbed up the ladder and came away 
saying yes. That's what John Lennon 
means to me. Yes to relationships. Yes to 
speaking out. Yes to living.” 

“Very well put,” I told her. “Now why 
can't I say that?” 

She said, “You're grieving. But you 
can’t grieve completely because he’s this 
Stranger Musician who lived far away 
from you.” 

Desperate, | even took my editor's 
advice. At home I slunk downstairs, 
headed for the record heap. If | could 
listen to his music again, the heat from 
the stereo might break down the 
isolation. And maybe | could write my 
friggin’ piece. 

| located the Lennon LPs, all in a row 
They weren't hard to find. They were the 
only ones not stained with baby guck 
from my 19-month-old’s hands. 

I chose the “Mother” album. Stark 
Lennon. I put on side one. | heard those 
bells ring. They seemed to ring forever. | 
listened for the words but never really 
heard them. When the side was over, | 
whisked the disc off the turntable, put it 
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back with the rest of the Lennon albums 
The songs sounded like any other rock 
and-roll songs. | wished I'd never put 
the bloody thing on in the first place 
I flipped through the other albums, 
stopped at Two Virgins. I'd figured that if 
John Lennon could bare his cock to the 
world, I could bare a little of my soul. | 
guess | figured wrong. 0

“T Am the Walrus” — exquisite examples 
of his consciousness-bypass style of 
songwriting. 

He certainly seems to have been 
familiar with and, in his work, dependent 
on his unconscious to a very strong 
degree. Apparently songs often just 
“came” to him, and unlike the meticulous 
McCartney, he never much tidied them 
up once they were there — he didn't 
tamper with them. It’s as if they had 
washed up on the beach of his mind, 
beautiful, many-whorled shells, com- 
plete in themselves. He speaks to Sheff 
of writing “Across the Universe” and 
“Nowhere Man” as if he were “pos 
sessed; like a psychic or a medium.” 

According to the Beatles’ producer, 
George Martin, “The lyrics would lead 
and develop John’s songs.” There’s no 
way of knowing whether this was the 
case in his post-Beatles period, when his 
lyrics were very simple and pared down. 
But in the late sixties, even when he was 
not being deliberately obscure, his best 
lvrics were a semi-poetic jumble of 
images and incomplete thoughts, often 
as arresting and private as the “word 
salad” mutterings of a schizophrenic. His 
songs are startling and evocative precise 
lv because they don’t reveal but suggest 
There's a shattered, broken-mirror quali 
tv to much of his work, and the flving 
shards stick in the listener's mind and 
find reflections there. A lot of this was a 
product of drugs, of course, but a lot of it 
to have been Lennon's natural 
wavy of writing. His verse and stories in 
his collection, In His Own Write, exhibit 
the same scattered quirkiness and are 
riddled with puns (“poisonous snacks 
such as the deadly cobbler and the apply 
python’) and odd bits of whimsy (the 
unseen lady whose singing enchants the 
tiny little tins 


seems 


poet turns out to be “a 
pig’) 

“John’s concept of music is very 
interesting,” Martin told Davies. “I was 
once playing Ravel’s Daphnis and Chloé 
to him. He said he couldn't follow it 
because the melodic lines were too long. 
He said he looked upon writing music as 
doing little bits which you then join up.” 
This “joining up” went beyond the 
individual. Some of the collaborations 
between Lennon and McCartney were 
amazing, notably the ashy, 
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apocalyptic “A Day in the Life,” the 
result of their merging two songs — the 
ones each happened to be working on at 
the time. In Lennon's case this lack of 
musical sophistication and his refusal, or 
inability, to become more sophisticated 
account for the bite and distinction of his 
songs. Through the years they retained a 
“found object” quality, the sense of being 
put together from bits and pieces of 
things he had stumbled on and liked: 
newspaper stories (“I read the news 
today, oh boy”), circus posters, ads. His 
unwillingness to do much work on them 
in the studio, which he often regretted 
afterward, blaming McCartney or Martin 
for not having given him enough atten- 
tion, was probably based in part on a fear 
that he couldn't do much better (which 
must be a constant worry of someone 
with little conscious control over what he 
produces). But it may also have come 
from an instinctive understanding that 
the slapdash, the incomplete, the 
fragmented were his native stylistic 
elements. He achieved naturally, in its 
most powerful, primitive form, what the 
Surrealists espoused as the highest state 

of artistic consciousness: the drawing up 

of the unsullied waters of the un- 

conscious. “Language and song is to me,” 

he said to Marshall McLuhan in an 

interview, “just like trying to describe a 

dream.” 

This fluid interchange with his un- 
conscious coupled with his sensitivity to 
the social currents of his time — a 
sensitivity so acute he often seemed to be 
forecasting what he was only reflecting 
— account in large part for the rela- 
tionship he had with his generation. He 
was, to use a phrase popular at the time, 
“plugged in” to the irrational elements in 
both himself and society — in giving 
form to one he gave form to the other. It 
was this way of being, apparent in how 
he lived his life as well as his music, the 
made him a star. 

He hated his stardom, but he also 
needed it. He defined himself by it to the 
extent that he found nothing foolish in 
returning his MBE “in protest against 
Britain's involvement in the Nigeria- 
Biafra thing, against our support of 
America in Viet Nam, and against ‘Cold 
Turkey’ slipping down the charts.” In his 
first heady period away from the Beatles, 
with Yoko Ono’s encouragement he tried 
to turn his fame into a power for social 
change — staging the Bed-In for Peace, 
supporting various radical causes, and 
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sending out musical messages 
like “Give Peace a Chance” 
(this preaching impulse was 
nothing new; it went back at 
least as far as ‘‘All You Need Is 
Love”’). 

It was during this period that 
he told Coleman he and Yoko 
Ono would like to be remem- 
bered “if possible, just as John 
and Yoko who created world 
peace for ever ([sic].” He also grew 
his hair and beard long, dressed 
in all white, and got chummy 
with Jesus, addressing him in 
“The Ballad of John and Yoko” in 
a spirit of martyred fellowship: 
“Christ, you know it ain’t easy/ 
You know how hard it can be/ 
The way things are going/ 
They're gonna crucify me.” On 
an acid trip with his boyhood 
friend Pete Shotton, he decided 
he was Christ come again and 
summoned the other Beatles to 
let them in on the secret. They 
took it in stride. 

Much of this Christ identifi- 
cation, with its implications of 
limitless power and meaningful 
suffering, may have simply been 
an extreme reaction to his dis- 
covery that to be the hero and 
representative of a generation 
was to be trapped into fulfilling 
that generation’s expectations. 
He developed a skeptical, bitter 
appreciation of the coffin-narrow 
constrictions of his fame. In one 
interview he explained that he 
was never “cuddly,” that he was 
always “just Lennon.” But “just 
Lennon” — the peacenik, the 
druggie, the loudmouth, the lover 
and then the husband of Yoko 
Ono, the man Peter Brown refers 
to in The Love You Make as ‘the 
Lenny Bruce of rock and roll” — 
wasn’t what the public wanted. It 
wanted John the Beatle. (There is 
some indication thaf-his murder 
was the final punishment for not 
being what his fans expécted him 
to Be. Both" PetesBroWn W The 
Love You Make-and Jon Wiener 
in Come Together report that 
Mark David Chapman made 
his decision to murder Lennon 
after reading an Esquire cover 
story by Laurence Shames that 
denounced Lennon for letting his 
admirers down by becoming a 
showbiz millionaire.) 

A cop who broke up one of his 
drunken Los Angeles revels, 
asked in awe, once he realized 
whom he was holding a shotgun 
on, ‘Do you think the Beatles will 
ever get back together?” Under 
the circumstances Lennon 
answered diplomatically, “You 
never know.” But usually the 
question drove him crazy. “That 
is over, man,” he told Sheff. ‘It’s 
just irrelevant, absolutely irrele- 
vant.” He had been saying the 
same thing again and again for 10 
years, since John Lennon/Plastic 
Ono Band had come out in 1970. 
In “God” he sang, “I don’t 
believe in Beatles,” and went on, 
“The dream is over/What can | 
say?/The dream is over/ 
Yesterday/I was the dream- 
weaver/But now I’m _ reborn/ 
I was the walrus/But now 
I'm John/And so dear 
friends/You just have to carry 
on/The dream is over.” 

In their uninspired triteness 
more than their direct statement, 
these lyrics make clear that he 
was indeed no _ longer the 
dreamweaver. Nor, though he 
was a mega-celebrity whose ap- 
pearance on stage could pack a 
house, was he a powerful cultural 
influence. He wasn’t picking up 
the current of his times anymore; 
there was no voltage in his songs. 

This artistic decline has been 
attributed to his no longer having 
McCartney to compete with and 
bounce ideas off of. It also had a 
great deal to do with something 
many of his admirers have trou 
ble admitting: he really did make 
Yoko Ono not just his wife but 
his new partner. He had always 
needed a partner and supporter 





Shotton in his boyhood, 
Cynthia Lennon and his close 
friend Stu Sutcliffe in art college, 
McCartney in his Beatles period. 
Shotton notes this curious weak- 
ness in his book, The Beatles, 
Lennon and Me, and both Brown 
and Davies depict Lennon as 
being lost after the Beatles 
stopped touring. Lennon himself, 
with his usual frankness, men- 
tioned in several interviews his 
fear of going off on his own. 
Throughout his life he charged 
restlessly from one idea or person 
to another, picking up and then 
discarding friends, lovers, gurus, 
therapists, charlatans, drugs, po- 
litical stances, until finally, in 
Yoko Ono, he found, in his own 
words, ‘The One.” His nickname 
for her was “Mother.” 

With her he produced three 
albums of avant-garde doodles, 
political anthems (“Give Peace a 
Chance,” “Power to the People”), 
bad agitprop (the album Some 
Time in New York City, for 
which they co-authored many of 
the songs), pale imitations of his 
earlier dream visions (“#9 
Dream’), and a series of pallid 
luve songs. “Imagine,” his most 
enduring post-Beatles hit, was his 
“Yesterday” — gentle and pretty. 
Its lyrics represent a rich celeb- 
rity’s soft-minded Utopia (as a 
cynical listener’ wrote to Rolling 
Stone, “Imagine John Lennon 
with no possessions”). He de- 
fended Yoko's contribution to his 
growth as an artist, no doubt in 
large part because she continu- 
ally urged him to “be himself.” 
This may have been damaging 
advice, because despite his strong 
personality, Lennon appears to 
have been uncertain to a crip- 
pling extent of just what his self 
was. 

Shortly before he shut himself 
away in the Dakota for five silent 
years, he released an album in 
which he regressed all the way 
back to his roots, John Len- 
non/Rock and Roll. The album 
fails for a number of reasons — 
it’s poorly produced; Lennon isn’t 
in good Voice; it’s spiritless — but 
the worst thing about it is the 
way Lennon time-trips back to 
the period before the Beatles. 
Rock and Roll isn’t so much a 
tribute to the music that inspired 
him as it is a denial of what he 
himself produced. It’s hard to 
listen to it without the sinking 
feeling that he really believed 
“Be-Bop-a-Lula” was greater 
than anything he’d ever written 
and that it was a relief to him, 
rather than a shaming ' 
frustration, to admit that fact. 

Lennon did make one great 
album after he left the Beatles, 
John Lennon/Plastic Ono Band. 
Clumsy, raw, and embarrassing, 
it carries his music into the 
stoniest of territories, where there 
is no spring of either melodic 
beauty or lyrical magic. Here 
there is no water but only rock. 
Plastic Ono Band is an album 
without grace and without the 
culture-expressing breadth of 
Lennon's work with the Beatles. 
But it has the unguarded, jotted- 
down immediacy of a diary. 
Lennon’s primitivism has never 
served him better. If the songs 
had been embellished at all with 
self-conscious “artistry,” the 
album would have come out as 
unbearable self-pitying muck. In- 
stead it’s all jagged edges and 
bloody surfaces. In his renuncia- 
tion of everything beautiful or 
crowd-pleasing, Lennon 
prefigures the defiant posture of 
punk. 

His voice, too, from our van- 
tage point 15 years later, sounds 

eerily modern — his atonality 
and _ restricted emotional ex- 
pressiveness are forerunners of 
the new wave singing style. He 
had one of the great rock-and-roll 
voices, but he hated it. “Do 
something with my voice!” he'd 
beg George Martin. ‘Smother it 
with tomato ketchup or some 
thing.” He may have feared 
comparison with McCartney's 


commercially acceptable tenor,

Why would 
holy cross 


the street? 


To get the other side

he Boston Archdiocese of the 
l Catholic Church wants to build™a 
Roman-style piazza in front of the 
Cathedral of the Holy Cross, in the South 
End. The proposed piazza would dis 
place the only food stores in the Wash 
ington Street neighborhood, sources sav 
The piazza is part of a larger project 
that includes renovation of the cathedral, 
construction of a gym for the Cathedral 
High School, and two blocks of housing. 
The Church has been granted use of 
land north of the cathedral for construc- 
tion of the housing and the gym. Still to 
be decided, though, is whether the Church 
can acquire the land it wants for its 
piazza, which would extend across 
Washington Street and 20 feet into the 
property on the opposite side. The 
Church would have to either purchase 
the land from the stores that currently 
occupy the site or persuade the state to 
take it through eminent domain; either 
action would cost taxpayers millions of 
dollars. The Orange Line, which now 
runs on elevated tracks above Washing- 
ton Street, is scheduled to come down in 
1988. Three options for public transpor- 
tation in its place have been prepared by 
the MBTA. Although none requires the 
taking of private property for transpor- 
tation purposes, the Church in_ its 
proposal, appears to be suggesting that a 
state agency take the property to accom- 
modate both its piazza and the state's 
transportation system. 
hor months, city and. state officials 
from the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (BRA), the MBTA, and the 
state Transportation secretary's office 
have been talking to the Archdiocese 
about how to develop the area sur 
rounding the cathedral, sources say. 
None of these officials has yet ap- 
proached community groups or the 
businesses that could be affected. Until 
the public agencies decide among them 
Whether one of them has a 
legitimate claim to taking the property in 
question by eminent domain (a challenge 
that most likely will fall to the MBTA and 
state Transportation Secretary «Frank 
Salvucei), and until they can cut accep 
table deals with the affected merchants 
observers say the Church's. plan stands 
little chance of garnering, neighborhood 
support. The guestions surrounding the

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project have been discussed in closed- 
door involving the various 
agencies. Their inability to reach definite 
conclusions has prevented state and city 
officials from making the plats public 
Iwo questions in particular have fueled 
the debate: how the state can take land 
for the purposes of private development, 
and whether the Church’s plan will help 
case the housing crunch or further 
encourage gentrification, thus threat 
ening the Boston Housing Authority 
(BHA) Cathedral housing, project next 
door. 

‘The key is that parcel across .the 
street,” says one development source. 
“What is the BRA, MBTA, and the 
Archdiocese committed to doing with 
it?” The key plavers have wanted to keep 
the plans out of the public eve until that 
question is answered, and until Bernard 
Cardinal Law returns from Rome next 
Tuesday. Thus most decisions regarding 
the plan have been put on hold. Never 
theless, the church's overall develop 
ment plan and political strategy © are 
sufficiently in) place to outline their 
dimensions and implications, using as a 
basis interviews with more than -half a 
dezen sources in the Dukakis and Flynn 
administrations. 

The Archdiocese’s development. will 
take in property on both. sides of 
Washington Street, from West Dedham 
to Savoy Streets, and east from Washing 
ton to Harrison Avenue. St. Helena’s 
House, behind the cathedral, is currently 
being renovated to provide more than 74 
units of housing for the elderly. The 
Chuch will spend $7 million to $10 
million to clean the cathedral’s 1834 
stained-glass windows which haven't 
been treated since they were installed 
And the Church will spend another 
$350,000 to overhaul the Hook and 
Hastings organ 

On the blocks from Waltham to Savoy 
housing will be developed, though 
whether the housing will be for the 
elderly, for retired clergy, for mixed 
income residents,-or a combination of 
these has not been decided. Finally, a 
much-needed gym will be built for the 
high school. 

The kev element, the piazza, is more 
complicated. For more than 50 years, the 
cathedyal has, endured the presence of

tor a trattic-free piazza, for which the 
state would have to agree to reroute 
traffic through a tunnel below the piazza. 
That plan, however, would have literally 
doubled the $50 million price tag affixed 
to the entire Orange Line/Dudley re- 
placement plan, and Salvucci reportedly 
nixed it. 

The Church's current proposal, which 
has yet to be approved by the cardinal, 
calls for a more modest. street-level 
trolley or light-rail-vehicle service. But it 
would also necessitate widening Wash- 
ington Street for a two-block stretch, 
requiring the MBTA to take, by eminent 
domain, a strip of land about 20 feet 
wide, extending into property owned by 
businesses between West Dedham and,

and Union Park — the extent of 
the property hasn't been fixed). 

Washington Street narrows for 
those two blocks, from a width of 
104 feet to one of less than 80 feet. 
It bends slightly and then widens 
again as it crosses the highway 
and heads downtown. All three 
Orange Line replacement-option 
designs have accommodated this 
narrowing, by recommending 
that limited parking be enforced 
on those blocks between the 
hours of 4 and 7 p.m. to allow 
outbound commuter traffic and 
street-level public transportation 
to function smoothly. 

The MBTA is authorized to 
take land for transportation 
purposes only, not for develop- 
ment. But it is the only public 
agency with even a marginal 
justification for taking the land in 
this instance. (Because the busi- 
nesses on these blocks are thriv- 
ing, as the only retail center for 
the Hispanic and black com- 
munities living in the nearby 
Villa Victoria sand) Cathedral 
housing projects, the BRA 
couldn't possibly, — politically 
speaking, step in and take title.) 

“Everybody's uncomfortable,” 
one source acknowledged. “The 
concern is who’s playing against 
whom and who is going to come 
out with the concept first. The 
governor can’t, the mayor can’t, 
the BRA can’t, the MBTA can't. It 
has to be the cardinal.” 

“All those involved are worried 
that the Church’s plan will look 
as if it’s been decided behind 
closed doors. ‘Sure, it’s going to 
look like a fait accompli,” says 
one source. “But how the hell are 
you going to go public without a 
commitment to do something 
with that parcel? You can’t just 
say, ‘We think we're going to take 
this but we don’t know what

“Obviously the Church had to 
touch base with the BRA and the 
T, and the initial response was, 
you're crazy, and they rethought 
to accommodate all the things 
they want to do, with an LRV 
[light-rail vehicle] aboveground. 
But nobody’s agreed to anything. 
Unless it’s accepted [by the com- 
munity], no way.” 

The cardinal will announce his 
plans soon, sovfrces inside and 
outside the Church say, and there 
are two possible scenarios for his 
achieving his architectural ambi- 
tions. First, the Archdiocese could 
purchase all the properties on the 
blocks in question. Afterwards, 
the MBTA could take its 20 feet 
for street widening. Second, if the 
cardinal announces his develop- 
ment plan and is able to win 
community support for the 
Church's entire construction 
package, he could pave the way 
for the MBTA to exercise eminent 
domain over those properties and 
for the BRA to pick up the re- 
sidual property then designate it 
to a developer, more than likely 
to the Archdiocese. 

The larger problem that looms 
behind the land takings and the 
enormous. public expense this 
would entail is that none of the 
plavers has vet come up with a 
plan to relocate the merchants on 
the block or to develop” the 
residual property that would be 
left after the 20 feet have been 
taken. Until they do, they are 
unlikely to win public support. 

The merchants, however, will 
probably not be the biggest losers 
in this plan.

including ABC’s Sander Vanocur and 
CBS’s Nelson Benton, had pushed and 
squeezed and jostled and crowded into a 
15-by-25-foot conference room like de- 
railment detainees pouring into a groan- 
ing Green Line train. 

As always, the TV cameras had staked 
out the best territory; this time there was 
little room left for anyone else. Sand- 
wiched in about 15 people deep, five- 
foot, four-inch Carol Horner of the 
Philadelphia Inquirer expressed the en- 
tire crowd's frustration. ‘Excuse me,” she 
yelled. ‘‘We won't be able to see him, we 
won't be able to hear him. This is 
ridiculous. Can‘t something be done?’ 

But poor planning and_ poorer 
sightlines weren't all that galled the 
crowd; reporters were rankled by the 
very fact that they had no choice but to 
be there. Lacking royalty, America de- 
mands celebrity, and the Kennedys have 
long been the focus of that national 
obsession. Joe Kennedy had called a 
press conference. That, ipso facto, was 
news, and because it was news it had to 
be covered, whenever and wherever and 
under whatever conditions. This was yet 
another manifestation of the Kennedy 
Imprisonment, but this time the captive 
was not the Kennedys but the audience. 

* * * 

Family dynasty, of course, is the idée 
fixe behind the Kennedy fascination. It’s 
a concept that lies athwart America’s 
egalitarian tradition. But tradition or no, 
through two generations and three dec- 
ades the notion of the Kennedys’ divine 
right to political ascendancy has proved

remarkably resilient. 

But for Joe Kennedy royalty is perhaps 
the appropriate metaphor. Family friends 
say he has long considered himself the 
crown prince, the heir apparent to the 
family’s political tradition. Some say that 
Joe was furious last March when his 
cousin, 23-year-old Teddy Jr., floated the 
rumor that he might run in the Eighth. “I 
think Joe has always had a paranoid 
feeling that because he was the first, that 
whatever it was that had to be done he 
had to be the first in this generation to do 
it,” says one. “He's always, had that 
sense. When Teddy was thinking about 
it, | heard that Joe was pissed.” Another 
friend reports that Joe exploded, saying 
something like, “Why wasn’t I con- 
sulted? Doesn’t he know that it’s my 








turn?” 

Cousin Teddy wasn’t the only would- 
be usurper; Joe’s own sibling failed to 
pay proper deference to the family 
tradition of political primogeniture. 
Kathleen Kennedy Townsend, Joe’s older 
sister and the eldest child of the late 
Robert Kennedy, is reliably reported to 
have arrived at a decision to run for 
Congress in Maryland’s Second District 
against first-term Republican Helen De- 
lich Bentley. That put further pressure on 
Joe to maintain his perceived pre- 
eminence among this. generation of 
Kennedys. 

By mid November Joe had apparently 
decided he was going to run for some- 
thing. At the time, ho wever, he hadn't 
decided on the Eighth; he was also 


considering a run for lieutenant gover- 
nor. While weighing his options, he met 
with John Sasso, chief secretary for 
Governor Michael Dukakis. Since Duka- 
kis: has long been rumored to be 
uncomfortable with the prospect of 
Economic Affairs Secretary Evelyn 
Murphy — an undeclared candidate for 
the office — being on the 1986 ticket, 
Kennedy is said to have assumed that the 
governor would welcome him into the 
race. But the administration’s reaction 
was exactly the opposite. As the Phoenix 
reported at the time of that meeting, 
Sasso told Kennedy that no rift existed 
between the governor and his secretary 
of Economic Affairs. Indeed, advisers 
close to the governor have privately 
questioned whether Kennedy could even

get the 15 percent of convention dele- 
gates (many of whom have sworn 
obeisance to Dukakis) he would need 
to obtain a spot on the primary 
ballot.

Opting for the easy race 
is typical of the Kennedy approach. For 
all their overweening ambition, for all

Kennedys,are-hardly profiles in political 
courage. In 1960, after his election as 
president, JFK arranged for a family 
friend to fill his Senate seat until brother 
Ted was old enough to run — that wav 





He and Joe had problems in 80. 


Ted wouldn't have to face an incumbent. 
And Joe’s father, RFK, didn’t jump into 
the 1968 presidential campaign until 
Eugene McCarthy had forced LB} out. In 
fact, Joe’s last flirtation with public office, 
in 1978, demonstrates the pattern. He 
floated a trial balloon for a run for state 
treasurer against embattled incumbent 
Bob Crane, who was under grand-jury 
scrutiny at the time. The Kennedy clan 
hoped that, faced with rumors of a 
Kennedy challenge, Crane — a Kennedy 
friend and loyalist — would call it a 
career and not run for re-election. When 
Crane decided to stand -his ground 
however, it was Joe who ended up 
backing down. 

This vear, of course, Kennedy focused 
his interest on the only two significant 


positions that wouldn't have incumbents 
seeking re-election next vear, lieutenant 
governor and Eighth District congress 
man. Other options, such as state rep or 
state senator, presumably were rejected 
as being beneath the Kennedys. A 
decision to run in the 11th Congressional 
District, where Kennedy in fact resides 
would have required him to take on an 
incumbent — Gerry Studds 

If political opportunism and presump 
tion are long-established family qualities 


a hair-trigger temper and arrogance are 


two of Joe's personal traits. In Massachu 
setts political circles indeed. even 
among family friends and Kennedy 
admirers distaste for foe is fairl 
widespread. A family friend who would 
have enthusiastically backed Teddy Ir 


for the congressional seat says of Joe, “I 
think he’s an arrogant, insipid individual 
who believes that he has a certain place 
of respect in the world because of who 
his family is. He's just the opposite of 
Teddy Jr., who has a sense that you earn 
that respect. Joe is just the kind of guy 
who assumes that it should come to him 
And frankly, he’s not as bright as young 
Teddy.” Adds a staffer from Ted Ken 
nedy’s 1980 presidential campaign, “He's 
arrogant, demanding, an overgrown 
child who has to have it his way or he 
throws a tantrum. He’s the only member 
of the Kennedy family that | worked with 
that | found just impossible, both 
professionally and personally. | would 
purposefully ask for events that would 
keep him off my back.” 

Other campaign workers have voiced 
similar complaints. In Ted Kennedy's 
1980 run against Jimmy Carter, for 
instance, the original campaign plan 
called for Joe to run the first-in-the 
nation lowa caucus effort. “He was going 
to own the state,” recalls another Ted 
Kennedy worker. “The perception was 
that it was a disaster.” When that became 
apparent at campaign central, a team of 
seasoned political operatives including 
longtime Kennedy lovalists Paul Tully 
and Carl Wagner was sent in to trv to 
stave off the imminent Carter victory. As 
Peter Collier and David Horowitz report 
in their book The Kennedvs, while in 
lowa Joe had “nearly come to blows 
with Wagner. Concludes the lowa work 
er, “He was a difficult kind of guy, 
known to have a ferocious temper 

After Ted Kennedy suffered a disas 
trous loss in lowa, a yroup of lowa 
staffers moved to Maine, where a skel 
eton Kennedy crew was working nearly 
round-the-clock. Because lowa had burst 
the myth of Kennedy invincibility, the 
Maine caucuses were considered crucial 
the Kennedy campaign was already 
hemorrhaging, and with the New Hamp 
shire primary only a week away, a bad 
loss in) Maine could have put the 
campaign permanently out of com 
mission betore the real primary season 
had even started

Maine manufacturing town of 
blue-collar workers, Franco-

The weekend before the Mon- 
day caucuses, Joe Kennedy 
breezed into the Lewiston head- 
quarters and almost immediately 
got into an argument with 
DiNatale. Accounts vary. about 
exactly what happened,. but the 
dispute seems to have -erupted 
when someone called the: head- 
quarters to request Joe‘s schedule. 
When the caller wouldn't identify 
himself, Kennedy slammed the 
receiver down and _ threw. the 
phone at,.the staffer, who had 
taken the call. DiNatale-told him 
to cool it. According to one 
account, Joe yelled, “You'd better 
figure out who you're working 
for!’ Then Kennedy grabbed 
DiNatale, and the two ended up 
outside in a confrontation that, 
depending on who's doing the 
recounting, evolved into either a 
velling match, a shoving bout, or 
an actual fistfight. According to 
some reports, Joe then told 
DiNatale that he was fired. 
DiNatale stayed to see the Ken 
nedy team win a razor-thin 
caucus victory in’ Lewiston and 
then left the campaign. Last week 
Rothstein said he had no infor- 
mation about, and therefore no 
comment on, the DiNatale inci-_ 
dent 

Tales about Kennedy's temper 
are matched in number only by 
anecdotes, about his. arrogance. 
For example, one Beacon Hill 
politico remembers when Ken- 
nedy came, without an appoint- 
ment, to see a busy committee 
chairman about some Citizens 
Energy business. The chairman 
not only took the time to meet 
with Kennedy and listen to his 
problem but also offered to have 
his staff help out the young 
company. He took Kennedy to 
see two people with the neces- 
sary expertise. One was a woman 
in her 50s with a PhD and-a 
curriculum vitae that made Ken- 
nedy’s experience look like an 
extended internship. “As soon as 
he introduced them,” the source 
recalls, “Kennedy turned to her 
and said, ‘Hey, sweetie, would 
vou be a good girl and get me a 
cup of coffee?’ ” 

On hearing this story, another 
Kennedy acquaintance com- 
mented, “He'd say that to George 
Shultz. He just expects that peo- 
ple will want to do that for him.”

The conventional wisdom — 
like the conventional wisdom 
that imbued Walter Mondale 
with “inevitability” in the 1984 
Democratic _ presidential-nomi- 
nation race — is that now that 
Kennedy is in, this campaign is 
over before it has properly 
started. But, as Elliot Richardson 
found in the 1984 Republican 
senatorial campaign, the name is 
not always the game, even in a 
state as reverential of legend as 
Massachusetts is. If Joe is to 
convince voters that there is 
something more than a perverse 
notion of manifest destiny inspir- 
ing his run, he'll have to 
articulate his own distinct politi 
cal vision, a raison d’étre that ex- 
tends beyond his bloodline. 

Conversely, what he says and 


does will reflect on what he’s 
done. Conceptually, Citizens 
Energy Corporation can be 
viewed two wavs. On the one 


hand, it is what it purports to be

costs, provides a number of low- 
income people with a modest 
break on their heating-oil and 

natural-gas expenses.

other hand, it can be seen as a 

slick. public-relations operation 

that invests its oil-refining profits 
in publicity for Joe Kennedy, its 
president and chief client. Which 
description is the more valid 
depends on how one interprets 

Kennedy's past and present 

behavior. Given that he has now 

launched a congressional cam- 
paign and that he’s using Citizens 

Energy the way George Bush is 

trving to use Ronald Reagan, his 

altruism is necessarily suspect. 

As was the case for his Uncle 
Ted in 1980, this race is probably 
Joe’s to lose. And like his uncle in 

1979, foe may have started to lose 
this. race the moment he an- 
nounced his candidacy. 

Ted's challenge — which he 
failed to meet — was to convince 
the people that he had a reason 
beygnd opportunism for running, 
a reason that directed his effort 
and defined his principles. Joe’s 
challenge is the same. And just as 
Ted’s announcement provided 
the perfect opportunity for — 
indeed, requirede —~ -self-defini- 
tion, so too did his nephew's. Yet 
Joe’s announcement was less a 
badly needed justification for his 
running than a brief, trite piece of 
political boilerplate — and even 
at that it was philosophically 
contradictory. 

“The reason why | want to run 
for the office is because for the 
past seven vears, I’ve been work- 
ing at Citizens Energy to trv and 
provide for the elderly and ordi- 
nary working families all across 
our state with a little break on the 
cost of some of their basic neces- 
sities in terms of providing a little 
low-cost home-heating oil, low 
cost natural gas, conservation 
services, and a range of other 
programs to help- them get 
through their daily needs and 
their basic human necessities 

‘Kennedy said. “I'd like to go 
to Washington, DC, because | 
think we can use the government 
as a catalyst in the same way that 
we used Citizens Energy as a 
catalyst.” 

Leaving aside the fact that 
three weeks ago Kennedy 
thought Beacon Hill, and: the 
powerless post of lieutenant gov 
ernor, was the best place to 
pursue those goals, his rationale 
is a strange one for someone who 
told the Globe lAst January that 
his experience with the govern 
ment’s energy bureaucracy had 
soured him on going into politics. 
“It's just not in me to do it,” he 
said at the time. “It's such a 
crummy system. [t just seems like 
a boy. IT really wonder if it isn’t 
better to go out and do something 
than fight this ball of molasses. 
Every time | get near govern- 
ment, it strikes me that it just 
doesn’t work. | hate things that 
don’t work.” 

When asked about those re 
marks at his announcement, Ken 
nedy stressed that his comments 
were directed not at government 
in general but at the energ\ 
bureaucracy in- particular. But 
because his model for the solu- 
tion to economic inequities — of 
all kinds — seems to be Citizens 
Energy,. he still seems to have 
made a radical shift in his life's 
direction since he gave his inter 
view to the Globe 11 months ago. 
Apparently, he now wants to 
enter the ball of molasses. 

That's the least of the seeming 
contradictions in Kennedy's 
views. His most famous speech to 
date is his 1979 challenge to 
Jimmy Carter at the dedication of 
the Kennedy Library. Mentioning 
a litany of economic unfortunates 
ranging from migrant farm work 

ers and Indians to residents of 
Appalachia, he said Month 
after month, vear after vear, until 
his last breath my father did his 
b 1 and

reach out and respond to those 
people.” Glaring at Carter, he 
added One day it mav be 
different here, and it mav be

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different in the other countries 
my father visited, but only if 
more of us learned to acquire 
what my father called ‘moral 
courage.’ That comment is vin- 
tage Kennedy, harkening firmly 
back to liberal values, confident 
of the need for an activist govern- 
ment. 

But in a July 1984 Fortune 
magazine profile, Joe is quoted as 
saving that his brief stint with the 
US Community Services Ad- 
ministration taught him that “the 
government designs programs to 
maintain people in poverty.” 
That could just as easily be taken 
from the right-wing revisionism 
of Charles Murray or George 
Gilder, or, for that matter, from 
Ronald Reagan. 

In that particular instance, the 
time between Kennedy _ in- 
consistencies could be measured 
in years. At his announcement 
the gap between philosophical 
disparities could be ticked off in 
minutes. Moments after declaring 
that he wanted to go to Washing- 
ton to help_low-income people, 
he averred, “Our system in this 
country of taxing and spending 
and taxing and spending and 
taxing and spending — those 
days are over.” (He even went so 
far as to say that he recognized 
the fraud and corruption in the 
public sector that Ronald Reagan 
has made an issue of.) But just 
last April, in a Globe op-ed 
piece stressing the lessons he’d 
learned from Citizens Energy, 
Kennedy extolled cooperation 
between business and govern- 
ment, writing ‘“Only govern- 
ment can command and trans- 
fer the resources necessary to 
take care of the neediest in our 
society.’’ True — but not with- 
out taxing and spending. Al- 
though he repeatedly stressed 
that the tax-and-spend men- 
tality had to stop, later, in re- 
sponse to a question about 
what he would do to “balance 
the books,”’ Kennedy struck a 
populist note, saying he would 
tax businesses and the 
rich. 

Other than the suggestion that 
he favored taxing businesses 
Kennedy got around to specifics 
only in talking about “innovative 
and creative new ways of provid 
ing affordable housing, af 
fordable health care, affordable 
ways of providing food — to 
families and vet enabling farmers 
to stay alive in their home states 
as well.” Whatever that meant 
How does a_ politician who's 
distrustful of both the market and 
the government go about helping 
the poor without consigning 
them to a life of poverty? Why, 
distrustful of all but the nonprofit 
solution, would he abandon a 
company that professes to be 
doing what he says he believes 
the government and the market 
are unable to do? How, within 
that philosophical construct, is 
his Citizens Energy experience 
even applicable to government? 
Does Joe Kennedy want the 
government to buy a few puts on 
dental fillings, sell a few calls on 
soybeans? Is he planning to 
subsidize a Levittown of yurts? 
Joe didn’t say. Instead, empty 
platitudes obscured political par- 
ticulars. 

What emerged was a glop of 
gallimaufry that said little and 
meant less. That, and the notion 
that Joe Kennedy has decided it’s 
high time the crown prince seized 
the family scepter. That shouldn't 
be enough. Unless Kennedy can 
prove that something more than 
his sense of divine right is 
inspiring his candidacy, he simp- 
ly doesn’t merit media attention 
particularly not at the expense of 
the candidates who really do 
have something to say. As a 
child, as a teen, as an adult, and 
as a nonprofiteer, Joe Kennedy 
has had all the advantages. Now 
that he’s a politician, is it really 
too much to ask that -he have a 
vision that serves someone 


besides himself? 0 
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and certainly by traditional stan- 
dards his voice was mediocre: 
inflexible, nasal, and without 
much richness or range. And 
whether he was singing out of 
anger or pain or dreamy, tender 
longing, he always sounded 
slightly flattened out emotional- 
ly, as if his voice couldn’t carry all 
he felt. Alienation was built into 
his singing style. Whenever he 
tried for  let-it-all-hang-out 
power, he never quite made it. 
On his most famous screamer, 
“Twist and Shout,” he sounds 
strained almost to the strangling 
point. Thete was no way he could 
relax into pain and make it seem 
depthless. He sang an urgent, 
constricted blues, a white man’s 
blues. He sang angst. 

On Plastic Ono Band, he uses a 
delay that puts his voice at one 
remove from the listener, and at 
times his vocals take second 
place to the instrumentation (the 
piano on “Mother” keeps pound- 
ing right over him). Yet this 
distancing, and the way it buffers 
the raw emotions of the songs, 
seems right — he sounds as if he 
were imprisoned in his work. The 
flat lyrics — “Mother, you had 
me but I never had you/I wanted 
you but you didn’t want me/So | 
got to tell you/Goodbye good- 
bye” or “Love is you/ You and 
me/Love is knowing/We can be” 
— actually work for him. Their 
banality, the uninspired 
melodies, and the sound-wall of 
the delay are lfke a barrier that 
he, moaning and raging, can 
never break through. In “Work- 
ing Class Hero” his voice isn’t 
distorted, but he sings in_a 
beaten-out, exhausted style, tak- 
ing a despairing fall on the line 
“When you can’t really function 
you're so full of fear.” Plastic Ono 
Band is often referred to as the 
“primal scream album,” as if 
Lennon sang his way to a thera- 
peutic catharsis. But there’s no 
release: he ends as he began, 
singing of his mother’s death. It’s 
an album of defeat. 

He was dead 10 years later, 
having never, in the auto- 
biographical albums that fol- 
lowed Plastic Ono Band, done 
anything of comparable interest. 
What he did produce in those 
years, as he had earlier, was 
interviews. He was a great talker 
— witty, quick, lyrically caustic; 
he could sing an interview like a 
song. Here he is on his Uncle 
George’s death in Davies's book: 
“Mimi was crying over the car- 
rots. She used to take in students 
at the time. They were sitting 
around, trying to look sad, but 
knowing they weren't going to 
get a proper meal and Mimi 
would be suffering for months.” 
There’s a novelist’s eye in this, 
and also a certain deadpan fury. 
His response when told of Elvis 
Presley’s death is just as tough: 
“The difference between the Bea- 
tles and Elvis is that with Elvis 
the king died and the manager 
lived and with the Beatles the 
manager died and we lived.” He 
could be off-the-wall and self- 
depreciating, too; discussing with 
Sheff his and Yoko’s problems 
conceiving a child, he explained, 
‘The prognosis was ‘She’s too old 
and you've abused yourself too 
much. You blew your jism by 
abusing your sperm as a rock ‘n’ 
roll patriot.’’”’ It hardly matters 
that he was “on” in these inter- 
views, playing the media game, 
hiding behind a show of candor; 
he still had a force and reality 
none of the writing about him 
conveys. Along with his songs, 
these fragments of conversation 
are his autobiography. Just as 
you're getting fed up with read- 
ing about his silliness or meaness, 
his own words spark up off the 
page — savvy, funny, rueful — 
and you understand why people 
fell for him. “He was a terrible 
guy, actually,” a Liverpool Art 
Institute acquaintance told Cole- 
man, “but I liked him.” 0

household names, the cases 
mark a concerted attempt to 
eradicate entrenched corrup- 
tion in Boston’s bureaucracy. 

And this type of corruption can 
result in substandard building 
construction, higher costs to ten- 
ants and buyers, and, in some 
cases, unsafe living conditions. 
Those problems have a more 
direct effect on people than does 
the corruption of a single high- 
level politician. 

But the defendants have drawn 
relatively light sentences so far. 
Three businessmen have re- 
ceived fines and probation. And 
given that they were, at least to 
some extent, victims of corrupt 
city officials, their sentences are 
fair. Earlier this month, senior 
building inspector Charles 
Wright (who oversaw building 
projects in the Back Bay and 
Beacon Hill) received a 90-day 
prison sentence on a racketeering 
conviction for taking a series of 
bribes. US District Court Judge 
Joseph L. Tauro noted that 
Wright had a variety of personal 


- problems, including: alcoholism, 


depression, and family discord, 
which meant that a long prison 
term would be inappropriate. 
And Wright's lawyer, Daniel J. 
O'Connell III, told Tauro that 
Mac C. Grant, a Back Bay builder, 
had pressured Wright to take 
money. “Charlie Wright isn’t out 
leaning on people,” O'Connell 
said. y 

But when Grant was sentenced 
in October for mail fraud, his 
attorney, Harry L. Manion III, 
argued the .opposite position. 
Manion claimed Wright had vic- 
timized Grant by demanding 
money for permits for projects 
that complied with building 
codes. Although prosecutor Mark 
E. Robinson sought a six-month 
prison sentence for Grant, US 
District-Gourt'Judge Walter Jay 
Skinner balked. Grant was put on 
probation for two years and fined 
$1000. When Tauro sentenced 
Wright six weeks later, he said 
that Wright's sentence should be 
similar to Grant's. 

Because both Grant and Wright 
pleaded guilty before trial, the 
question of who was the worse 
villain can never be resolved 
publicly. It’s ironic that this in- 
vestigation assembled evidence 
strong enough to induce guilty 
pleas but yielded only light 
sentences, at least in part because 
that evidence remains secret. 

The issue of who corrupted 
whom rose again at the sentencing 
of senior building inspector Kent 
on obstruction-of-justice and per- 
jury charges. Defense . lawyer 
Kevin J. O'Dea argued last week 
that Kent had not sought bribes. 
“Mr. Kent was not the type of 
person who would hold people 
up,” O'Dea said. “He was not 
that kind of person.” 

Kent, in his brief statement to 
US District Court Judge - W. 
Arthur Garrity, sounded more 
like a man receiving an Oscar 
than a corrupt city official about 
to be shunted off to prison. Kent 
thanked government 
prosecutors, he thanked the US 
Marshal Service, he thanked the 
guards at the Salem jail where he 
had been imprisoned earlier this 
year. “I want to say thanks to my 
family and neighbors who have 
been . supportive,’ Kent said, 
loudly jangling the coins in his 
pants pocket. 

Prosecutor Robinson rec- 
ommended a four-year sentence; 
O'Dea suggested no jail time 
Garrity split the difference and 
gave Kent two years. That means 
Kent will be eligible for parole 
after serving eight months 

If Harold Brown takes his case 
to trial, he will have a chance to 
prove his claim that developers 
were the victims of corrupt of- 
ficials. At the same time, Brown 
will perhaps run the risk that the 
evidence will show otherwise. ()

could be the taxpayers, and if the busi- 
nesses aren't relocated nearby, the resi- 
dents of the Cathedral housing projects. 
“It’s critical that the Cathedral develop- 
ment doesn’t become the Tent City of 
the Archdiocese plans,” says one source, 
referring to the tent settlement that 
housing advocates set up on the pro- 
spective site of Copley Place in the mid- 
‘70s. “I think it’s an issue of perception. 
Yes, it’s an area that could use revitaliza- 
tion. All of this makes that area a great 
place to live. If you're a tenant at Cathe- 
dral and you look east and see Columbia 
Point, you say, God are we next? How 
long can this remain a place where poor 
people can live?” 

Bernard Cardinal Law’s desire to make 
the Cathedral of the Holy Cross a sort of 
Vatican West has been widely 
acknowledged since his arrival as prelate 
two years ago. Most informed sources 
believe that his plans, as they are 
currently described, will improve the 
housing opportunities for the poor, and 
moderate-income, and elderly residents 
who are being displaced by the South 
End's gentrification. They point out that 
the Archdiocese’s cooperative housing 
(more than 1000 units citywide) has been 
among the most successful of any low- 
income housing — much more successful 
than federally subsidized Section 8 hous- 


ing. The Archdiocese-supported housing 
at oT ee hu et 


The neighborhood's only supermarket 










has helped stabilize neighborhoods and 
improve the economic self-sufficiency of 
its residents. 

Word that the Cardinal's plans would 
involve a piazza bégan filtering through 
the state agencies several months ago. 
The plans would be coordinated, it turns 
out, by the cathedral’s pastor, Lally, who 
was director of the BRA when the West 
End and the Christian Science Church 
debacles took place. The latter develop- 
ment involved razing hundreds of units 
of inexpensive lodging-house 
brownstone along Massachusetts and 
Huntington Avenues. 

But Lally says that this time develop- 
ment will be different. It will be carried 
out with sensitivity to the South End’s 
needs, he says. “Our interest is to blend 
into the wider South End project, and be 
one of the institutions that would help 
make it the community it ought to be, 
Lally said in an interview. “We'd like to 
see the community retain its mixed 
character. We'd like to put our concept 
into the pot and see what we come up 
with.” 

Sources inside and outside the Church 
say that the Church's scheme is likely to 
run into serious opposition until the 
Archdiocese comes up with a plan to 
relocate the businesses it will displace, 
and until there is some assurance that 
Cathedral Housing will remain. low- 
income, When it does come up with 
solutions, however, insiders say, the 
Church car anticipate the full, united- 
front support of the governor, the mavor, 
the BRA, BHA, and MBTA.

ithin the few blocks surrounding Huntington and Longwood Avenues, in Boston, 
can be found one of the most impressive concentrations of medical talent, training, 
and technology in the United States — institutions such as Harvard Medical 
School and the Harvard School of Public Health; hospitals such as Children’s, 
Beth Israel, New England Deaconess, Brigham & Women’s, and Dana-Farber Cancer Institute. 
But a stone’s throw away, across the Arborway tracks that bisect Huntington Avenue, is a 
reproach — and a challenge. There, in the mixed black and Hispanic public housing 
developments of Mission Hill and Mission Hill Extension, the infant-mortality rate is twice that 
in the rest of the city. 

In the world-renowned medical center that is Boston, 100 babies will die this year, a large 
number of them born of poor black mothers. From 1979 through 1983, 539 infants under the age 
of one died in Boston, an average of 13.5 per thousand live births. In Massachusetts 3663 died 
during that period, an average of 9.9 per thousand. In the US as a whole, 222,842 infants died 
from 1978 through 1982, an average of 12.6 deaths per thousand. (Hard numbers are unavailable 
for the US 1983 rate; the latest available rate for 1984 was 10.6 per thousand.) In the city, state, and 
nation, twice as many black infants as white infants will die this year, as has been the case for the 
past 25 years. 

The infant-mortality rate is more than just a measure of the number of infants under the age 
of one who die each year. It not only signifies terrible personal tragedy, it also points up social, 
economic, and political realities. “It is one of those indicators that tells us something about a 
whole series of socioeconomic factors,” says Bailus Walker, MD, Massachusetts commissioner of 
Public Health. “If I were going to a foreign country and wanted to know something about health

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services and health facilities in 
that country, one of the first 
indicators I would look for would 
be the infant-mortality rate.” 

Throughout the ’70s the US 
seerned to be gaining ground on 
infant mortality; during that time 
the number of infant deaths fell 
an average of 4.5 percent each 
year. Most experts attribute the 
steady decline to improved 
medical technology, particularly 
the development of intensive- 
care units for premature infants; « 
social programs such as Medicaid 
that gave poor women access to 
that technology; the expansion of 
federal nutrition programs; and 
the legalization of abortion. 

But by the early ‘80s, ominous 
signs were appearing. In 
Massachusetts in 1982, for 
instance, the infant-mortality rate 
rose for the first time in nine 
years, and in the city of Boston 
the rate jumped from 11.9 deaths 
per thousand in 1981 to 15.8 per 
thousand in 1982. These 
increases coincided with Reagan- 
administration cuts in food and 
nutrition programs and in 
Medicaid. And though the rates 
nationwide continued to fall, in 
1983 and 1984, the decline slowed 
down noticeably, showing the 
smallest gains in almost a decade. 

This trend has led some to fear 
that the death rates will soon 
plateau. “In the past 15 years, 
what has driven down the infant- 
mortality rate, particularly in 
Boston, has been the inereased 
survival of premature babies 
because of the development of 
neonatal intensive-care units. 
Their survival has improved so 
rapidly that no matter what 
happened with any other kind of 
infant, the rates of infant 
mortality have fallen,” notes Paul 
Wise, MD, a pediatrician and 
director of perinatal 
epidemiology at Harvard Medical 
School. Today, says Wise, “we 
are reaching the limits of our 
technology. There has actually 
been a leveling off in the survival 
rates of these very small babies.” 
As a result, he says, in the coming 
years the infant-mortality rate 
will be more dependent on social 
conditions. 

- * * 

The first 28 days of life are 
known as the neonatal period. 
Seventy percent of infants who 
become infant-mortality statistics 
die within that time. Two thirds 
of all neonatal deaths are 
attributable to lew birthweight 
(low-birthweight babies — 
defined as those weighing less 
than 5.5 pounds at birth — being 
40 to 50 times more likely to die 
than heavier infants). Even after 
that first month, low birthweight 
remains a critical factor ina 
baby’s survival. A recent 
National Institute for Health 
study found that 25 percent of ail 
victims of sudden-intant-death 
syndrome, the leading cause of 
death in infants over one month, 
weighed 5.5 pounds or less at 
birth. “Of all the things that 
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Bill Walczak, director of the Codman Square Health Center, a clinic on the front lines 
of the battle against infant mortality 
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Nutritionist Sharon Stowers: the first thing she gives patients who come in 
for a prenatal visit is a free bag of food 














to death in the first year of life, 
nothing is as important as low 
birthweight,” says J. Larry 
Brown, PhD, chairman of 
Community Health Programs at 
the Harvard School of Public 
Health. (Low-birthweight babies 
who survive are more at risk for 
malnutrition, learning problems, 
and developmental disabilities.) 
To understand the causes of 
infant mortality, it’s important to 
consider the various components 
of low birthweight. Women 
under 16 and over 35 years of age 
are more likely to deliver low- 
birthweight babies than other 
women of childbearing age 
because of biological factors. 
Cigarette smoking and alcohol 
and drug use are contributing 
factors as well; so is stress. But the 
two most important causes of low 
birthweight are poor prenatal 
care and poor nutrition. And the 
women most likely to be subject 
to those are poor and black. In 
1982, for example, 12.6 percent of 
black babies were born with low 
birthweights as compared with 
only 5.6 percent of white babies. 
In Boston the number of low- 
birthweight babies delivered at 
Boston City Hospital (BCH), 
where the majority of those 
giving birth are poor and black, is 
twice that of the more middle- 
class Beth Israel Hospital and 
three times that of the suburban 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, 
according to BCH figures. And 
though only 20 percent of Boston 
women who have babies give 
birth at BCH, a disproportionate 
30 percent of the low-birthweight 
infants born in the city are 


delivered there.

The Codman Square Health 


Center, in Dorchester, is on the 
front lines of the struggle against 
low birthweight and infant 
mortality. Established in 1979, 
the facility, with a current staff of 
two full-time and four part-time 
physicians, is part of the network 
of neighborhood health centers 
established in Boston in the ‘70s. 
The typical family that comes to 
the health center for treatment is 
headed by a woman in her 30s 
with two or three children. 
Ninety percent of the center's 
clientele are minorities, and 40 
percent of new registrants are 
West Indian immigrants, 
reflecting a neighborhood, from 
Codman Square to Mattapan 
Square, that is becoming 
increasingly Caribbean. Fifty-five 
percent of the clients treated 
there have no health insurance; 
another 40 percent are Medicaid 
recipients, which means the 
health center is reimbursed for 
the care of those patients by a 
combination of federal and state 
funds. 

A major challenge to the health 
center is how to encourage 
pregnant women to begin 
prenatal care early and to 
continue to return for regular 
prenatal visits. Fifty percent of 
the appointments made at 
Codman Square are not kept; in 
fact, physicians schedule six 

















patients each hour, assuming that 
three won't show up. The 
average number of prenatal visits 
per clients is 11.5, half that of 
women at the primarily white 
Neponset Health Center, two 
miles away, according to 
Codman Square director Bill 
Walczak, He says that women 
usually come in for prenatal care 
during their second trimester or 
toward the end of their 
pregnancy, making effective 
intervention regarding their 
health and nutritional status 
difficult. The reasons for the 
delay in receiving treatment, he 
say$, are specific to the health 
center's clientele: transportation 
problems, lack of working 
telephones, family problems, and 
inadequate housing (in a 
neighborhood where rents are 
rising sharply and families 
doubling and tripling up in 
apartments, clients often give a 
different address each time they 
come for treatment and therefore 
are hard to follow up. “They have 
to satisfy the landlord first, then 
the electric and the gas 
company,” notes Walczak. 
“What suffers is medical care. If 
they are not sick, why go toa 
doctor?” 

Good nutrition, so essential to 
preventing a low-birthweight 
baby, is sorely lacking among 
these women. A recent state 
Department of Public Health 
study found 19.5 percent of the 
children in low-income families it 
surveyed in the Codman Square 
area to be suffering from acute 
malnutrition. The health center 
currently houses a part-time 
office of WIC (the federal Special 
Supplemental Food Program for 
Women, Infants and Children), 
which provides nutrition 
counseling and food vouchers for 
nutritious food to women in 
need, particularly pregnant 
women. Although this program 
does help, Codman Square 
Health Center nutritionist 
Sharon Stowers says it simply 
isn’t enough. “To get enrolled in 
WIC a woman has to go to the 
Upham’s Corner office. Twenty- 
five percent of our clients don’t 
have cars, and it takes two buses 
to get there. Illegal immigrants 
are afraid often to apply to WIC. 
And once you are deemed 
‘significantly improved,’ you are 
out of the program.” Stowers 
notes that food stores in the 
neighborhood tend to be small 
and expensive — a trip to the 
supermarket, where cheaper food 
is available, again requires taking 
two buses. Caribbean 
immigrants, many of whom are 
in poor nutritional health when 
they get here, may attempt to 
duplicate their island diets, and 
this can be not only low in 
substantial nutrition but also 
quite expensive, says Stowers. 
The first thing Stowers does 
when a woman comes in fora 
prenatal visit is give her a bag of 
free food. But she despairs over 
how much more she can do.

that stress,” she says. “All I can 
give them is a bag of food and 
some iron pills. lf they have no 
food at home, how can! tell them 
how or what to eat?” 
* * * 
Codman Square has been 
successful thus far in fighting 
infant mortality. Among its 
prenatal clients, there have been 
only two infant deaths out of 200 
births in the past three years, says 
Cynthia Smith, head nurse at the 
center. But there are serious 
questions as to whether the 
center will be able to do such a 
good job in the future. Over the 
past few years cuts in Medicaid 
benefits for its patients (on which 
the health center depends for a 
good part of its revenues), plus a 
reduction in federal funds (the 
$155,000 the center received from 
the National Health Service 
Corps a few years ago has been 
cut every year and will end 
altogether in June), is creating 
major financial problems. The 
center now collects from patients 
only 50 percent of what it costs to 
provide services; next year 
Walczak is projecting a $95,000 
deficit. This year nutritionist 
Stowers had to apply for a variety 
of foundation grants to ensure 
that she'd receive a salary. Facing 
the same crunch, neighborhood 
health centers around the city 
have had to close down or 
affiliate with large hospitals. 
Making sure that poor women 

have access to prenatal care goes 
beyond the domain of the 
neighborhood health centers, 
especially outside of Boston, 
where such centers are few and 
far between. Recently, there were 
major flaps in Holyoke, Lynn, 
and Cape Cod about OB/GYNs 
refusing to take Medicaid patients 
because of the associated low 
reimbursement rate and 
burdensome paperwork. In

Holyoke, for example, the state 
Department of Public Welfare 
estimated that there were 2356 
Medicaid recipients of 
childbearing age to only one 
OB/GYN who took Medicaid. 
Dukakis’s office has now reached 
an agreement with the 
Massachusetts Medical Society, 
which, the administration hopes, 
will result in 85 percent of 
Massachusetts physicians 
agreeing to take Medicaid 
patients. 

But an even more serious 
problem could gravely imperil 
the ability of poor women to 
receive prenatal and obstetrical 
care. Malpractice rates for 
OB/GYNs are extremely high 
and may go even higher. Kenneth 
Edelin, MD, chief of obstetrics 
and gynecology at Boston City 
Hospital, notes that his 
malpractice premium for 1985 
was $35,000. This amount will 
increase drastically once the state 
makes its planned adjustments to 
the 1983 and 1984 rates. When 
that happens, says Edelin, ‘““we 
are probably looking realistically 
at an $80,000 premium for 1985.” 
Such malpractice premiums 
would most likely make it 
financially impossible for 
OB/GYNs to work even part- 
time in neighborhood health 
centers and clinics for low- 
income patients. “I don’t know 
where I am going to get the 
money,” says Edelin. “I have one 
person [doctor] on my staff who 
has already resigned because of 
this situation.” 

. . * 

Some sociobiologists and some 
on the political right have argued 
that the prevalence of low- 
birthweight babies and high 
infant-mortality rates among 
blacks may have more to do with 
genes than with poverty. 
Ammunition for such arguments 
comes from studies showing that 





thousand in 1982. 
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the incidence of low birthweight 
among middle-class blacks — 
though lower than that among 
poor blacks — is still higher than 
that among middle-class whites. 
Earlier this year, while still 
secretary of Health and Human 
Services, Margaret Heckler noted 
that despite similarities in income 
and access to prenatal care, the 
percentage of low-birthweight 
babies was higher among blacks 
than whites and remarked that 
such statistics were “very 
puzzling.” The implication was 
that there might be some factor 
other than socioeconomic status 
at work. 

In a study of racial differentials 
in mortality rates during the 
neonatal period in the city of 
Boston from 1972 to 1979, 
Harvard's Wise did find a 
significantly higher rate of infant 
mortality among blacks than 
among whites, regardless of 
income. (The gaps did close 
somewhat, however, as incomes 
rose). But Wise says it’s 
“nonsense” to interpret this data 
to argue that blacks have a 
genetic predisposition to infant 
mortality. “If race did not have a 
social meaning in our society, 
there would be no difference [in 
the infant-mortality statistics },’ 
he insists. Wise contends that 
whereas differences in income 
play a major role in determining 
infant-mortality rates, they don’t 
tell the whole story. “I don’t 


may be influenced by poor 
nutrition in the mothers’ younger 
years. Others cite the high 
numbers of one-parent 
households among middle-class 
blacks, the fact that more middle- 
class black women may work 
than do their white counterparts, 
and the role of stress. “If blacks 
were at a high income ina 
nonracist society for three 
generations, my bet would be 
there would be no difference in 
infant mortality,” Wise 
concludes. 

Statistics for Hispanics lend 
credence to the argument that the 
issue is income levels and social 
standing, not race. In the past 
Massachusetts has not put ethnic 
identifiers on birth or death 
certificates, so it has been difficult 
to estimate Hispanic rates of 
infant mortality. Hispanic babies 
have tended to be randomly 
marked “black” or “white,” 
according to Emilio Carrillo, MD, 
a social epidemiologist at the 
Harvard School of Public Health. 
(The state of Massachusetts 
estimates the Hispanic infant- 
mortality rate to be 1.5 times that 
of the white rate; Carrillo puts it 
higher). In New York City, where 
ethnic identifiers are used, 
Carrillo says data have shown 
that poor Puerto Ricans in the 
South Bronx have an infant- 
mortality rate that’s more than 
twice that of whites, whereas 
middle-class Puerto Ricans in the 
North Bronx have an infant- 
mortality rate near or at the 
national norm. “In this country 
race is just a marker for poverty,” 
he contends. 

That is the experience at 
Boston City Hospital, as well. 
According to BCH data, there is 
no difference whatsoever 
between infant-mortality rates 
for blacks and whites at that 
hospital. All those who died 
were simply poor

If socioeconomic factors 
provide the main basis of an 
unacceptably high rate of infant 
mortality — particularly in 

minority communities — clearly 
one major way of attacking the 
problem is by increasing the 
incomes of poor women. This is

stock market seems to be the same as the one 

about falling in love — everybody’s doing it. I 
have no statistics on how many people are falling in 
love, but the New York Stock Exchange publishes 
figures on how many of us own stocks, and the numbers 
show that when it comes to buying stocks, everybody is, 
in fact, not doing it. 

About 42 million Americans owned stocks in 1983, the 
last time the NYSE published its findings. (Although the 
study is published by the NYSE, it reports on ownership 
of all stocks, not just those listed on the NYSE.) The US 
Bureau of the Census estimates the 1983 population at 
about 230 million; that means that, in 1983, fewer than 
one out of five Americans owned stocks. 

Yet the allure of the stock market is strong. Afternoon 
newspapers herald the “late stocks”; the Wall Street 
Journal is the largest-circulation daily newspaper in the 
country; the Dow-Jenes averages and other market 
statistics are quoted nightly on local and network news 
programs; the PBS show Wall Street Week has one of the 
highest ratings of any public-television weekly program; 
and brokerage houses have created some of the most 
memorable TV commercials ever made, from the cattle 
stampede for Merrill Lynch to John Houseman lecturing 
us on the old-fashioned ways at Smith, Barney. 

With so much media hype surrounding the stock 
market, it’s only natural to feel pressure to put some 
money into it if you're making a decent living and have 
outgrown the lifestyle of a student. In fact, you may feel 
you're expected to own stocks — that it’s some financial 
rite of passage that will signal your entrance into mature 
adulthood. 

Of course, that attitude is nonsense. There may be 
good reasons for you to buy stock, but proving your 
financial machismo is not one of them. Before you even 
consider the merits of stock ownership, you should take 
three steps to ensure that you have a financial cushion to 
protect you from a run of bad luck. 

For starters, you should have a healthy savings 
account. Some financial advisors specify a particular 
dollar amount — $10,000 is frequently cited — but a 
fixed figure doesn’t take into account people’s varied 
situations and earnings. If Gloria Vanderbilt's account- 
ant recommended her keeping $10,000 in the bank as a 
safety cushion, for example, she could have him jailed 
for criminal negligence. 

The best rule of thumb is to keep $10,000 or six 
months’ take-home pay in your savings account, 
whichever is greater. The money should be easily 
accessible, not, for example, tied up in five-year 
certificates of deposit. It’s worth forgoing a few dollars of 
interest (less than that after taxes) to have the security 
that easy access to the money provides. This is your 
emergency money. 

Second, you should have adequate life insurance. If 
you are single and have no dependents, you only need 
enough to cover burial costs and any leftover debts, 
which the life-insurance people call “final expenses.” 
(These expenses can run big if you live high on a deck of 
credit cards and own nothing but your good looks, in 
which case you'll want a lot of insurance so as not to 
subject your family to the darker side of your way of 
life.)

Tips on playing 
the market

You should consult an accountant for advice on the 
right amount to buy. Don’t go to an insurance agent, 
since he will try to sell you far more than you need. If 
your situation is simple, you can compute the amount 
you need by yourself: just add up your debts and decide 
what you would want someone to spend on your 
funeral, and buy a cheap term policy for the total 
amount. (To keep the premiums down, you should buy 
term insurance, not whole life.) You can usually get 
inexpensive term insurance for amounts under $100,000 
from a savings bank or, if you're a college graduate, from 
your alumni association. 

Finally, you should have no high-interest debts. That 
means paying off that 18 percent (or higher) credit-card 
debt, especially if you don’t itemize your income tax 
return and hence can’t palm off some of the interest 
charges on Uncle Sam. To earn five percent in your 
savings account (maybe three percent after taxes) and 
pay 18 percent to the finance company is fiscal madness. 

* * ” 

If you haven't taken care of these three things, stop 
reading and get to work. If you have your financial ship 
in shape, you can now consider whether you should buy 
stocks. 

First, ask yourself which you want: to invest or to 
gamble. When the choice is presented in the abstract, 
people always say they want to invest. In real life, 
however, many people gamble, because gambling is fun; 
investing is work. 

Investing is searching for undervalued stocks when 
the market is weak, buying them, and holding those 
stocks for years, maybe even until your retirement if 
their values increase steadily for that long. (Do I hear a 
yawn?) It’s boring, painstaking work, sifting through the 
stock pages and annual reports. It means lots of research 
and not much action, but at least you'll have a good shot 
at making a little money. 

In fact, if investing is your true interest, your best bet 
is to invest in some mutual funds. Why do all the boring 
work yourself when you can turn it over to professionals 
who have the information and assets to perform the job? 
The management fees are modest, and if you go it alone, 
you have to pay a broker to make your stock 
transactions anyway. Purchasing shares in a few mutual 
funds is a sound way to invest. 

Whatever you want to call it, speculating, trading, or 
playing the market is something else — it’s gambling, 
plain and simple. In many ways the stock market is just 
a white-collar racetrack. At the track, for example, there 





are more dollars lost than won because the track takes a 
percentage of the “handle,” the total amount of money 
bet. That means for every dollar bet, only 80 cents, say, 
are paid out. This is called the pari-mutuel system of 
betting. It is not a zero-sum system, that is, one in which 
the amount won equals the amount lost. 

The stock market is more like a pari-mutuel than a 
zero-sum game, when you take into account all the 
monies lost to Uncle Sam and to your stock broker, who 
takes a percentage every time you buy or sell, whether 
you win or lose. (At least Uncle Sam only takes a 
percentage of your winnings.) Playing the market means 
doing lots of trading, which means paying heavy 
brokerage commissions as you search for that big payoff 
(and when you find it, your reward will be a heavy tax 
soaking on short-term capital gains). 

All this is not to dissuade you from gambling, 
provided you can afford the action. The point is not to 
confuse gambling with investing. Don’t count on using 
your gambling funds for your retirement or for an 
emergency. (An emergency will inevitably occur when 
your stocks are at their lowest, forcing you to sell at a 
great loss.) That’s what your savings account, individual 
retirement account (IRA), and company pension plan are 
for. Using your stock-market trading as a source of 
retirement funds is like buying a ticket for each week’s 
Megabucks drawing as a way to finance your golden 
years. 

Very, very few traders make fortunes in the stock 
market, because they are at the bottom of the 
information chain. You can’t expect to compete with the 
professional money managers who spend 60 hours or 
more a week trying to beat the averages with a $100 
million portfolio. You may make it big one year, but that 
hardly helps if you get killed the next year. 

I'm the first to admit that trading can be fun. It can 
make you feel like a big wheel — trading tips in the 
locker room, plotting your fortunes on the Apple home 
computer, talking “p-e ratios,” “options,” “shorting,” 
and other financial jargon, and dropping nonchalant 
references to “my broker.” If that’s for you (and if you 
wouldn't feel at least a twinge of guilt from turning, say, 
$5000 to $10,000 in one month), go to it. Just be careful. 

My accountant used to be a trader; he'd call his broker 
on the West Coast two, three, four times a day. He'd call 
collect, and his broker would accept every call. I was 
impressed; I’m not sure I could get my parents to accept 
a collect call, much less a broker. I asked him for his 
secret. 

“Six thousand dollars in commissions last year,” he 
said. 

This year it’s different. He lost all his money in the 
market, including his life savings, and went into hock up 
to his eyeballs. No more trading, no more commissions. 
The fun’s over, and he’s working two jobs to get back on 
his feet. 

The point is, if you're trading in the market (as 
opposed to investing), don’t kid yourself into thinking 
you're doing something grown-up, something every 
financially mature adult does. Behind all the three-piece 
suits, computers, and research reports, all you're doing is 
gambling, and gambling’s a vice. And you had better 
treat that vice with the same respect you'd show any 
other vice, or it'll kill you. Oo

ne of the good results of 
O the new food conscious- 

ness is that now nearly 
everybody lives near a store that 
sells great homemade bread. 
Dark peasant rounds, crusty 
French batons, sprouted-barley 
bricks, you name it. Where once 
the alternatives were Pepperidge 
Farm or a day in the kitchen, now 
if a good chew is what you're 
after, there is no need to knead it 
yourself. This is undoubtedly a 
boon to working lives. In my 
leisured youth I went so far as to 
grind my own flour, but when I 
stumbled across the bread pans 
last week, it occurred to me that I 
hadn’t even bought a package of 
yeast in almost two years. Our 
taste buds and jaw muscles had 
not suffered in the least, but I had 
to admit that I rather missed the 
whole sticky, time-consuming 
process. 

To be honest, what I missed 
most about it was the luxury of 
having an entire day to spend on 
a single activity. Breadmaking 


ties you to the house for a 


minimum of four or five hours. 
But I also missed the kneading. I 
don’t know if the scientists who 
chart the effect of pet-stroking on 
people’s blood pressure have 
studied it, but I’m sure that 
kneading has a similarly calming 
effect. All that rhythmic push and 
pull, and the warm liveliness of 
the dough — what could be a 
better aid to biofeedback? Bread- 
making is best in the winter when 
you don’t resent having the oven. 
on, when, in fact, you'd like 
nothing better than to join the 
dough in the warmest corner of 
the kitchen. If you require a more 
practical incentive, the following 
loaves go well with holiday 
meals and make dandy hostess 
gifts. 

Novice kneaders will find com- 
plete stirring/punching/rising in- 
structions in the first recipe. As 
anyone who’s ever shaped a loaf 
will attest, breadmaking isn’t 
really hard, but it’s an inexact 
science. Different flours absorb 
liquid at different rates, ovens are 
moody, yeast turns sullen when 
it’s chilly. Perseverance heips. 


Orange-cinnamon 

bread 

Makes four smallish loaves 
2 cups orange juice; 
51/2 tablespoons sugar; 
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Bread lines 


Recipes for the kneady 


2 packages dry yeast (usually 
sold in the dairy section of the 
supermarket); 

rind of 2 oranges; 

2 tablespoons safflower or 
other light vegetable oil; 

2 teaspoons salt; 

7 or more cups unbleached 
white flour; ‘ ; 

5 tablespoons softened butter; 

1 tablespoon ground 
cinnamon. 

Heat the orange juice untj] very 
warm to the touch. (If you have

the kind of kitchen thermometer 
that registers instantly, the tem- 
perature you want is between 105 
and 115 degrees.) Stir in four 
tablespoons of the sugar, then 
sprinkle the yeast on top of the 
juice. While the yeast is dissolv- 
ing, grate the orange rind very 
fine. Mix with half a tablespoon 
of the sugar and two or three 
teaspoons of flour and set aside. 
When the yeast has stopped 
looking granular and _ instead 
looks thick, slick, and bubbly, 


transfer the juice mixture to a 
large bowl and stir in the oil and 
salt. Now begin adding flour, 
stirring it in by the cupful. After 
the first cup or two, sprinkle in 
the prepared orange rind. As you 
come to the end of the flour, the 
dough will be very stiff and will 
tend to shred off in layers and 
stick to everything. Don’t worry. 
When you can barely move the 
spoon anymore, it’s time to 
knead. Dust your hands and a 
large cutting board with flour. 





Mound up the dough, shreds and 
all, into a loose ball and turn it 
out onto the floured.board. Push 
down in the center of the ball 
with the heels of both hands. The 
dough will squish up between 
your fingers. Fold this part back 
into the depression you created 
by pushing, gather in whatever 
shreds have gone flying across 
the board, give the whole mound 
a quarter turn to the left, and 
push down again. As you repeat 
this process, it becomes more 
rhythmic, so that you find your- 
self folding and turning in one 
smooth motion. If the dough 
keeps sticking to your hands, 
lightly dust them and it with a 
little more flour. Soon you will 
find the dough becoming 
smoother, more elastic, and 
easier to work. When the dough 
is satiny and bounces back at a 
touch, let it rest for a minute 
while you oil or butter a large 
bowl. Form the dough into a 
ball, place it in the greased bowl, 
oil or butter the top and sides of 
the dough ball, and cover the 
bowl with a clean dish towel. 
Now place the bowl in a warm, 
draft-free corner. (On top of a 
radiator is usually too hot, but on 
top of a high shelf or cupboard 
near a radiator can be ideal: heat 
rises. In my kitchen, the heat 
pipes run through the wall be- 
hind one end of my counter, so I 
tuck the dough back there. Some 
people put the bowl on a heating 
pad.) In about two hours the 
dough should have doubled in 
bulk, and a knuckle pressed 
firmly into the surface will leave 
a dent. If so, sink your whole fist 
into the center of the dough, pull 
it away from the sides of the 
bowl, mound it into a ball again, 
and turn it out onto the cleaned, 
refloured board. With a sharp 
knife, cut the dough into four 
equal pieces. Let them rest while 
you butter four eight-inch bread 
pans. Stretch and pat each piece 
into a flat rectangle about eight 
inches long, six inches wide, and 
an inch thick. Spread the rec- 
tangles with a tablespoon each of 
the softened butter. Mix the 
cinnamon with the remaining 
tablespoon of sugar and sprinkle 
over the butter. Now roll up the 
rectangles to form four eight-inch 
spiral loaves. Rub the tops with 
butter and place in the bread

picy-chicken take-outs 
by have been an important 

trend in New York City for 
several years. In fact, the sub- 
culture is so developed that 
Afghan refugees have networked 
their way into many of the 
franchises. The advent of take- 
out spicy chicken in Boston has 
been quite sudden, though 
Popeye’s may be familiar to those 
who frequent New York; it’s one 
of that town’s big names. You 
know it’s the chicken itself that’s 
the trend here when you realize 
that there is not one picture of the 
cartoon character in the Porter 
Square Popeye's. 

It yam what it yam. 

They may be de-emphasizing 
Popeye the cartoon character 
because the restaurant does not 
sell any of the foods featured in 
the strip, such as spinach, ham- 
burgers (another chain has cor- 
nered Wimpy’s name), or olive 
oil. The restaurant sells what it 
calls “Cajun style fried chicken,” 
plus a few Southern side dishes. 
And that's all. 

The chicken is packaged in a 
complicated number of sizes, 
from a two-piece dinner at $2.69 
on up to a 24-piece box at $19.59. 
To give Popeye’s some 
semblance of a menu, and to 
make things truly bewildering, 


many of the dinners are broken 
down by the number of breasts, 
thighs, wings, and legs involved. 
This probably confuses the staff 
as well as the customers — my 
10-piece box came with only nine 
pieces of chicken. 

Cajun Joe’s looks like yet 
another franchise, though it has 
an almost identical format. It also 
has exactly the same chicken as 
the Cambridge Popeye’s but 15 
percent cheaper, mostly better 
side dishes, and a more conscien- 
tious staff. 

So let's start with the chicken. 
The commercial ideal of Cajun 
fried chicken is done up in a very 
thick, crunchy batter with a 
simple flavor of red pepper, 
rather like Buffalo chicken wings 
that have grown into whole 
chickens with a winter coat of fry 
batter. The chicken inside is 
tasteless, juicy, and tender, per- 
haps overtender — about the 
effect the Kentucky Fried 
Chicken chain gets from pres- 
sure-frying. 

It’s available mild or spicy at 
both restaurants under review. 
The mild simply leaves the hot 
pepper out of the batter. I found 
Popeye’s spicy chicken hotter 
than Cajun Joe’s, but neither had 
much flavor interest beyond the 
simple tang. There is nothing 
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especially Cajun about this. Most 
people who really like hot pepper 
would prefer to sprinkle on one 
.of the bottled red pepper sauces. 
This is easy enough if you take 
the chicken home but requires 
foresight if you're dining out, 
since neither restaurant provides 
hot pepper sauce as a table 
condiment. Cajun Joe's sells it. 

As fried chicken per se, the 
stuff served at both places is at 
the top of the fast-food league. 
But it won't help you forget that 
real Southern-fried chicken is 
pan-fried rather slowly. It ought 
to take about half an hour, a 
requirement that ruled out 
Southern-fried chicken as fast 
food until Colonel Sanders in- 
vented the pressure-cooker trick. 
This cooks the chicken through 
and crisps the batter, but, at the 
pressures used to speed things up 
in restaurants, ruins the texture of 
the meat. The other common 
stunt is to precook the chicken, 
then dip it in batter and finish it 
in a fry machine. What is done 
with frozen ready-mades boggles 
the palate. 

None of these techno-chickens 
can match the effects produced 
by tradition-minded cooks like 
my old acquaintance Annie 
Parker of South Carolina and 
New Haven, Connecticut. One of 
her tricks, by the way, is to soak 
the chicken in salt water before 
battering. “Eskalent,” Popeye 
would say of Annie’s chicken. 

Popeye’s has one superb side 
dish, red beans and rice (99 cents, 
$1.99, $3.49). The beans have a 
hammy, smoky flavor that would 
make even a Cajun smile and ask 
for more. Cajun rice (69 cents for 
the small order) is a simple dish 
of dried-out, powdery hamburger 
with rice and a few minced 
jalapefio peppers. This is a poor 
parody of dirty rice, the Cajun 
dish, and not even up to the 
“Cajun rice” served at the Times 
Square Popeye's (which also has 


pictures of Popeye, Biuto, and 
Olive Oyl). 

The biscuits have an unreal 
amount of butter flavor and a lot 
of salt. A certain kind of junk- 
food fiend will buy these by the 
dozen. The French fries (59 and 
99 cents) are almost as good as 
McDonald's. The onion rings 
($1.29) are pretty but flavorless — 
still, millions have become ac- 
customed to, even like, their 
onion rings this way. Even those 
folks will find the coleslaw (49 
cents) too sweet, however. 

Popeye's has six tables upstairs 
and about 15 downstairs. It is 
decorated in urban fast-food 
mod, with a little more oak than 
is the rule. The background music 
is hardly Cajun — on my visit it 
moved around from disco to 
throbbing tenor to Carole King. 
Although it’s true that King Fea- 
tures Syndicate had Popeye, 
Carole herself is more associated 
with Maurice Sendak. 

Cajun Joe’s is a smaller place, 
with only a few tables. But it has 
an old tin ceiling and the music is 
Dixieland jazz. The chicken, as I 
said, is exactly the same as 
Popeye's, but cheaper, and the 
staff can count. There is a jar of 
pickled jalapefio peppers (15 
cents each) on the counter. And 
although Cajun Joe's has nothing 
to match Popeye’s red beans, 
most of the side dishes are better. 
The biscuit is a plain buttermilk 
biscuit that cools off the spicy 
chicken. The fried okra (65 cents 
and $1.25) is a wonderful morsel; 
they ought to serve it in dating 
bars instead of that dreadful fried 
zucchini. Black-eyed peas (60 

cents and $1.15) have a mild taste 
of smoke and onions but still 
need doctoring. The slaw is 
sweet, but better than Popeye's. 
The French fries are limp crinkle- 
cuts, and not so good as Popeye's. 
Onion rings (85 cents and $1.65) 
are much better than Popeye's. 
They look messy, but they have 
some flavor. 

Some of the best news at Cajun 
Joe’s is dessert. There are apple, 
peach-brandy, and sweet-potato 
pies. The sweet potato (85 cents) 
is genuinely Southern, and com- 
petitive with anything, having 
both a decent crust and excellent 
spice. The apple (95 cents) is also 
spicy, but the crust seems duller. 
The peach brandy (95 cents) is 
just a canned fruit pie, I reckon. | 


car't taste the brandy part. 

Cajun Joe's is exactly opposite 
the Mission Church, which will 
calm some customers’ fears about 
the neighborhood. As a promo- 
tion, the restaurant is selling 
“double pieces” on Tuesday and 
Thursday. I’m not sure what that 
means either, but it must be a 
bargain or why would they 
advertise it? Service at both 
restaurants is fast. Cajun Joe's is 
more prone to pauses, being 
smaller, but the staff seems more 
concerned and friendly. 

What happens when a real 
Cajun from Louisiana walks in? If 
I were the management, I'd try to 
get the Cajun into an argument 
about the difference between 
Cajun and Creole. That seems to 
be the one subject on which those 
folks are more passionate than 
food.

The death of long-time Globe

Spinazzola so shocked me that | 
haven't commented in the sev- 
eral weeks since. | met Tony a 
couple of dozen times at wine 
tastings, on the talk-radio circuit, 
and twice in restaurants we were 
both reviewing.

the governor makes a decision 
not to increase AFDC at least to 
the poverty level, he is making a 
decision to let a disproportionate- 
ly large number of infants die,” 
says Brown. “I know this is a 
crass way to state it, but that is 
the decision that is made.” 

Brown contends that short of a 
commitment to raising the in- 
comes of poor women, programs 
to get at the infant-mortality 
problem will probably have only 
a “marginal” impact. In fact, in 
his speech at a conference on 
“Infant Mortality in the Minority 
Community,” held last month at 
the People’s Baptist Church, in 
Roxbury, Brown compared such 
programs to “giving swimming 
lessons on the deck of the 
Titanic.” 

Nevertheless, there are a 
number of innovative ideas — 
and currently funded programs 
— that may save at least some 
lives.. Boston City Hospital's 
Edelin says that what is most 
needed is a new model of 
prenatal health care, one de- 
signed specifically to meet the 
needs of poor women. Because 
such women tend not to come in 
for as many prenatal visits as 
most OB/GYNs recommend (half 
the patients at BCH don’t come in 
until after their third month of 
pregnancy), Edelin says that “in- 
stead of expecting patients to 
come to us, we have to go to 
them.” One way to implement 
this would be have each patient 
visit a doctor once a month 
during pregnancy and to have a 
doctor or public-health nurse 
visit the woman once a month at 
her home. In that way each 
patient would be seen every 
other week. In order to provide 
appropriate services, he says, ‘we 
need to find out how our patients 
live, what their environment is, 
what their support systems are.” 

Edelin says that physicians 
typically pay less attention to the 
prenatal period than to labor and 
delivery, which is viewed as a 
more exciting and challenging 
phase of pregnancy. He wants to 


change that emphasis, extending 
to the earlier part of pregnancy 
the concept of “multidisciplinary 
conferences,” now used for com- 
plicated labors and deliveries. For 
example, if Edelin’s BCH 
OB/GYN department were to 
schedule half a dozen women on 
a certain day for prenatal care, a 
team comprising an obstetrician, 
a nutritionist, and a social work- 
er could sit down beforehand to 
discuss the specific needs of each 
patient, he says. 

Edelin has not finalized his 
plan yet. In the meantime, the 
city of Boston has incorporated 
similar ideas into its Healthy 
Baby program, established in 
January. The program is the 
largest municipal prenatal-inter- 
vention program ever under- 
taken in the US and targets the 
inner-city neighborhoods of Bos- 
ton, home to 80 percent of the 
Boston-area women considered 
at risk for a low-birthweight baby 
or the loss of a baby. The aim of 
Healthy Baby is to identify such 
women and provide them with 
special services. Twenty public- 
health nurses working out of 14 
neighborhood health centers and 
hospital clinics are currently in- 
volved in the program. In the first 
10 months of the initiative, some 
2000 women were evaluated, 
close to 60 percent of whom were 
found to require special services, 
says Anne Keith, RN, director of 
Healthy Baby. That 60 percent 
represents almost twice as 
many women as the city ex- 
pected would need help. Women 
deemed “at risk” for poor preg- 
nancy outcomes will receive reg- 
ular visits from a public-health 
nurse, who will assist them with 
health care, nutrition, education, 
curtailing substance abuse, and 
family problems. 

The state is weighing in with its 
own program, Healthy Start, 
which was scheduled to be un- 
veiled early this month. That 
program will pay for pregnancy- 
related medical care for the work- 
ing poor — women whose in- 
comes fall within 185 percent. of 
the poverty line and who can’t 
afford health insurance but make 
too much money to qualify for 
Medicaid. A state task force on 
the Prevention of Low 
Birthweight and Infant Mortality 


estimated in its 1985 report that 
as many as 6000 women might be 
eligible for the program, which 
will cost the state $6 million for 
the remainder of the fiscal year. 
Catherine Hess, director of policy 
for the state Division of Family 
Health, emphasizes that the pro- 
gram will do more than just help 
pregnant women pay medical 
bills; $740,000 of the appropria- 
tion will be used to expand 
existing prenatal-care, nutrition, 
and _ social-services programs 
around the state, she says. 

One of the more interesting 
programs — though it is yet to be 
funded — is the brainchild of the 
Harvard School of Public 
Health’s Emilio Carrillo. Called 
Project LIFE, the initiative is an 
attempt by the School of Public 
Health to make an impact on the 
infant-mortality rates at the Mis- 
sion Hill and Mission Hill Ex- 
tension public-housing projects, 
a short walk from Harvard Medi- 
cal School. Tenant leaders in the 
development helped design Pro- 
ject LIFE, which models itself on 
the informal networks that have 
long existed within Hispanic cul- 
ture. The program would match 
each pregnant woman at Mission 
Hill with a “comadre,” a success- 
ful mother who will function as a 
peer counselor for the woman. 
The comother will provide the 
benefit of her own experience, as 
well as put the woman in touch 
with social services and medical 
care. The program provides for 
each woman to have a “labor 
coach” to train her for delivery 
and to be present at the birth. 
Support groups for pregnant 
women would also be set up. 
“We are trying to build into the 
lives of the poor what yuppies 
have been doing for years — 
going to prenatal groups, doing 
Lamaze, and the like,” says Car- 
rillo. Under the proposal, co- 
mothers, who would be paid, 
would assist the mother-to-be 
from the time she learns she is 
pregnant until a year after the 
birth of her child. Carrillo plans 
to approach foundations with his 
proposal during the current fund- 
ing cycle, which begins this 
month. If all goes well he hopes 
to have Project LIFE in operation 
by the first quarter of 1986. 

Although teenage mothers-to- 


be are clearly a target group for 
the Healthy Baby program as 
well as Project LIFE, most other 
programs aimed at adolescents 
focus more on delaying preg- 
nancy than on assuring a healthy 
outcome for an already pregnant 
woman. There is no doubt that 
teens are at risk for having low- 
birthweight babies: according to 
BCH statistics, women who de- 
liver before their 19th birthday 
are 1.5 times more likely to have a 
low-birthweight baby than 
women who deliver later in life. 
Edelin notes that the bodies of 
young teens, especially, “aren't 
ready to be pregnant, to nurture 
an embryo and a fetus ap- 
propriately. They are still grow- 
ing themselves; many are 
anemic; all their systems are not 
mature, although they appear to 
be mature.” Edelin argues strong- 
ly for sex education and preg- 
nancy education in the schools. 
“Just a simple statement, like 
‘The most common reason a 
[teenager of] 14 or 15 misses a 
period is because she is preg- 
nant,’ would make a difference,” 
he says. But parental and re- 
ligious opposition to sex educa- 
tion and pregnancy education 
makes such proposals difficult to 
implement, and many of the 
students who would benefit most 
from such classes drop out of 
school before they can be helped. 

Others contend that discussing 
the infant-mortality issue in 
terms of teen pregnancy puts the 
emphasis in the wrong place. 
Wise says that only one to two 
percent of all pregnancies na- 
tionwide occur in women under 
the age of 17. “It is true that 
teenagers have an increased risk 
of infant mortality. By helping 
them we can help them reduce 
their infant-mortality rate,” says 
Wise. “But teenagers are a very 
small proportion of overall births. 
If there were no teenage preg- 
nancies in Boston tomorrow, it 
wouldn’t change the black-white 
ratio in terms of infant mortality.” 

Brown agrees. The infant- 
mortality rate for pregnant teen- 
agers from wealthy families is not 
as high as the rate for teens from 
poorer families, he says. “The 
issue is income,” he says. “Let's 
keep our eye on the ball and not 
go off on all these tangents. | 





want to help educate young 
women and men about sexuality 
and contraception. But teenage 
pregnancy is the wrong 
emphasis.” 

Are Healthy Baby, Healthy 
Start, Project LIFE, sex education 
and pregnancy education in the 
schools, merely as Brown puts it 
“marginal” solutions, simply 
crash courses in “swimming on 
the deck of the Titanic?” Healthy 
Baby’s Keith thinks Brown’s 
point is well taken, but adds that 
it doesn’t mean we should stop 
trying. “The main changes need 
to come in the areas of poverty, 
education, and discrimination,” 
Keith contends. “Health care is a 
very expensive way to cure pov- 
erty. But we can’t not serve 
women only when it is the last 
chance. If we can help and 
support her, it can make a 
difference to a low-income 
woman; to save her baby or to 
have a slightly bigger baby, that 
is one less baby she will have to 
fight for for the next five years. 
But I think the effect is marginal. 
I think that is absolutely right.” 

* * * 

Despite all these programs, de- 
spite the well-attended conference 
on the issue at the People’s Baptist 
Church last month, reducing the 
infant-mortality rate is far from 
being a national priority. The fate 
of unborn fetuses has created a 
mass movement that ignites pub- 
lic attention, brings down elected 
officials, and provides a new 
criterion for the appointment of 
US Supreme Court judges; the 
fate of a two-week-old baby, poor 
and black, has done none of those 
things. Whether a baby with 
extreme congenital deformities 
should live or die is a topic for 
heated national debate; the story 
of thousands of low-birthweight 
babies born every year receives 
minimal attention. Federal poli- 
cies that underfund food and 
nutrition programs, reduce 
Medicaid benefits, and eliminate 
community health centers most 
likely decrease the life chances of 
babies born to poor mothers. All 
this, combined with the leveling 
off of the ability of advanced 
technologies to save _ babies, 
makes it doubtful that the US is 
going to improve its present 
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rather low standing on the inter- 
national infant-mortality roster 
(in 1982 the US was ranked a 
dismal 17th in_ international 
standing). “There will be years 
when you will see an improve- 
ment in the infant-mortality rate, 
and there will be years you 
won't,” says Wise. “It won't be cut 
and dried. But there is going to 
be a slowing down. And with the 
effects of technology leveling off, 
the [infant-mortality] rate is 
especially vulnerable to public 
policy that ignores the needs of 
children.” 

Earlier this year the US Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services made a rather damning 
admission. In 1979 the US Public 
Health Service had established a 
national objective of nine infant 
deaths per thousand live births 
by 1990. That goal, according to 
the department, can still be 
reached. At the same time, the 
Public Health Service also estab- 
lished the goal that no racial 
group would have a rate of more 
than 12 infant deaths by 1990. In 
the case of black infants, the 
department conceded in April, 
that goal will not be reached. 
And, according to the Public 
Health Service, in 1990 the ratio 
of black infant deaths to white 
infant deaths will remain what it 
has been for years — almost two 
to one. 0

But also because 
it’s cold, hard evidence that some 
guy is so madly in love that his 
rational faculties have ceased 
functioning, to the point where 
he’d spend scads of money on 
some silly bauble. | once knew a 
psychiatrist whose wife had a 
heavy hankering for the sparkly 
stuff, but he would never buy her 
any, on the grounds that it didn’t 
make him feel good. Needless to 
say, only shrinks can get away 
with that attitude. 

The problem is that jewelry is 
so expensive and such a rip-off. 
The jewelry industry gives new 
meaning to the word “mark-up.” 
Have you ever noticed how, 
even as the Wall Street Journal 
reports an international slump in 
diamond prices, retail prices con- 
tinue to escalate? But there is a 
solution, sort of: buy jewelry at 
auction.

One got a double-strand pearl 
choker (vaguely a la Princess Di) 
for $550. It was appraised in a 
local jewelry store at $1200. The 
other woman paid $1100 for an 
opera-length strand of large 
pearls that was subsequently 
appraised at $2600. Shopping by 
auction does have its down side: 
the purchases are absolutely 


nonreturnable; it requires. too 
much planning for the last- 
minute Christmas shopper; and, 
unless you go to the auction, 
chere’s always the risk you won't 
like what you've bought. 

If jewelry just isn’t in your 
budget, there are other alter- 
natives. A Virago book, for one, is 
hard to beat. Virago is an English 
publishing house founded in the 
late 1970s that prints (and 
reprints) works written by 
women. The books are high- 
quality paperbacks with lush 
pictures on their covers. The 
writers range from the classic 
(Eudora Welty, Willa Cather, 
Edith Wharton) to the un- 
deservedly obscure (Storm 
Jameson). I can’t say I never met a 
Virago I didn’t like, but if I had to 
be stranded on a desert island 
with a random selection of books 
from one publisher, Virago 
would be it. 

And then there’s always Miss 
Manners. Any of her books 
would be a welcome present for a 
woman with a sense of humor. 
Her latest is Common Courtesy 
(Atheneum, 1985, $10.95), in 
which “Miss Manners solves the 
problem that baffled Mr. Jef- 
ferson.”

are always glued to her computer 
screen, Scarborough Systems has 
two new programs. Net Worth is 
a home money manager that 
keeps track of income, expenses, 
and net worth, and even prints 
out checks. For those who 
subscribe to the theory that 
women ought to be financially 
savvy and responsible, this pro- 
gram is a good start. Of the 
financial programs I’ve tried, Net 
Worth is the easiest to use. 
(Maybe that’s not such a good 
thing; it’s terrifying to think that 
my husband could, with the 
punch of a few keys, find out 
how much I've spent on clothes 
this year.) 

The same company also pub- 
lishes another program, the Orig- 
inal Boston Computer Diet, 


which was designed by a team of 
two physicians, a psychologist, 
and a nutritionist. Now, I honest- 
ly don’t need to lose weight, but 
that doesn’t mean I don’t enjoy 
obsessing about it. With the 
Original Boston Computer Diet, 
instead of boring family and 
friends, I can unload on my 
computer “counselor” (you're of- 
fered a choice of three counselor 
personalities: stern George, sweet 
Amy, and wisecracking Shirley). 

I suppose there are people in 
this world who have more jew- 
elry than Tiffany's, and who've 
read every book and hacked 
every computer program. For that 
sort of woman, there’s only one 
solution: get her something you 
want. One guy I know is always 
complaining that the current 
woman in his life is impossible to 
reach by phone. He’s going to get 
her a telephone-answering ma- 
chine for Christmas. You have to 
admit, it’s better than $15. O

pans. Return the pans to the 
rising spot and cover with the 
dish towel. Let the loaves rise for 
an hour or so until they fill their 
pans. Bake them in a preheated 
375-degree oven for 40 minutes 
or until the tops are browned and 
sound hollow when tapped with 
a fingernail. Remove the loaves 
from the pans and cool thorough- 
ly on wire racks. For a particular- 
ly tasty crust, spread more butter 
on the tops of the loaves while 
they are still warm. 


Fragrant seed bread 
Makes two loaves 

2 packages dry yeast; 

2 cups very warm water (105 to 
115 degrees); 

% cup honey; 
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1 tablespoon salt; 

2 tablespoons safflower or 
other light vegetable oil; 

3 cups rye flour; 

3 cups whole-wheat flour; 

1 cup unbleached white flour; 

1 tablespoon aniseed; 

1 tablespoon caraway seed; 

1 or more tablespoons softened 
butter. 

Dissolve the yeast in the warm 
water in a large bowl. Stir in the 
honey, salt, and oil. Blend the 
flours in a separate bowl and stir 
half the mixture into the yeast 
water. Add the rest of the flour, 
mixing with your hands when 
the spoon becomes immovable 
(rye and wheat flours make a 
sticky dough). Turn the dough 
out onto a floured board (use a 
white flour) and start kneading. 
When the dough begins to hold 
its shape, mix the aniseed and 
caraway seed and knead them 
into the dough until the mixture 
is smooth and elastic and the 





seeds evenly distributed. Form 
into a ball, butter the top and 
sides, and place in a greased 
bowl. Cover the bowl with a 
clean, lightly dampened dish tow- 
el and let the dough rise in a 
warm place for two hours or until 
doubled in bulk. 

Punch the dough down, 
mound it up again, re-cover, and 
let rise for another 45 minutes. 
(Breads made with rye flour need 
extra rising time and prefer a little 
humidity with their heat: hence 
the damp towel.) Punch the 
dough down again and cut it in 
half. Form into two rectangles 
and place them in buttered nine- 
inch loaf pans. Butter the tops, 
cover the dough again with a 
damp cloth, and let it rise another 
hour or until doubled in bulk. 
Bake 50 to 55 minutes in a 
preheated 375-degree oven. Re- 
move the loaves from the pans, 
brush their tops with butter, and 
cool on racks. 0

n The Changeling, a 
Jacobean drama 
worthy of Sam Peck- 
inpah, there isa grisly 
murder culminating in 
the amputation of a finger. 
Robert Brustein, director of 
the American Repertory 
Theatre revival (at the Loeb 
Drama Center, in repertory, 
through February 19), seems

name from the program, he

those who argue that such # 
radical adaptation is butchery, 
cutting out not just the artful 
alternation of moods but also 
the thematic ramifications of 
the play’s parallel plots.

Back in the USSR 


White Nights hoofs right through the hokum

plots and the corniest characters. We’re more 

willing to sit through a puffed-up melodrama if 
it’s going to be sidetracked by some great numbers (they 
don’t call ‘em “show stoppers” for nothing); a lot of 
people are going to come out of White Nights saying, 
“You've got to see it for Baryshnikov — his dancing is 
magnificent.” Yet the alchemy of a dance film is more 
mysterious than that. The dance numbers can galvanize 
a cotton-brained story, the way the songs in a musical 
do; they can be a pure expression of a character's 
“passion,” and soon that passion can seem so vital, so 
real, that it carries you through narrative twists and turns 
you might ordinarily laugh out loud at. That’s what 
happens in Saturday Night Fever, in a piece of delirious 
romantic kitsch like The Red Shoes, or in any of the 
Astaire/Rogers pictures. And there's a little of that magic 
at work in White Nights, one of the more irresistible 
schlock movies to come along in quite a while. 

You'd have to be terribly gullible to buy the premise. 
Nikolai Rodchenko (Baryshnikov), a great Soviet ballet 
dancer who defected to the West during the ‘70s, is on a 
transpolar flight to Tokyo when his airliner loses an 
engine and has to crash-land — in Siberia. Scurrying 
into the airplane rest room, Nikolai frantically tries to 
destroy his identification papers, but to no avail. 
Knocked unconscious, he is placed in a hospital bed and 
immediately recognized by a cunning KGB official (Jerzy 
Skolimowski), who offers him a spiteful smirk and the 
assurance that no one from the West is going to aid him 
in leaving his homeland again. The Soviet propaganda

machine has painted Nikolai as a louse and a low 
criminal (he’s been officially sentenced to 15 years 
imprisonment), and his name isn’t even discussed 
openly in ballet circles anymore. But Chaiko, the KGB 
agent, has a plan to reform this traitorous superstar: he'll 
place him under the custody of Raymond Greenwood 
(Gregory Hines), a black tap dancer from Harlem who 
fled the US Army during Vietnam and defected to the 
Soviet Union. 

Raymond, it seems, thought life behind the Commie 
curtain would be preferable to returning to an America 
blinded by racial hatred. He found himself a lovely 
Soviet wife (Isabella Rossellini), who’s fearlessly de- 
voted to him, but outside his tender marriage he’s 
miserable — a cynical, vodka-swilling wreck who feels 
abandoned by the entire world (both East and West), 
and destined to sing and dance his way though low-rent 
productions of Porgy and Bess as the entertainment- 
starved denizens of Siberia look on. Chaiko has placed 
the two dancers together in the hope that the embittered 
Raymond's anti-US feelings will rub off on Nikolai. But 
we're meant to see that the freedom of America still 
courses through Raymond's veins, and something 
Chaiko never dreams of happens: Nikolai, the Russian 
who's rooted in his homeland yet can’t abide its life- 
denying politics, sparks a rebirth in his new friend. He 
reminds Raymond — through dancing — what freedom 
really means, and the two men begin to plan their 
escape. 

The director, Taylor Hackford, is always accused of 
leeching off Hollywood melodramas of the 30s and ‘40s; 
the script of White Nights (by James Goldman and Eric 
Hughes) barely rises to that level. The very idea of 
Raymond, the hip black American who abandoned his 
country during the ‘60s for the Soviet Union, is so 
fundamentally, out-of-this-world phony that nothing in 
Hackford’s An Officer and a Gentleman can even 
compare to it. Although it seemed little more than a 











stylish, efficient tear-jerker back in 1982, Officer looks 
more and more like a four-hankie classic. I think it’s one 
of the few genuinely romanti¢-movies in an era where 
the sight of two people in bed together is almost certain 
to play like the “obligatory love scene” it almost 
certainly is. At his best, Hackford does more than wrap 
up old stories in new cinematography (that’s what half 
of Hollywood does). He rekindles what's alive in those 
sudsy old plots, what's raw and emotional and even true 
in them. White Nights’ neo-Cold War version of a ‘40s 
behind-enemy-lines thriller is too garishly contrived to 
believe for a minute, but the movie isn’t really about the 
dread mechanics of life in the Soviet Union. It’s a fairy 
tale about brotherhood, about two men who have 
nothing in common but dancing and who discover that’s 
enough to make them soulmates. 

Baryshnikov looks thoughtful and melancholy in this 
movie, yet he hasn’t lost his aura of preternatural 
confidence — and it's still the key to his charisma. At 37, 
he’s aging as well as any celebrity artist this side of Paul 
McCartney. The face droops a bit, but the body is 
astounding, the eyes angelic, the smile still young, 
mischievous, daringly alive. In his physical presence, 
he’s like the high-art version of John Travolta in 
Saturday Night Fever: his Nikolai looks at the world 
with the dreamy gaze of a prince, because he’s been 
blessed with the ability to move. And Baryshnikov, 
who's become far more skilled as an actor since 1977's 
The Turning Point, shows a richer, moodier side now. In 
the opening plane wreck (staged by Hackford with 
apocalyptic authenticity), Nikolai’s face goes slack with 
terror and woe; he’s so distressed at the thought of 
getting caught back in Russia he doesn’t even seem to 
register the physical, sed by a crashing airliner... 
Later, as he’s shepherded around by the KGB and then 
put in close quarters with Raymond and his wife, he 
shows hints of the private anger that made him defect. 
His quiet sarcasm expresses the ache of an artist forced 
into exile, forced to experience even his greatest 
triumphs as a compromise. 

Gregory Hines may be the rare actor who projects 
sensitivity without much range. Critics have been 
complaining that he’s dour and whiny in this role, but 
my problem with him ‘is that he’s too cool under those 
heavy lids; he doesn’t convey enough tension to make 
Raymond's self-lacerating conflicts matter. Raymond is 
supposed to hang out with Nikolai and help him 
rehearse for an immediate comeback performance. But 
since the KGB, in all its meticulous paranoia, probably 
wouldn't let an ex-defector within 10 miles of an

DETECTIVE 


ean-Luc Godard describes the action of Détective as 

“a man loves a woman who leaves him.” It’s a 
refreshingly simple summary for those who have 

felt baffled by Godard’s cinematic gymnastics, but 

it’s also disarmingly appropriate. Godard’s films are 
usually less recondite than you're led to believe, their 
structural complexities overlaid with many accessible 
surface pleasures. If it’s sometimes puzzling what he’s 
up to, it’s always clear he’s having a good time doing it. 
Détective finds Godard reunited with Claude 
Brasseur, the star of his 1964 gangster movie Bande a 
part. Here Brasseur is Emile Chenal, an airline pilot who 
has brought his wife, Frangoise (Nathalie Baye), in from 
the countryside for a few days in Paris. It’s a fatal 
mistake, for Francoise meets and falls for a shady boxing 
manager, Jim Fox (Johnny Hallyday), who owes Emile 
some serious money and can’t pay — he can’t even pay 
back what he owes the Mafia. So as his fighter’s big 
match approaches, everyone sits tight in the fancy hotel. 
Also on the scene are two other entourages. The 
hotel's ex-detective, Uncle William Prospero, along with 
a couple of nieces and his nephew, Inspector Neveu 
(Jean-Pierre Léaud), is trying to track down the Mafia 
money and solve the murder he was fired for not 
preventing. Meanwhile a noble old Mafioso called the 
Prince (Alain Cuny) has checked into the hotel to 
pressure Jim, bringing along his young son and daughter 
and a gun-toting “accountant.” All these family 
groupings are busy keeping tabs on one another while 


scrambling to maintain some internal equilibrium. 

Détective tries to duplicate the sense of romantic loss 
and failure found in many American detective movies of 
the 1950s. But rather than borrow the empty shell of a 
genre whose time is passed, Godard tries to burrow to an 
emotional core that has meaning in a modern context. 
Thus he re-creates the world in the hermetic hotel — we 
don’t see anyone venture farther than across the street — 
and an economic system in the relentless pursuit of 
missing money by the four interested parties. The 
families are all perfect capitalist units, all designed to 
satisfy the emotional needs of their members in order to 
free them to chase down loot. Out goes atmospheric 
lighting and dramatic camera angles as Godard’s camera 
peers documentarylike on open-ended scenes where 
lovers, rivals, and enemies generate a spontaneous 
interaction. When everyone converges at lunch (after 
Frangoise and Jim have surreptitiously bedded down for 
the first time) and Emile and Jim argue about cash and 
the waiters are really Neveu and the Mafia accountant, 
Godard lets the farce of economic activity play on while 
his camera watches the hidden glances, pleading looks, 
and brushed fingertips that constitute the real table talk. 
The willingness of Frangoise and Jim to abandon their 
families for love, and Emile’s willingness to sacrifice 
greed to emotional devastation, is enough to destroy the 
tender balance among the guests. Eventually the 
emotional violence gives way to a shootout. 

The opening and closing line of Détective is “Love is 
eternal,” and within that notion are bracketed a hundred 
other ideas. Godard contrasts the film’s primarily left- 
wing documentary approach with a cool, classical, 
money-laden stylization when he introduces us to the 
Mafia family. And he underlines older men’s lust for 
young women in the sexual byplay of Uncle William and 


his nieces. But Godard can be succinct as well as voluble. 
His recurring shot of the hotel lobby’s glittering 
chandelier, with its thousands of bulbs and gold- 
encrusted arms, is a tribute of Ophulsian eloquence to 
the enclosed classicism that has preceded him and that 


he knows is now lost. At the Orson Welles.

KING SOLOMON’S MINES 


O one’s ever going to accuse Cannon Films of 
N originality. Their latest, King Solomon's Mines, 

is a ripoff of Raiders of the Lost Ark, minus 
excitement, wit, or talent. Like Raiders, this picture has a 
cave fraught with peril, a dragging-under-the-vehicle 
stunt (here it’s a train), a bit where the hero and heroine 
steal a plane from the Germans, and even John Rhys- 
Davies, who played Indy’s friend Sallah. In Solomon 
he’s helping the bad guy, a German colonel (Herbert 
Lom, with a shaved head and a handlebar mustache, 


" voraciously chewing the scenery) who's kidnapped an 


English anthropologist in order to learn the location of 
the legendary mines. The anthropologist’s daughter 
(Sharon Stone) hires adventurer Alan Quartermaine 
(Richard Chamberlain) to find her father and reach the 
mines first. Are the colonel and Quartermaine compet- 
ing to get to the mines for any reason other than sheer 
greed? Good question. The movie doesn’t bother with 
picky details like motivation. 

The direction, by veteran hack J. Lee Thompson, 
manages to be both sluggish and cinematically illiterate. 
Thompson bungles everything, including basic technical 
devices. In Raiders, Spielberg's Rube Goldberg action 
sequences and plot contrivances worked because he 
knew that what he was exaggerating were exaggerations

affectionate speculation about what might have 

happened” had Holmes and Watson been old 
school chums. But let us examine the evidence. Here are 
inanimate objects that come to life .. . kids miraculously 
given the power of flight enabling them to make 
desperate rescues bloodthirsty secret cults that 
practice human sacrifice. Young Sherlock is directed by 
Diner’s Barry Levinson, but it doesn’t take Holmes’s 
talents to detect the hand of executive producer Steven 
Spielberg at its helm. The film sports as much Gothic 
Revival architecture as Chariots of Fire and as much 
Victoriana as any Christmas Carol, but it also features all 
the now-standard items from the Spielberg catalogue 
and all the old sets from the back lot of the man’s brain. 
A “speculation” it is — a very calculated guess at what 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s tales might have turned into 
had Spielberg been his collaborator. 

Young-Sherlock makes it clear that, if a story doesn’t 
come prefitted to the pop dimensions of Spielberg's 
imagination (as, say, Back to the Future did), he’s 
perfectly willing to chop it up until it does. Sherlock 
Holmes is an old fellow who won't appeal to the teen 
audience? Spielberg will happily turn him into a smarty- 


Y oung Sherlock Holmes, the film tells us, is “an 


pants adolescent. Sherlock Holmes is the sort of guy 
who solves mysteries by thinking instead of hacking? 
Spielberg will nonetheless give him chandeliers to swing 
from, floorboards to fall through, and burning wooden 
beams with which to fell scoundrels. By the time Young 
Sherlock's heroes race through foggy London streets 
hotly pursued by shaven-headed goons wearing Indian 
robes and wielding scimitars, you're likely to forget just 
which Spielberg effort youre viewing: why doesn’t the 
Close Encounters spaceship land in Piccadilly? And isn't 
that Harrison Ford lurking around a corner with a lasso? 
If this sort of pulp revisionism were pursued in a 
spirit of satire, it might prove good comedy: Young 
Sherlock as a sequel to Young Frankenstein. But 
Spielberg is dead serious about not trampling over a 
beloved legend; Chris Columbus's screenplay treats its 
hero as a young saint. It assembles his icons — the 
deerstalker hat, the meerschaum pipe — in majestic 
order around him and even gives him a wound that 
won't heal. In its hagiographic mode, it introduces 
Professor Waxflatter, the dotty inventor from whom 
Sherlock supposedly cadged his habit of saying 
“elementary” (as well as his cap); Waxflatter’s blonde- 
beauty daughter, Elizabeth, who says very little but 
makes a great mummy when the time comes for the 
mad cultists to run amok; and a whole renunciation-of- 
love subplot that explains why Holmes never married. 
While Saint Sherlock studies fencing and violin at 
college and befriends the younger Watson, cowled

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themselves. Thompson doesn’t know how to combine 
parody and action, so it looks as if he couldn't decide 
what type of movie he was making. In one scene Rhys- 
Davies machine-guns a troop of German soldiers mired 
in quicksand so the colonel can use their bodies as 
stepping stones, but there’s none of the sadistic wit 
you'd find in Raiders, and so there's no jolt, no comic 
nastiness. And Thompson throws away climax after 
climax. When Chamberlain and Stone are being pursued 
in the mines, and they come across a room so laden with 
riches that they stop in awe, there’s no visual beauty to 
respond to, to make you catch your breath. But 
Thompson has come up with one technical innovation. 
He actually manages to put the actors’ shadows on the 
rear projections. 

Could there be a worse choice for an action-adventure 
hero than Richard Chamberlain? He offers no humor, no 
excitement, no derring-do. Is it any wonder he’s the 
American actor most mistaken for British? He can’t 
decide whether to play Quartermaine as a dashing 
Englishman or a wiseass Harrison Ford-style American. 
So he’s neither. When he says to Stone, “You do what I 
say, when I say, and how I say,” he’s about as 
convincing as Phil Donahue bellowing at Marlo Thomas 
to bring him a beer. As for Sharon Stone, she has two 
expressions: whimpering fright and whining indigna- 
tion. Instead of being a feisty heroine, she’s like a spoiled 
WASP who's mad because Bloomingdale’s has cut off 
her charge card. 

Cannon is convinced it’s got a winner. The sequel is 
already filmed and ready for release. The real raiders 
here are filmmakers ready to plunder better movies for 
their own cheesy imitations. At the Paris and the 
Chestnut Hill and in the suburbs.

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LIVING AT RISK 
and WITNESS TO WAR 


iving at Risk is about five members of the Barrios 
L family and their spouses, upper-middle-class 

Nicaraguans who decided, after the 1979 over- 
throw of Somoza, to remain in their country and work 
for the revolution. Like several others in his family, 
Miguel Barrios, a land-reform director, works for the 
Sandinista government. We see him visit a decimated 
farm collective, and we're told the contras attacked and 
destroyed the place, killing two farmers and kidnapping 
13 others. Miguel's brother Mauricio is a doctor in a 
hospital near the Honduran border. As he travels to a 
village to vaccinate campesinos, we're told that on a 
similar trip Mauricio’s predecessor was murdered, as 
were two nurses who were raped and had their breasts 
cut off. At the end of the film, Miguel's wife, Mary Ann, 
says the thought that Reagan’s support of the contras 
may bring down the government is a nightmare. 

The filmmakers don’t use strongarm tactics. The 
material is presented with, if anything, too much 
restraint. Codirector Susan Meiselas is known for her 
impassioned photographs of Central America, but the 
approach here is distanced, almost academic (in fact, the 
other two directors are academics — Alfred Guzzetti 
teaches at Harvard, Richard Rogers at SUNY Purchase) 
In a statement included in the publicity material, the 
filmmakers discuss “the prevailing view that the 
Nicaraguan revolution had gone sour,” and their desire 
to find “another side of the story middle-class 
families with other political views and allegiances to 
show what was happening in Nicaragua from the 
perspective of insiders.” Watching Living at Risk you 
don’t doubt the Barrioses’ commitment, their tales of 
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contra terror, or the effects of Reagan’s repreHensible 
support of that terror. Yet despite these truths, Living at 
Risk simplifies the situation in Nicaragua by reducing 
the revolution to its most visible and pitiable elements. 

The Barrios family, and the filmmakers, narrow 
Nicaragua's future to an either/or choice: the San- 
dinistas or the contras. This is the same simplification 
that both Reagan and Nicaraguan president Daniel 
Ortega have been insisting on while ignoring the sizable 
(and growing) middle ground of opposition to the San 
dinistas’ increasingly repressive regime. That opposition 
includes many who opposed Somoza and now oppose 
the contras. The Nicaraguan farmers we see are certainly 
benefitting from the Sandinistas’ land reforms. \nd 
some feel that the progress being made in caring fo. the 
poor makes other considerations — such as basic civil 
liberties — petty. But as Robert Leiken’s essay in the 
December 5 New York Review of Books makes clear, 
many non-contra factions in favor of pluralism have 
been forced underground by Ortega’s increasing 
propensity for suspending such freedoms as the right to 
assemble and to criticize the government publicly 

The Barrioses’ parents, according to Miguel, supported 
the revolution at first, only to grow disenchanted and 
leave Nicaragua rather than make sacrifices in their 
lifestyle. But since the elder Barrioses are not inter 
viewed (we aren't even told whether the filmmakers 
attempted to contact them), we have no way of knowing 
whether their disaffection (or that of many other middle 
class Nicaraguans) had anything to do with the political 
restrictions imposed by the Sandinista regime. Such an 
admission would knock the film's assumptions askew

‘84 campaign as a sort of afterbirth to the 

Doonesbury musical. In retrospect, it looks like 
the show Garry Trudeau should have conceived in the 
first place. Just as the Doonesbury strip evolved from 
droll sketches about the escapades of a college nerd and 
his roommates into the most insightful political 
commentary of the ‘70s, Trudeau's dramaturgy has now 
shed its dry Broadway-musical trappings and emerged 
in the bright new skin of pointed political vaudeville. 
Rap Master Ronnie isn‘t so much political theater — 
with that genre’s ambition of getting audiences to see 
their lives in a different light — as conventional politics 
practiced on stage; it’s like a campaign poster decorated 
with snippets of yesterday’s (and last year’s) headlines. 
If only our campaigns were conducted on the same level 
of sustained wit and style. 

The show reveals its strategy in the opening pair of 
songs. “Rap Master Ronnie” features a grinning, hairdo- 
twitching Reagan impersonator (Jim Morris) working his 
slowpoke, rhythmless way through a rap song ad- 
dressed to the blacks of South Africa. (He urges them to 
“be cool,” pointing out that “Our blacks can vote and 
they got me.”) Morris’s immobile visage — it looks like a 
spirit-gum mask — és*rtertaining at first but later more 
unnerving, as you realize its petrified geniality is an 
accurate picture of our president's public face, its 
somnolent generosity a cover for irresponsibility. But 
“Rap Master Ronnie” doesn’t leave you angry, just 
amused in a condescending sort of way: the relaxed, 
folksy cadences of Morris's Ron-speech are hilariously 
unsuited to the edgy rap beat (even in this slowed-down, 
rap-for-beginners mode). The guy, you feel, can’t help 
himself — he’s just an incorrigible old coot. This, of 
course, is the image Reagan has used to get off the hook 
of each of his countless, revelatory goofs — to give his 
slips the slip. 

After this number, Morris freezes at his podium while 
a smoky-voiced singer (Patty Holley, who as a black 
woman epitomizes those segments of the populace least 
likely to find Reagan funny) harangues him to “take that 
smile off your face.” The tone of Rap Master Ronnie 
shifts abruptly, as it will continue to do, from the rap’s 
indulgent mockery to more bitter satire. Documenting 
the many reasons Americans might find their president's 
grin an insult, Holley’s song asks the audience to 
“separate the salesman from the bill,” and indeed that’s 
the recurring tactic of the entire show. Recognizing 
Reagan’s invulnerable popularity (especially in the wake 
of the '84 landslide), Rap Master Ronnie aims to show 
the connection between the man’s banally benign image 
and the destructive results of his policies. Criticism may 
not stick to the Teflon president, the show argues, but 
that doesn’t mean he won't burn us.

California — some by covered wagon, some by ship. 

Thessea voyage, broken by the Central American 
isthmus, entailed a land crossing through Nicaragua 
along a trail known as “the transit route.” Inasmuch as 
this vital linking road had fallen into the hands of hostile 
Latinos, an American migrant-transportation firm hired 
Colonel William Walker, a 32-year-old adventurer from 
Tennessee, to lead an expeditionary force — a gringo 
granddaddy of Reagan’s contra army. 

Whether or not Colonel Walker ever said, as he does 
in The Nation Thief, “| intend to make myself and the 
others who go with me immortal,” he certainly acted as 
if he had that in mind. He not only secured the transit 
route for his employers, he took the rest of the country as 
well — for himself. Having arranged to be “elected’ 
president, Walker reigned for two years before being 


I: the 1850s, gold-struck Americans rushed to 


ousted and finally, in 1860, executed. The Nation Thief 


— which is an adaptation by David (La Ultima Banana 
en Managua) Perrigo of Robert Houston's 1984 historical 
novel — covers the period from the charismatic colonel’s 
arrival in Nicaragua to his flight from the then capital, 
yGranada. Not one to lose graciously, Walker evacuated 
and burned the town before abandoning it to his 
attackers. 

Perrigo’s script focuses intimately on two subsidiary 
characters invented by the novelist: Rachel Bingham, an 
actress stranded, for some reason, in Nicaragua with her 
invalid husband, and Rachel's eventual lover, Guy 
Sartain, a black doctor who serves as physician to 
Walker's army. These two provide different perspectives 
from which to see Walker, who is drawn here as

essentially unapproachable. And as a couple they form a 
powerful contrapuntal symbol as well, of interracial 
harmony amid the cacophony of international rape. 
Predictably, Rachel and Guy split up in the end, she 
heading back to the States, he merging into the local 
society — in which, among “people of a thousand 
shades of skin, only the white man stood out.” Together, 
Wiley Moore’s laid-back Guy and Josefina Bosch’s 
restrainedly spirited Rachel create many of the evening's 


most telling moments. And in Downing Cless’s sensitive 
production, the two actors also display an easy 
versatility, Moore doubling as a sellout native who 
guides Walker's troops and Bosch taking three other 
roles. In one incarnation she’s a woman who tries to 
seduce Walker and is not only rebuffed violently but 
thrown out of town under threat of arrest as a spy. 

The dramatic purpose of this bizarre incident is clear: 
it's meant to emphasize the commander's remoteness 














Trudeau lines up the issues, gaffes, and brouhahas of 
the Reagan years and swings away: the 18 songs hit the 
Moral Majority, the Grenada invasion, the homeless, 
supply-side prestidigitation, Reagan youth, Reagan's 
laziness, and Reagan’s Evil Empire worldview. Morris's 
plastic Reagan introduces each number with a friendly 
anecdote, and as the songs get rougher on his policies 
and his record, his ever-unflappable countenance 
becomes more and more ludicrously out of place. 
Trudeau makes fun of the “window of vulnerability,” 
but he’s actually introduced a new twist on a political 
metaphor that dates from the ‘60s: he’s discovered the 
Joviality Gap. 

Swados always works hard to maintain her rep as our 
theater’s most eclectic composer, and if some of the 
music here sounds dashed off, most is inventive and 
well matched to Trudeau's lyrics. (The show’s one 
clinker, “Facts,” about the slipperiness of truth in 
Reaganland, merely demonstrates that Swados’s wide 
range does not extend to the outer shoals of hard rock.) 
The Trudeau/Swados team writes songs that are apt to 
take sudden sharp musical and lyrical turns. ‘The 
Assistant Undersecretary of State for Human Rights” 
spends her time compiling rights=violation statistics on 
computer printouts, but when she goes home at night 
she spaces out with her saxophone. In “My Kids,” a 
group of young people plays pat-a-cake and sings about 
the First Lady’s war on dope addiction; but when Robin 
Thompson's Nancy struts by, she’s the one trying to kick 
the habit — of shopping. “O Grenada” alternates 
between major-key patriotic marches and Caribbean 
dances (and also contains the priceless lines ““Freedom’s 
just another word for/Working on your tan”). The 
show’s funniest number opens like a run-of-the-mill 
ghetto blues, but it metamorpheses into a hilarious plea 

(hilariously rendered by Leigh Gregory) for what every 
member of the underclass really craves: that “chunk of 
the American dream,” the three-pound brick of 

government-handout cheese. 

The cheese giveaway is not exactly today’s news, and 
in fact much of the material in Rap Master Ronnie may 
seem dated. Trudeau has added some material since the 
show's election-year début, including an especially 
savage number about Bitburg (sung at that “little town 
of destiny” by a German dignitary who concludes, in 
baritonal pomp, “Many honest soldiers so easy to 
accuse/We all can’t die like ... Jews”). But even that 
rendezvous with destiny occurred six months ago, and 
— as Rap Master Ronnie's master of ceremonies would 
be the first to chortle — the electorate’s short-term 
memory is positively Alzheimeresque. Nonetheless, 
Trudeau has pinpointed Reaganite psychology closely 
enough that each week's unfolding news is likely to 
sharpen his old jabs. For example, the number “You're 
Not Ready” — addressed to a compliant Republican 
wife by her patronizing husband — was obviously 
written with Geraldine Ferraro’s candidacy in mind. 
Ferraro is already a has-been, but the song’s still timely: 
Donald Regan’s comments in Geneva about the fair sexs 
preference for gossip over serious politics give it 
renewed life. Fortunately for Trudeau, the Reaganites 
can be counted on to continue living up to the worst 
caricatures of them a satirist can imagine. 0 





and asceticism (he is said to eat “like a monk, or a 
mouse”). Nonetheless, the intensity of Walker's reaction 
comes out of nowhere and leaves you stunned. And the 
script is mined with a few other bafflers as well, such as 
how the transit route suddenly happens to be in the 
hands of Cornelius Vanderbilt. Unfortunately, the 
distraction quotient of these anomalies is raised by the 
scattershot, episodic structure of the theater piece. Few 
scenes last longer than five minutes, and three of the 
four actgrs are multiply cast and constantly changing 
roles. Adaptor Perrigo plays — with descending degrees 
of stiffness — Vanderbilt, Walker's aide-de-camp, and a 
back-swamp redneck recruit on whom the actor lavishes 
every conceivable twist of his broad-boned, rubbery 
visage. 

Appropriately, Jeffry Steele (whose evocative inciden- 
tal music ranges from pastoral to gun-battle percussive) 
plays only Walker. But Steele’s bland, subdued per- 
formance describes the colonel’s facade without the 
seething underneath. In addition to being a courageous 
officer, Walker is variously depicted as a surgeon, a 
lawyer, a radical Abolitionist (though he ends up 
supporting the introduction of slavery to Nicaragua to 
accommodate Southern US expansionism), and a 
journalist. Steele’s soft-spoken gentleman soldier sug- 
gests little of the vitality of such a driven, eclectic spirit, 
and his costume — formal black tie and tails throughout 
— does even less for the image. What should be a roiling 
black hole of human magnetism is a well-dressed 
vacuum instead. 

Steele’s lackluster interpretation is the one big void in 
Cless’s otherwise thoughtfully detailed treatment. 
Story-theater narration is blended smoothly into and out 
of the acted scenes, some of them spare and naturalistic, 
others highly stylized — for instance, the battles, in 
which silhouetted bodies half dance to guns and drums. 
Enough ritualized combat, however, is enough. For- 
tunately, you can never OD on the exquisite timing and 
economical staging of the Guy-and-Rachel scenes, 
particularly the psychic foreplay (he says “I really 
should be going” and moves slowly to the door; she 
waits until he’s on the doorstep before replying, “Do you 
like wine brandy?”; he turns as the lights fade) and the 
final farewell, in which the lovers stand far apart and at 
right angles while accepting the inevitability of their 
separation. Thus Cless probes more the poignancy than 
the causality of history. The suffering that William 
Walker visited on Nicaragua is amply felt here, but the 
agent remains something of an enigma. Besides a nation 
thief, who the hell was William Walker? 0

Doing the Continental 


Dinosaur greets the Europeans

etween the two world wars modern dance 
B flourished in Europe — until it was squelched by 

totalitarian governments. Choreographers like 
Rudolph Laban, Kurt Jooss, and Sigurd Leeder fled to 
favorable countries for a time; Mary Wigman’s influence 
was partially imparted by her student Hanya Holm, who 
came to America to work. Not only did Europe breed 
modern dancers, but dance revolutionaries from the 
United States found greater welcome abroad than they 
did at home: Lois Fuller, with her advanced techniques 
of lighting and manipulation of material; Ruth St. Denis, 
with her spiritual exoticism; and Isadora Duncan, who 
was dedicated to discovering a classicism deriving from 
nature and the body. 

Recently in Dance magazine and the New York Times 
articles describing the present influx of performances by 
European artists and American expatriates (such as 
Californian Carolyn Carlson of the Paris Opera’s 
experimental wing, whose Slow, Heavy and Blue made 
its US début in Dinosaur Dance Company’s performance 
November 29 and 30 at the Boston Shakespeare Theatre) 
testify not only to a resurgence of European modern 
dance but also to its emphasis on emotion, which 
departs from a strong tradition of formalist concerns that 
originated primarily with Merce Cunningham and has 
been expanded by the post-Cunningham generations 
here. This tension between European expressiveness 
and American movement for movement's sake repre- 
sents a cyclical struggle. Back in 1933 John Martin, a 
leading spokesman for modern dance, suggested that it 
offered what ballet, with its “arbitrary form,” lacked. 
And he lauded the German Mary Wigman as a pure 
exemplar of modern dance, one whose “vision of 
something in human experience touched the sublime.” 
On the other hand, it was the “physical facts” of the 
new, expressive movement that Wigman, Martha 
Graham, and Doris Humphrey found that interested the 
maverick Merce Cunningham. And to that end his 
guerrilla strategies of choreography made war on 
traditional compositional techniques. The new Euro- 
pean moderns are so rich because they have the 
advantages of the formal sophistication that arose from 
Cunningham's experimentation, and yet they don’t, in 
one dancer's words, conceive of form without feeling. 

Carlson’s Slow, Heavy and Blue and Hans van 
Manen’s In and Out are emotional, if not literal, and they 
contrast with the nonreferential sensibility of Trish 
Brown's Duetude. Altogether the Boston Shakespeare 
performances were an impressive three-work showcase 
for the polished Dinosaur performers, who'll be making 
a new home in New York City this January. Carlson's 
piece opens with one man entering in a cushioned walk 
that takes him downstage on a diagonal. His left foot 
rocks heel-to-toe while his right reverses the rolling 
motion, in a kind of continuo or ground. Two more 
dancers enter, and all three cup their hands to their ears 
as if listening. The minimalist score, by Rene Aubry, 
repeats like the plonking of rain drops, like the footfalls 
of joggers, like the hinging of the dancer’s knees when 
they pace out their foot-cradling walk. In both music and 
dance, variations on the theme occur mostly as textural 
swelling. The music offers additional instruments and 
colors, a few rhythmic subdivisions, occasional singing 
and a surfacing toward literal meaning through lyrics 





describing a rainy day. The dancing too begins to express 
motifs in juxtaposition. The dancers’ bodies curl, 
enveloping a belly-hugging emptiness, a space that 
encapsulates each in a rainy-day bubble. Jill Zupan 
kneels, brings a palm toward the precipitation of her 
brow, then turns her hand over, her fingers uttering the 
waterfall of tears that have found no home in the dry 
wells of her eyes. It is as if Carlson were transplanting 
organs of expression rather than using mime. She makes 
of the kneeling woman (this piece’s central image) a 
storyteller and poet who prefers making metaphors to 
being an actress who sheds real tears. In this way, the 
emotional content is told in the third person rather than 
expressed in the first 
Hans van Manen’s /n and Out is a study of “ins” and 
outs” — sexual, social, and spatial. Set in, and out, of 
three dark booths that become elevators, telephone 
booths, Pandora’s boxes, closets of the heart, a three 
dimensional triptych, the piece, done to popular music 
by Laurie Anderson and Nina Hagen, combines 
pedestrian movement with modern ballet. The dancers 
start out by entering one of the booths, singly, stuffing it 
as if they were college freshmen. Surprisingly, the first 
man and woman to enter are also the first to exit. She 
bourrées in pointe shoes while he jitterbugs her to and 
from himself. In a second, highly erotic, duet, in which 
Cynthia Bickham snakes her body around Francis 
Sweeney's waist while splayed in a wide, second- 
position plié, the group establishes itself as voyeurs who 
would rather watch than do. They remark on the 
coupling with comments like “To the’max" and “Do it 
again for us.” This theme recurs as a third couple dance 


to the back of the booths. Although they reappear only * 


intermittently to the audience, the grouping of the 
dancers stage right, backs to the audience, and the 
movement of their heads and torsos suggest that they 
are watching the lovers as they would a tennis match 
The “in and out” theme reaches its most labyrinthine 
and abstract form when four dancers in each of the three 
booths convolute themselves into eerie totems, some 
hanging from invisible ceiling-height bars and others 
climbing invisible ladders attached to one wall of each 
booth. They seem to float in the black, gravityless bo<es 
The void inside the booths is matched by that out side 
when, through a lone beam of horizontal light, several 
dancers at a time leap, fall, or hurtle out of or into the 
booths. They are lit in one brief moment of suspended 
glory before being snuffed out by the dark. The 
dichotomy between in and out, dark and light, 
participant and voyeur, is ultimately played out as 
female and male. The men stand their ground while the 
women pummel them with their shoulders. For all the 
women’s aggression, they cannot get inside the tough 
hides of the men, who are poised, impenetrable, around 
their own static axes 
The symbolism in van Manen’s work, with its 
contemporary edges sharpened by the sometimes 
raucous new-wave music, contrasts starkly with the pure 
silent Duetude of Trisha Brown. The dance is two studies 
for two but also two soliloquies whose parallel lines 
occasionally intertwine, and it has Brown's signature 
choreography of arms and hands — in angular patterns 
here, the fingers closed and the hands rigid. The dancers

The Savages and the Turbines: Something old, something new 


stripped-down, icon-shattering début (1976) and 

Elvis Costello’s sprawling and allusive Armed 
Forces (1979), popular music became horizontal — as in 
current fashion lingo, where the term specifies the 
carefree skewing of traditional styles, with anything 
worn in the past ubiquitously available for mixing or 
matching. Abandoned was the ideal of “progressive,” 
which, by insisting that every new band and album 
expand upon its predecessors in a steadily ascending 
spiral, depreciated rock’s antecedent glories to the level 
of antique or outgrown clothes. But many young bands 
of the ‘80s broached pop traditions with the enthusiasm 
of children unleashed in their grandparents’ attics. And 
in their dash to try on the readymade styles they 
discovered, they riotously conflated previously incom- 
patible modes — it was possible to draw on Hank 
Williams, Lou Reed, Otis Redding, and Brian Eno in the 
same song. This antic juggling of sources put a premium 
on slippery notions like taste, wit, and tone. The boldest 
performers and writers — the Replacements, Los Lobos, 
and Hiisker Dii — stretched and trimmed on the run; 
they wrapped borrowed materials around their kinks 
and idiosyncrasies, eventually directing a vanguard at

spect aggregations like the Blasters or the Del Fuegos, for 
all the fun and freedom they shout and stomp about, 
have operated like academics staging a costume drama: 
all that seems to matter is that the details are correct. 
Two local bands that advance their claims by first 
touching base with ancestral R&B and rockabilly have 
just recorded albums for medium-sized labels — the 
Turbines’ Last Dance Before Highway (Big Time) and 
Barrence Whitfield and. the Savages’ Dig Yourself 
(Rounder). Spunky dance combos with. large and 
overlapping followings, both were filmed recently at 
Nightstage by the BBC for “The Old Gray Whistle Test.” 
But the groups are crucially different. For the Savages, 
rock’s gtock stopped in 1959, and though they mimic no 
specific vintage band, their music is a compendium of 
‘50s mannerisms; listening to them is a pleasure akin to 
amateur sleuthing. On Dig Yourself, as on last year’s 
Barrence Whitfield and the Savages, they combine the 
nervous urgency of the earliest R&B sides (like those 
Johnny Otis, Huey “Piano” Smith, Sam Price, and others 
recorded for Savoy in the late ‘40s) with the thin yet 
smooth and echoey sound that Sam Philips concocted at 
Sun; but the Savages, in the manner of Chuck Berry and 
Little Richard, speed everything up. Peter Greenberg's 
lead guitar, when it’s not straight out of Berry or James

Burton, recalls the work of Savoy session players like 
Mickey Baker and Pete Lewis. Steve LaGrega’s blasting 
saxophone solos suggest King Curtis's. And Barrence 
Whitfield (né Barry White) is a boisterous Baedeker of 
blues-based singing — he can evoke anyone from Rich- 
ard, Fats Domino, and Smiley Lewis to Gene Vincent 
and Billy Lee Riley. The Savages’ only concessions to 
modernity (beyond a few mid-’60s covers — like “Dig 
Yourself’ — that all look back to older styles) are high 
volume, the prominence of the guitar, and drummer 
Howard Ferguson’s metallic 2/4 snare. 

There’s no reason an enterprise conceived even this 
narrowly should run to seed, but on record the Savages 
are a sepulchral nostalgia act; and Dig Yourself, despite 
all the horsepower and erudition that it reaches for, is 
spiritless, hollow, and more than a little hoky. Although 
one has to blow dust off even its most unconstrained 
passages, like Whitfield’s earthy squeals on “Hug Me 
Squeeze Me,” or the sax and guitar asides on “Big 
Mamou” and “Shame Shame Shame,” the album’s 
problem is not just that it’s too studied or too willful. 
Rather, the band runs through its arsenal of oldies effects 
in every mix, regardless of its appropriateness. The 
unrelenting similarity of the attack, along with the

oan Sutherland is not a singer known to stint. With 
her imposing size (her mass of hair — currently 
blond — must add at least three inches to her 
stature) and enormous voice, the slightest trill of 
which could fill every nook and cranny of the Wang 
Center, holding back has never seemed like much of an 
issue. It was, of course, this combination of amplitude 
and flexibility, along with the richness of her tone itself, 
from mid-range all the way up to its Alpine peaks (there 
was never much of a bottom), that made her “La 
Stupenda,” especially in Handel and the early-19th- 
century bel canto repertoire. In 1959, after seven years at 
Covent Garden (including the small role of Clotilde in 
the famous Maria Callas Norma), she finally made her 
indelible impact in Donizetti's Lucia, singing a Mad 
Scene that overwhelmed with the grandeur of its 
pyrotechnics. How vividly I remember sitting in the 
cheapest poor-student seats three or four rows from the 
rear of the Music Hall balcony at her first — and only — 
Boston Lucia, on the 1964 Met tour. My neighbor 
actually popped a contact lens at the monster high E-flat 
at the climax of the Mad Scene. Hardly stinting. 
And yet, there were ways in which she did hold back. 
I don’t mean only the notorious first “performance” of 
La traviata in the last series she ever did for Sarah 
Caldwell, in which (rumor has it) she was expecting to 
sing a dress rehearsal and, finding herself in front of a 
sold-out house, sang the arias at only half voice (it was 
the most subdued “Sempre libera” I've ever heard). I'm 
talking about the compromises with diction in order to 
get the sweetest tone and, more seriously, the com- 
promise of dramatic intensity — partly, no doubt, a 
matter of temperament but surely also a matter of 
“saving the voice,” a fear of letting what happened to 


~Callas, who never held-anythigg. back, cut short a 


potentially boundless career. 

Lately, in performances | heard at the Met or on TV, 
some tiredness began to creep in — some of what used to 
be there already missing and more than ever missing 
what was never there to begin with. The flexibility of 
coloratura never failed, but the size was dwindling, the 
soft attack even softer, the big high notes all too careful. 
There might have been a few more consonants, but the 
vowels were no more distinct. And.characterization 
through the voice never seemed even a possibility. Now 
the Diva is approaching 60 — it’s been a long run, 
nothing here to be ashamed of. 

So it’s something of a surprise that Sutherland at this 
late date should be taking on new and demanding roles, 
not the least demanding of which is Donizetti's Anna 
Bolena (Anne Boleyn), one of the heaviest and most 
complex in the bel canto canon. This season she has 
sung it in at least four productions and has also taken it 
on the road in concert. The Lincoln Center concert was 
telecast live (November 25), and the following Sunday 
night (December 1) the Wang Celebrity Series brought 


Live at last 
Joan Sutherland 
hits the heights

La Stupenda 


Sutherland back to Boston for the first time since she and 
Pavarotti sang Donizetti's Daughter of the Regiment on 
the 1972 Met tour. 

A word about Anna Bolena. It was Donizetti's first big 
hit, and the opening-night cast (December 26, 1830) 
included two of opera’s most legendary singers, the 
powerfully dramatic and vocally problematic Giuditta 
Pasta (who was, the following year, Bellini’s first 
Norma) and Giovanni-Battista Rubini (perhaps the first 
male opera star to be — as far as we know — completely 
male). The libretto is a highly romanticized version of 
history, centering on Henry VIII's plot to have Anne 
Boleyn convicted of adultery and beheaded so he could 
replace her with Jane Seymour. Most likely it fell out of 
favor because bel canto operas were taken over by 
songbirds, lighter-voiced singers who could trill and 
warble but who couldn't handle the dramatic weight. 
The final scene is an endurance test for the soprano, not 
only because of its 20-minute length but also because of 
its extreme emotional range — moving in and out of 
madness, then from an aching nostalgia (to a tune that 
reminds everyone of “Home Sweet Home,” which was 
composed only seven years earlier) to flat-out moral 
outrage and finally a dignified and lofty forgiveness. It 
was, needless to say, an inevitable role for Maria Callas, 
the 20th-century Pasta, and at La Scala in 1957 the 
Luchino Visconti production was one of her most 
notable personal triumphs. Her 1958 commercial record- 





ing of the final scene is still available (and unassailable), 
and one can also find copies of the “complete” (though 
heavily cut) live La Scala performance, which is worth 
any price just to Near what Callas does with the 
recitatives. The rage with which she greets Henry’s plan 
to have her tried for adultery (“Judges? For Anne!’’) must 
be one of the supreme moments of operatic dramaturgy 
There’s even an astonishing pirated recording of a 
rehearsal in Dallas in which, over and over, through the 
working out of choral and orchestral details, Callas 
never wavers from her remarkable dramatic conception. 

Anna Bolena next made news in 1967, when another 
young Greek soprano, Elena Suliotis, made her New 
York début in an American Opera Society concert 
version (with a cast that included Marilyn Horne as Jane 
Seymour and Janet Baker as the page, Smeton). Suliotis 
was exciting in her Callas-like fury, but one could 
already hear the thin ice of her vocal technique cracking 
beneath her. Later the role became part of Beverly 
Sills’s triple crown of Donizetti British royalty (along 
with Elizabeth | and Mary Stuart), but I don’t know 
anyone besides Sills herself who considers it one of her 
“triumphs” (see Bubbles, page 103). 

And now Sutherland. On the telecast she was 
especially good in the quieter moments. The middle 
range seemed to have grown richer in color, though as 
always, the color remained unchanged throughout. She 
was certainly putting out, but she was also a little 
nervous. At times, her face went dead when someone 
else was singing, but it was on the whole one of her more 
energetic performances, especially at this point in her 
career. Her supporting cast was adequate and at times 
better than that. Tenor Jerry Hadley (Lord Percy, Anne's 
former lover), mezzo Judith Forst (Jane Seymour), and 
especially mezzo Cynthia Clarey (Smeton), whorg.1 
recall being superb in Sarah Caldwell’s production of 
Tippett’s The Ice Break, all had intermittently attractive 
vocal qualities, though none could be considered a true 
bel canto singer by Sutherland standards. Richard 
Bonynge, Sutherland’s conductor/husband, led the New 
York Choral Artists and New York City Opera Orchestra 
in what sounded like a polished but small-scale, first- 
this-and-then-that run-through 

Meanwhile, in Boston, ticket sales (with a top price of 
$60) were reportedly not hot. Perhaps too many opera 
buffs had been burned by the high-priced, low-cal 
Pavarotti benefit (benefitting Pavarotti); or perhaps 
there’s been too much half-baked concert opera in 
Boston. Maybe the opera public especially on a 
holiday weekend — would have rather heard 
Sutherland singing “Home Sweet Home” and “Waltzing 
Matilda” than some long, obscure, an! complicated 
Italian opera; and maybe it was just the general mass 
Thanksgiving exodus. But there also might be some 
general impression that Sutherland’s heyday is over

Finding the right Outlets 


Tough boys 
Running the streets 
~Come a little closer. 
— Pete Townshend, “Rough Boys” 


“guitar-wielding ruffians roaming the cities when 

Pete Townshend wrote those words in 1981, and 
they're just as tantalizingly out of reach today. Back 
around that time, the Barton brothers established an 
obstreperous little combo called the Outlets that has 
changed ‘bass players as frequently as Jeff Connolly 
festrings the Lyres (the current bassist is a kid named 
Mike County; drummer Walter Gustafson does double 
duty with Gang Green). In the intervening years, 
different styles have swept the city — art-noise, 
hardcore, neo-psychedelia — but the Outlets have never 
pulled the plug on their original, thoughtful, rowdy 
brand of everyday punk. Their début LP, Whole New 
World (Enigma), is a black-hearted foray from the rec 
rooms of their .outh in:o their current habitat in the 
urban demimo je, an odyssey that’s done little to 
corrupt them. Their take on eager groupies (“Sheila’’) is 
as unaffected as their comments on life’s setbacks 
(“Tilted Track,” “Can't Cheat the Reaper”). For the 
Outlets, energized, willful pragmatism is as important as 
loud, scimitar guitars as long as you spice the mix with 
facetious optimism. “We're all gonna die/We’'re all 
gonna go/Can’t cheat the reaper/No, no, no, no!”, 
Barton brays as though he were simply impatient to get 
his ticket punched for Ciiaron’s ferry. 

Would that producers H. Brooks Whelan and Rob 
Dimit had approached this project with more than 
ticket-puncher enthusiasm. Whole New World is flatly 
recorded and shallowly mixed, and though the Outlets 
aren't technica! gorillas, their live performances of 
Whole New \vorld songs like “The Provider” and 
“Made in Japan” are as unadorned and filling as a New 
England boiled dinner. The nourishment is all in the 
staples, like Gustafson’s concentrated pummeling and 
Barton's modified scalded-cat yowl (his voice has been 
cracking for four years, so if he doesn’t have much range, 
the band has grown conditioned to it). Most tracks on 
Whole New World unfold at the same pace — the boys 
never get a shot at roaring out of the starting gate. And 
that’s a disappointment for a band working roughly the 
same turf as the few cocky British pub-rockers who

rafted to this country about 10 years back — Graham 
Parker and the Rumour in particular. At his best, Parker 
never let his band complicate its chrome-hard pop incli- 
nations; for their part, the Outlets have resisted tarting 
up their two-barreled guitar attack — an austerity that 
puts them in a league with few others. Spend the six or 
seven bucks Whole New World costs on a beer and the 
price of admission to an Outlets gig.

After lasting a scant 15 minutes at the record-release

chrome décor, Narcissus) for Mass, Boston's latest can- 
didate for heavy-metal papacy, | yearned for 
Motdrhead’s infinitely more articulate grime-and-taunt, 
which was scheduled for the Channel a week later. If I 
had stuck it out through bassist/singer Lemmy Caution’s 
shredded screams for half an hour, | could have honestly 
reported that I liked the remorseless Britishers twice as 
much as the local boys. As it was, I stayed for 
Motérhead’s entire set, which means | liked them six 
times as much. But as far as their records go — Mass’s 
New Birth (RCA) versus any regular-issue LP by 
Motérhead in the past couple years — the disparity isn’t 
quite as extreme. Mass had a stranglehold on what its 
audience expected; maybe it’s the sound system at 
Narcissus that was at fault.

Life in A Northern Town

On the surface, it’s curious that as rap has grown up it has also gone out. Three years ago, rap 
seemed ready to permeate every pop style from Top 40 to movie soundtracks to fast-food jingles; 
new rap proponents sprang up every week. This year, the only pervasive rap buzz came from 
UTFO's ‘Roxanne, Roxanne” and its numerous spinoffs, and there were relatively few pure-rap 
débuts. The sustaining, hard-urban culture that originally spawned rap just did not click across 
the country. But the notion of rap — the incorporation of at least a hint of its record-scratch 
techniques or caustic wordplay — became a must for many au courant performers. So the need 
for authenticity was diluted, and a prissy ennui could settle in. Aside from an elite cadre that 
included Run-DMC, Whodini, and a few others, casual fans suddenly branded diehard rappers 
limited or old hat. LL Cool J's Radio won't reverse the situation; but, as the finest rap LP since 
Run-DMC's first, it certainly should turn some heads around. J's basic stroke — inspired partly 
by the care Run-DMC show at their best — is not to let rap’s scavaging impulse turn it into aural 
junk food over the course of an entire record. The numbers offer a fairly standard catalog of 
maie-adolescent enthusiasms (a death beat box, pride in articulation, ravashing young ladies) 
and anathemas (lousy dancers, jive masters, loose women), all delivered with unabashed sarcasm 
and a wry sprinkling of literary and painterly references. But J and his DJ Cut Creator's 
arrangements and rhythm seques never stop turning tight corners, particularly on the first side 
the pummeling hip-hop (and snarling hook refrain) of ‘| Can't Live Without My Radio,” the 
scathing choogle of ‘You Can't Dance.,"’ the acid chants of ‘Dear Yvette,"’ the eerie low chords 
and high-tinkling piano of ‘| Can Give You More,”’ and the demolishing biats of ‘Dangerous.’ 
Indeed, the only gaffes on Radio are the withering put-downs of ‘Dear Yvette’’ — it would heip 
if J later turned his laser tongue on a ladykiller, but there's no way to fully redeem his frank 
contention that promiscuous femaies are just dirty inside. Still, drag a nail through that track, 
throw on Radio at the local houseparty and, as J says, ‘You'll Rock 
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The Temptations: the Sound of Young America 


SIXTIES ROCK VIDEOS:

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began to define itself in part with the 

Beatles on Ed Sullivan is now the VCR- 
owning generation. Most of these viewers don’t 
want their MTV; on the other hand, there's 
enough archival material from the ‘60s to prove 
that not all heavenly memories of that decade are 
distorted. The approaching Christmas season has 
undoubtedly triggered the wealth of new video- 
cassette product, priced under $30, to satisfy the 
old-time-rock-and-roll urges of those endowed 
with sufficient discretionary income. With luck, 
their kids might even come to realize there was 
pop life before Madonna. 

Dave Clark (of the Five), the very exemplar of 
dumb fun in the British Invasion, is showing a 
more lasting grasp of his peers’ commercial taste 
in later life. He has obtained the rights to old 
Ready, Steady Go! material from English tele- 
vision and has been assiduously releasing it over 
the past year. The Sounds of Motown cassette 
doesn’t live up to its potential, but for Sound of 
Young America fanciers, this 1965 special edition 
of the Brit music show is still essential. Bowing to 
the presumed tastes of its audience, Ready, Steady 
Go! hired Dusty Springfield as guest hostess. Like 
the “interpretive” dancers, she’s out of synch with 
the talent around her. The other cavil is the 
playing of the Earl Van Dyke band, which at 
crucial moments proves insufficient to the needs 
of the singers and material. Enough carping. The 
program works as a covert tribute to Smokey 
Robinson: his piercing readings of “You've Really 
Got a Hold on Me” and “Ooh Baby Baby” and his 
fun-loving “Shop Around’ and “Mickey's 
Monkey” are the show’s highlights (‘““Monkey” 
builds to a crazed finale; unfortunately the camera 
fails to capture the best of the Miracles’ dancing). 
Smokey tunes are featured in the Temptations’ 
spots, though poor miking hurts the Tempts’ 
trademark group vocals. On her three heartfelt 
hits performed with the Vandellas, Martha 
Reeves’s delivery solidifies her reputation as one 
of the most vibrant inheritors of the soul-gospel 
tradition; but the Supremes, however perky with 
smash songs, are already in an incipient Diva 
Diana phase. 

The British Rock: The First Wave cassette over- 
comes sloppy chronology, shallow social 
history, and an uncertain ending with enough 
forceful, surprising Beatles and Stones material to 
make it worth owning. The first 20 minutes are 
spectacular: an unprecedented look at a skiffle 
band (cranking out “Rock Island Line”) intercut 
with a series of young British folkies; Liverpool 
clubs of the early ‘60s replete with punk-style 
graffiti; stunning early Beatles material; Liverpool 
fellow travelers Gerry and the Pacemakers, the 
Searchers, and the Hollies; a sequence following 
hypercool young British blues fans in London; 
and, finally, an exceptionally charged peek at the 
very young Stones playing “I Just Wanna Make 
Love to You” (Brian Jones blowing harp like a 
young Chicago transplant). However _indis- 
tinguishable British Invasion bands look to 
parents, you can feel the massive style wars raging 
between the early Beatles and the early Stones and 
their fans. The remaining 35 minutes are more 
mixed in quality and rushed in pace, though 
additional footage of the Beatles and Stones, 
staunch work by the Animals, a very hot Kinks 
performance, the Yardbirds with Eric Clapton, and 
a finale of the Who rampaging through “My 
Generation” and smashing instruments keep the 
arid stretches from causing too much annoyance. 

The Beatles Live, a 1964 special edition of 
Ready, Steady Gol, is about 20 minutes long and 
the finest of these three tapes. The Beatles were 
then still a working band, and they were in the 
midst of a year that saw them place 19 songs in the 
US Top 40. And they were BES honed in a way 


B y all consumer accounts, the generation that 











that only regular road work — however short the 
performance — allows. For a lark, presumably, 
each member sings one song: John opens with 
“Twist and Shout,” George follows with ‘Roll 
Over Beethoven,’ Ainge ahways charming) has a 
go at “I Wanna Be Your Man,” and Paul rocks out 
on “Rip It Up.” A medley of hits, including “Love 
Me Do,” “Please Please Me,” “She Loves You,” “I 
Want To Hold Your Hand,” and “Can’t Buy Me 
Love,” defines rock-and-roll authority, The band 
closes with a titanic version of the Isley Brothers’ 
“Shout,” as first George brings it down (“a little bit 
softer now”), then Ringo brings it up (‘a little bit 
louder now”), Paul carries it higher, and finally an 
ecstatic John raves up to a bucket-of-blood climax.

WHITNEY HOUSTON: 
GOLDEN GIRL 





Houston was well known on the New York 

cabaret/supper-club circuit before her ac- 
cession to the position of this year’s reigning love 
songstress. At 19, Houston, the daughter of 
remarkable gospel/soul stylist Cissy Houston and 
first cousin of Dionne Warwick, gained polish and 
lessons in vocal projection and lyric enunciation 
by singing standards, show tunes, and torch songs 
above the clinking of drinks and tips. This training 
contrasted nicely with her experience singing in 
the New Hope Baptist Church in Newark (which 
she still does), and the tension between the two 
styles infuses her current techniques. Houston 
also benefitted from a well-heeled public-relations 
campaign engineered by Arista honcho Clive 
Davis, who introduced her to the nation on the 
Merv Griffin show and then showcased her before 
a select crowd of songwriters and producers before 
recording her. As a result, Whitney Houston 
(Arista) has none of the uncertainty, the unfocused 
hopping from idiom to idiom or chaotic produc- 
tion, that usually mars débuts. Instead, it™places 
her before the public in exacting, formal terms: as 
a pop (not soul, funk, or dance) vocalist doing 
adult, affable material designed not to alienate or 
distract anyone. The success of this first venture 
can’t be knocked; Houston’s had two consecutive 
number-one pop hits, the album's passed the two- 
million mark in sales, and she’s been seen om soap 
operas and situation comedies while awaiting the 
film vehicle that will put her on the big screen. 

Although you recognize the careful calculation 
in her career-building steps, and you may be 
apprehensive about the rigid precision of her hits, 
it’s clear she’s a fine light-jazz/pop performer. 
“Saving All My Love for You” and “You Give 
Good Love” display romantic sentiment without 
lust or earthiness. And Houston's hardly a 
wooden vocalist; her growls, increasing ferocity, 
and subtly intensifying tone rescue “Saving All 
My Love” during its sappier sections, and her 
fervor in “You Give Good Love” convinced some 
puritanical knuckleheads that the song had 
hidden obscene meaning. Houston’s timing and 
phrasing are clean and tight; if either of these 
songs had imaginative instrumental embellish- 
ments or standout saxophone or guitar solos, she 
might attract the crowd waiting in vain for Dee 
Dee Bridgewater to become the next Sarah 
Vaughan or Lena Horne. 

When you factor in Houston’s dynamic ap- 
pearance (her videos are a testimonial to her 
second career as a fashion model), the ease with 
which she handles herself in interviews and on 
talk shows, and her youth and established 
crossover appeal, there’s little reason to doubt she 
can achieve her dream of multimedia stardom. 
The next album should show off a bit more of her 
shouting, spiritual side while letting her sophisti- 
cation and shimmer rack up the dollars.

deceit. But Brustein is quite right in thinking that the 
peculiarly modern aberrations depicted by Middleton 
make strange bedlam-fellows to Rowley’s crude 
crazyhouse shenanigans. So what if “the changeling”’ 
referred to in the play’s title is a denizen of the axed 
subplot? Everyone in the play undergoes a metamor- 
phosis of sorts, changing from good to evil, or bad to 
worse, as corruption, like some great growing snowball, 
just keeps careering downhill. 

The one thing Brustein has cribbed from Rowley is the 
moon — you know, that favored symbol of lunacy. But 
the orb here looks less like green cheese for the 
hopelessly crackers than like that stuff laced with port 
wine; it waxes and wanes, rides herd over an army of 
stars, and if carnage is afoot takes on a blood-red haze. 
Somehow it seems fitting that when Brustein rules the 
stage the moon should be his lieutenant, since the 
director is more and more a master of things that go 
bump in the night. Like his productions of Ghosts and 
Six Characters in Search of an Author, this Changeling 
wafts between naturalism and supernaturalism, with 
unnaturalism thrown in for good measure. There are 
goblins somersaulting in “a mist of conscience,” and Karl 
Lundeberg’s clanging score, with its perverse echoes of 
churchly chorale, further serves to swathe The Change- 
ling in an aura of spookiness and dread. Surely 
Brustein’s next grant — and the man has lately attracted 
lucre faster than he can count it — will be from the 
Hallowe’en Foundation. 

But like Ghosts and Six Characters, The Changeling is 
only incidentally’ a ghost story. The real specter, 
inexorable and inexorcisable, is corruption. In Ibsen's 
drama, the taint is inherited; here it’s sexually inspired 
and transmitted — and it grows like a fungus on hearts 
that resemble valentines less than Petri dishes. As 
Beatrice-Joanna discovers when she must commit 
adultery to hide murder and then murder again to mask 
the adultery, sin begets sin in an orgy of crime at once 
horrific and exciting. Ultimately conscience is just more 
Mazola, and evil’s the only turn-on. In this variation on 
the old fairy tale, Beatrice-Joanna is the beauty whose

beast not only fails to become a prince at the first touch 
of her lips but, pulling her into his carnal embrace, 
makes beauty the willing, indeed eager, receptacle for 
his monstrosity. Middleton's startlingly modern schema 
has beauty and the beast — Beatrice-Joanna and the 
hideous De Flores — heading hellward almost happily, 
anticipating if not purification by fire at least a hot time 
in the old inferno tonight. 

And Brustein, for his part, seems hellbent on getting 
them to their fiery assignation (which he depicts at the 
end in an aureole of red projected on a white 
background, an almost religious image). Lacking the 
Rowley subplot to slow their descent, the tainted pair 
plunge toward their doom with neoclassical alacrity. 
Whatever you think of his excisions, the 
adapter/director has made a strong case for The 
Changeling as a tragedy less in the manner of 
Shakespeare (though it smacks of Measure for Measure) 
than of Euripides, Racine, and even Strindberg — all of 
whom were both fascinated and repelled by what they 
perceived as female psychology. Brustein compares the 
liaison of Beatrice-Joanna and dominating servant De 
Flores to that of Miss Julie and her valet Jean — though 
the latter two do not commit murder as foreplay. He 
further suggests that the original sin in The Changeling, 
from which all subsequent corruption bubbles, is not the 
slaying of Alonzo but the repression of Beatrice-Joanna 
by a patriarchal society that allots her none but radical 
recourse — such as murder by proxy. If the heroine here 
does not suffer penis envy, she certainly harbors “will 
envy”; and she chooses to twist horribly rather than 
bend to her father’s purpose. There is, however, nothing 
admirable in her cold-blooded means of defiance — or 
in her easier accommodation to mayhem than to sullied 
reputation. Take my innocence, but leave me my hymen 
or a reasonable facsimile! 

Not that Beatrice-Joanna is the only rotten apple in the 
Middletonian barrel. The world of The Changeling — 
reflective, apparently, of King James’s England — pulses 
with sex, violence, and strange pretensions toward 
honor. In its skeletal state, the play gleams with ghastly 
offings, graphic lusts, and a vengeance into which 
Brustein’s neatly dovetails. And at the ART, this rarely 
done but generally admired work (anyway, half of it) is 
given a taut, almost clinical production that grafts 
Jacobean gore onto space-age weirdness through 





technology. Michael H. Yeargan’s multilevel set is all 
blacks and whites and grays — a flat canvas on which 
special effects can be daubed. The men are all sheathed 
in skin-tight reptilian suits built along period lines and 
augmented with big, leathery codpieces like bike seats. 
Diane D’Aquila’s Beatrice-Joanna, in full schematic 
glory, goes from virginal white to Vampira black, her 
postintermission face a smear of lurid depravity and red 
lipstick. Jeremy Geidt’s Vermandero (B.-J.’s dictatorial 
dad) is a terse, trim fascist who resembles a diminutive 
Patton. And John Bottoms’s bald, serpentine De Flores, 
in his moldy-looking open-chested leathers, is an 
Eraserhead whose eraser appears:to have been worn 
down to the bloody nub. Hair or no hair, this pustule- 
tufted guy ought to shampoo with Clearasil. 
Nonetheless, Bottoms’s De Flores is not repulsive; he’s 
even affable in a Yulish sort of way, all snaky 
insinuation and Igor postures. (I kept waiting for him to 
ask B.-J. to “walk this way.”) He’s also more of a 
comedian than befits an “ominous, ill-faced’” killer, 
blackmailer, and seducer — a man who looks into the 
mouth of hell with all the emotion of a dentist and who 
willingly barters his soul for the favors of a woman who 
gags at the sight of him. (Says Harry S. Murphy’s 
prescient Alsemero, ‘There's scarce a thing but is both 
lov’d and loath’d.”) More to the point, this talented 
actor’s approach is relentlessly contemporary — which 
fits right into Brustein’s plan for naturalizing the work 
but wreaks havoc with Middleton's arcane verse. 
Always the scholar and critic, Brustein makes elegant 
arguments for a treatment that’s intriguing but ultimate- 
ly unworkable. True, the deviant psychology and 
amorality of The Changeling are shockingly modern. 
And the play’s devil-in-Miss-Jones carnality is enough to 
melt mothballs. But it’s far easier to unite naturalism 
with Jacobean excess in theory than on stage. And 
Brustein’s high-tech treatment is in the end more 
impressive than affecting, what with its shadowy 
pageantry behind scrims and Grand Guignol on the 
catwalk. The actors, attempting to reconcile a 
heightened staging with a homy approach to the verse, 
find themselves unable to make the last-minute leap 
into boldfaced Jacobean revenge drama. Even the 
commanding D’Aquila — whose bourbon-and-honeyed 
larynx would be almost wasted on unburnished prose — 
has a hard time moving from her short-cropped, body-

rubbing, sometimes even saucy rendition of Beatrice- 
Joanna to the required histrionics of dying and 
repentance. Flailing and bellowing of defilement, with a 
dagger protruding from her back, she gives it her all — 
but it’s a case of too much too late. 

Yet Brustein, like De Flores, knows how to twist the 
knife. His staging of Alonzo’s murder is like a guerrilla 
attack on the sensibilities — particularly of those among 
us who. know what to expect. The moon is red, natch, as 
Bottoms’s De Flores conducts Thomas Derrah’s well- 
meaning Alonzo to the catwalk for an aerial survey of 
Vermandero’s castle. Pulling a switchblade and dream- 
ing of the imminent De Floration of Beatrice-Joanna, the 
determined killer plunges the blade into his quarry — 
over and over. The audience grits its collective teeth for 
the amputation yet to come. And De Flores makes the 
gru -some most of that too, sawing on the corpse’s hand 
and then pocketing the ringed souvenir as if it were a 
gratuity. (Later he tries to present it to Beatrice-Joanna.) 
Finally the deed is done and we start to relax — just as 
De Flores, by way of tidying up, hurls the body from the 
parapets, whence it plummets several stories downward 
and into a hole in the stage floor. The murderers too will 
fall, as surely as the night, if less swiftly than the stiff. 
But their deaths won’t put near the same strain on our 
shock absorbers. 0

picnic you hope to see these conflicts come out in the 
open. But what you get is a group of people putting on 
their smiling best for the camera. The filmmakers don’t 
question anyone who doesn’t share the Barrios view- 
point. 

It would be naive to deny that the Sandinistas have 
started addressing people and problems long ignored by 
the Somoza regime the US supported and subsidized. 
It’s just as clear that Reagan’s expressed desire to 
overthrow the government provokes Ortega’s -sup- 
pressions, which in turn fuel Reagan’s view of the 
contras as “freedom fighters.” Yet even as _ the 
campesinos continue to benefit, ideological observers 
like the makers of Living at Risk continue to play down 
the way the Sandinistas have stifled dissent and 
alienated much of the populace. The choice between 
Reagan's state-sponsored terrorism and  Ortega’s 
clampdown is becoming less of a choice every day. 
Rhetoric is rhetoric, no matter who's doing the selling. 

If Deborah Shaffer's 30-minute companion piece, 
“Witness to War,” is better, that’s because its subject — 
Charlie Clements, an Air Force pilot who served first in 
Vietnam and then as a physician to rebels in El Salvador 
— embodies so many contradictions. A fuller picture 
can't help but emerge. Born a Quaker and _ firmly 
committed to nonviolence (but also to ‘his patriotic 
ideals), Clements began flying transport missions to 


Vietnam in the late ‘60s, bringing in troops and bombs 
and often bringing out corpses. Despite his Quaker 
background, he supported the war effort, and we hear a 
portion of a letter he wrote denouncing peace protesters 
who jeered him during his training. Two years later, a 
uniformed Clements told a peace rally that his way of 
saying no was to refuse to fly any more missions. 

What had happened? He found it increasingly difficult 
to reconcile government rhetoric with reality. Even as 
Nixon announced that there were no American troops in 
Laos, Clements personally knew classmates who were 
flying missions in Laos in unmarked planes. When he 
refused to fly, the Air Force had him committed to a 
psychiatric hospital for six months. In 1974, he entered 
medical school and then set up a private practice, 
meeting a number of Salvadoran refugees and deciding 
something had to be done about the situation in that 
country. He entered El Salvador secretly in 1982 and 
served as a doctor to the rebels for a year, in a group 
attacked by government bombers almost every day. 

It takes a while to reconcile the ordinary, soft-spoken 
man you see with the depth of his questioning of 
accepted wisdom, and his willingness to act upon his 
own conclusions. There’s nothing fiery or outwardly 
“committed” about Clements in the film. Reading from 
his diary, addressing groups, he merely reports what 
he’s seen. When a priest asks Clements how he can 
reconcile his belief in nonviolence with his aid to the 
rebels, he wriggles out of the question by saying that 
whereas the people who guard him carry guns, he 
chooses not to. Still, his real answer comes later, when 
he tells of a rebel who accused him of having a strange 
idea of justice. The man worked as a carhpesino, feeding 
a landowner’s dogs and taking them to the vet when he 
couldn't afford food or medicine for his own children. 
The encounters made Clements realize that violence to 
the spirit can be murderous too. 

Toward the end of the film, a friend of Clements 
explains that the same planes he flew in Vietnam were 
the ones bombing him in El Salvador. That can stand as 
a comment both on the awful consistency of US foreign 
policy and on the irony of Charlie Clements’s life. At the

baddies prowl the streets wielding pea shooters whose 
tiny darts cause demonic hallucinations. The victims 
suffer the delusion that they're trapped in a Gremlins- 
like universe wherein coat racks, cooked geese, and 
gargoyle bookends come to life and strangle them or 
peck out their eyes. Some wit is employed in these 
nightmare sequences: when it’s the heroes’ turn to 
suffer, the pudgy Watson gets tormented by petits fours, 
creampuffs, and gateaux that sprout tiny arms and tie 
him down like Gulliver. But for Sherlock, there’s a 
ponderous Freudian nightmare — or is it a memory? — 
in which his father accuses him of spying on his 
extramarital hanky-panky. Holmes’s schoolmaster 
keeps telling him that he must hold his ‘emotions in 





check, and somewhere in Young Sherlock Holmes 
there’s the idea that hysteria is hiding as close beneath 
the jolly Victorian surface as the cultists’ temple is 
beneath the London streets. 

Too bad the temple, with its boiling hot wax, its giant 
animals’ heads, and its chanting choristers, looks as if it 
had been assembled from a shabby old production of 
Aida. And Nicholas Rowe's Holmes, far from suggesting 
the eccentric adolescence that might have forged the 
detective’s potent mind, is a colorless Victorian 
schoolboy with dead eyes and a mouth that rests in an 
unattractive sneer. With their tweedy clothes, school 
scarves, and carefully deployed accents, Rowe, Alan 
Cox's Watson, and Sophie Ward's Elizabeth are like the 
Goonies gone Masterpiece Theatre. The rest of the cast is 
stuffed with pink-cheeked, walrus-mustached English 
character actors puffing up a fustian storm. Director 
Barry Levinson seems merely to have followed 
Spielberg’s marching orders to the letter; the film has no 
texture — just a warm-tea personality. It will fall to some 
future sleuth to solve the true mystery of Young 
Sherlock Holmes: why our filmmakers felt it necessary 
to turn one of the few truly intellectual heroes of popular 
mythology into a swashbuckling nonentity. O

going to do a lot of improvising when beams are falling 
and people are catching fire. Besides, English actors 
won't experiment icans. Americans-are 
all over the place. English kids wait for suggestions.” 

Because Diner was an art-house hit without going 
over. big on Hollywood’s commercial scale, Levinson 
finds himself in a double bind. He still has a hard time 
peddling his own projects, such as his script for Toys, a 
black comedy. Instead, he’s expected to bring the old 
Diner magic to other producers’ tastes for prairie myth 
and goony adventure story. He doesn’t seem to mind 
these contradictory demands, though. His conversation 
about his last two films touches on their themes, but he’s 
most enthusiastic talking about how they demonstrate 
his own technical facility. “With The Natural, | wanted 
to prove I could handle the extras, the cast of thousands 
— every time Hobbs was thrown out at third, we’d have 
to move 6000 people. In Holmes, | wanted to work with 
special effects: Industrial Light and Magic was just 
fantastic. You could go to them, ask for a shot of a 
stained-glass character coming to life, plus a 180-degree 
camera turn over his shoulder to the real actor, and they 
would help you bring it off. 

“I do have some Baltimore movies in my mind,” 
Levinson continues. But you can’t help wondering 
whether they'll ever get made. ‘In Hollywood's terms, 
Diner bombed.” Maybe that’s why in the next breath, he 
says, “I'd rather do an out-and-out comedy.”” He sounds 
like a guy who’s moving closer to Hollywood and farther 
from Baltimore — and learning to like it. Ironically, the 
adaptability that’s enabled him to survive in the jungles 
of Burbank and Bel Air could be the very thing that will 
cut him off from the sources of his art. 0

American, the first half of the movie seems less a story 
than a flimsy excuse to get the two stars in a room 
together. (The very idea — Hines and Baryshnikov as 
transcultural defectors — practically reeks of “high 
concept.”) Hazy details abound. Why. is Raymond 
consigned to what must be the crummiest little cinder- 
block apartment in all of Siberia? And even if he’s 
supposed to persuade Nikolai to perform, why are the 
two rehearsing together in a Leningrad studio? Twyla 
Tharp’s choreography is a dazzling mélange of classical 
styles and jazz improv, but ever Soviet officials must 
know that you don’t assign a tap dancer to train a ballet 
dancer. The very essence of this movie — seeing the two 
men become artistic comrades — makes almost no sense 
on the narrative level. 

As performance, though, it sizzles. Stuck in the 
rehearsal studio, their every move monitored by 
twitching video cameras, Raymond and Nikolai begin to 
ease away their mutual distrust by showing off their 
moves. Raymond thinks the great ballet star is a snob

who defected to the West for a bigger paycheck; Nikolai 
haughtily trounces that idea by slipping a cassette of 
jittery funk music onto his tape plaver and getting into 
the groove. Baryshnikov’s muscular, far-too-majestic 
version of “rock dancing” is a bit grotesque at first, and 
then exhilarating. He isn’t cool, exactly; he’s just goofing 
around, but his body instinctively seeks out the beauty 
in the loose, jerky, American Bandstand movements. 
(The audience | saw the movie with laughed in pleasure 
and surprise at this scene.) Just when Nikolai has lost 
himself in the dance, in walks Galina (Helen Mirren), the 
woman he abandoned when he defected. What follows 
is a teary/bitter reunion as trite as anything out of a ‘40s 
soaper, vet even here, Hackford reveals his retro 
mastery. If Galina were nothing more than the Girl 
Nikolai Left Behind, the movie would drown in 
stickiness, but as played by the radiant Helen Mirren, 
she comes to embody everything beloved in Russia he 
had to give up. 

Raymond has never heard the kind of up-to-the- 
minute dance music that Nikolai has brought from 
America (in his apartment there's a conspicuous copy of 
Marvin Gaye’s 1970 What's Goin’ On — presumably as 
contemporary as his record collection gets). Slipping on 
a tape, he goes wild, doing an ecstatic, skittery tap dance 
all over the room. The long, empty rehearsal studio is 


bathed in gauzy light, like the audition room at the end 
of Flashdance, and Hackford doesn’t repeat Coppola’s 
mistake in The Cotton Club: he moves the camera 
swiftly and gracefully, without many cuts, so that we're 
swept up not just in Hines’s energy and technical finesse 
but in the emotional release of his movements. Even 
Hackford’s expressionistic use of sound works well 
Hines’s taps are huge and echoey on the track, so that we 
seem to be hearing the rhythms inside his head 

In the film’s most memorable scene, Nikolai accom 
panies Galina onto the bare, half-darkened stage of the 
Kirov Theatre and listens to her tape of the forbidden 
folk singer Vladimir Vysotsky, who sings a growly 
balalaika tune. For Nikolai, it isn’t enough to listen: he 
must get up and dance the way Vysotsky sings! And he 
does, not just leaping but twisting, his movements 
expressing both wrenching resolve and a kind of godlike 
bliss, emotions that seem to dwarf the classically ornate 
theater behind him. Nikolai ts showing off for his former 
lover, telling her, in a wav he never could with words 
that he had to leave the country in order to dance this 
way — to feel this way. And part of what makes the 
scene so powerful ts, of course, the realization that 
Baryshnikov is Nikolai, Parading his freedom across 
America’s movie screens, he’s as proud as a peacock. No 
artist ever had greater cause to preen 

After this splendid number, the big Baryshnikov 
Hines duet is something of a letdown; even Twyla 
Tharp can't merge their two styles without letting a few 
choreographic seams show. And it’s at this point that 
The Story finally takes over. That's right: just when vou 
thought the movie was about to wind up, Hackford 
uncorks a 45-minute thriller finale in whieh “Nikolai 
helps Raymond and his now-pregnant wife dash over 
to the American consulate, where the three of them will 
presumably be whisked away to the land of milk and 
honey. Hackford uses every imaginable device to 
tighten the screws: a high-wire escape, a car chase, 
several heart-stopping brushes with the authorities 
Presiding over everything is that KGB scoundrel Chai- 
ko, plaved by the Polish film director Jerzy Skolimow 
ski (who has some of Klaus Maria Brandauer’s impish 
perversity) with maximum efficiency and malice 

It’s all very manipulative and very entertaining, and 
some will grouse at the way the movie stokes anti-Soviet 
sentiment. They'll have a point: if the Soviet officials 
weren't all cold-blooded thugs (or buffoons), White 
Nights would be much more satisfying. And vet there 
are enough sympathetic Russian characters to take the 
edge off the hypercharged patriotism. (When the slurpy 
Phil Collins-Marilyn Martin ballad “Separate Lives’ 
starts soaring away, it might almost be referring to the 
two world superpowers rather than to any of the 
characters.) Like Moscow on the Hudson, another sen 
timental celebration of American freedom, White 
Nights portrays the Soviet state as a gray but strangely 
poignant place, a neurotic empire that chases away an 
artist like Baryshnikov because the pleasure he provides 
becomes, on some level, a threat. The message isn’t that 
the Soviets are evil; it’s that they don’t know what 
they're missing C)

unvarying tempos, flatten the tunes; “Juicy Fruit,” 
“Breadbox,” “Frieda Frieda” are novelty numbers served 
up one just like the other. Overwhelmed by the generic 
hodgepodge, Whitfield never sinks into a lyric as though 
he cared about or even knew what he was singing — like 
the arrangements, he’s all scattershot power. 

Live, though, it’s almost another story. At once more 
playful and more high-strung, the Savages crack open 
the petrified structures of their songs, moderating the 
accents and animating the rhythms. “Walk Out” and 
“Geronimo’s Rock,” forced and campy on record, 
seethed and swaggered at Nightstage, as LaGrega and 
Greenberg stormily exchanged leads and _frolicked 
through the choruses. Whitfield, in particular, quickens 
on s.age, swelling with brio and conviction. Rolling over 
‘Bip Bop Bip’ and “Dig Yourself,” by turns teasing and 
blu.terv, he swung with a savvy ease that so far has 
eluded him in the studio. But too often the concert 
merely reproduced the albums. Watching as Greenberg 
somberly re-created 30-year-old Chuck Berry riffs, or as 
Whitfield repeatedly summoned the ghost of Big Joe 
Turner, | was hard-pressed to say what the Savages are 
after. At their most daunting they only re-enact a distant, 
hand-me-down legend of rollicking roadhouses and Big 
Fat Mamas. Even the high spirits and the perspiration 
come with quotation marks, as though the group were 
rehearsing a made-for-TV movie about the origins of 
rack and roll. The Savages’ hothouse approach to the 
forms they so manifestly love seems condescending. Are 
they afraid this material can’t survive exposure to 
contemporary tradewinds? Some oxygen might get in, 
but | doubt that the music would shrivel up and die. 

If the Turbines’ brash and rumbling Last Dance Before 
Highway recalls a film, it’s a lost Roger Corman trash- 
horror epic in which Johnny Rotten’s head is grafted on 
to Duane Eddy’s body. Revivalists jump-starting the 
future, the Turbines pursue their arcane investigations as 
an outgrowth of punk. They're cunning ensemble 
players who layer their songs with thick, swirling 
textures, and they shape arrangements in defiance of 
many customary rock procedures. In their take on the 
conventional duel between guitar and bass, Dave 
Shibler’s lithe, snaking bass lines launch and sustain the 
melodies. And though guitarist Jack Hickey 
characteristically begins and ends in rockabilly, it’s his 
startling detours and the interstitial racket that matter 
most. The reverberating twang that Hickey has worked 
up from Eddy and Luther Perkins functions in the 
Turbines’ most ambitious material much as a trampoline 
does for a gymnast: in “Slop,” “Hangin Tough,” “Throw 
It Down,” and “That's the Way,” from Last Dance, or in 


the as yet unrecorded “Big Motor Man,” “Roy’s Motel,” 
and ‘Rules of the Road,” the tidy rockabilly runs both 
organize and propel his recurrent somersaults into other 
guitar styles ranging from surf to heavy metal. Settling in 
beneath Hickey and Shibler like a staunch undertow, 
rhythm guitarist (and singer) John Hovorka dutifully 
holds to the beat, with drummer Fred Nazzaro a 
calculated half-step behind him. Because Nazzaro 
simultaneously echoes and arrests the forward move- 
ments of the bass, the Turbines’ music advances in 
resolute waves that are clipped just as they’re about to 
crest. It suggests the choking off of a scream. 

This music commandingly mirrors the flattened-out, 
bottled-up lives that Hovorka limns in his lyrics. 
Although he’s adrift in the standard detritus that’s 
cluttered American songwriting from ‘Rocket. 88” to 
Springsteen (cars, parties, girls, highways), he’s grimmer 
and more cockeyed than his forerunners. Typical 
Turbines protagonists are vaguely en route — whether 
to a new bash or a new life isn’t always clear — and 
stymied. Restless and strained (‘It’s hard to be alone at 
night/You want an instant party to make you feel all 
right’), they take to the road in search of pleasure or 
change; they arm themselves with arch, cheerless jokes 
(‘Every town, everywhere | go/A funtime might be 
had/The treatment plant does its job/But the at- 
mosphere’s so bad”) and a zestful catalogue of wee, one- 
day-at-a-time victories (“But I got the car started, and 
that’s a start!’’). But these would-be highwaymen are 
only spinning their wheels; either, as in “Wah-Hey,” 
they never manage to overtake their destinations or they 
get stalled in squalid burlesques of joy. In ‘‘That’s the 
Way,” the most sullen chronicle on Last Dance, Hovorka 
blankly sums up: “There’s no laughter, there’s no 
joke/There’s only heroin and coke/And it’s sitting in a 
dish/On the table, make a wish/And that’s the way life 
s.”” And as his characters edge into violence (‘‘Big Motor 
Man,” “I Get Excited’) or disintegrate into babble 
(“Rock in My Pocket”), they latch onto the assertion that 
they're only “regular guys” like pilgrims clutching a St. 
Christopher's medal. Hovorka’s strangled baritone 
persuasively embodies their balked, smothered yearn- 
ings; it’s almost as if he were singing through a stroke. 

From J. Geils through Girls’ Night Out and on to the 
Savages and the Turbines, Boston audiences have 
championed performers who outfit their aspirations 
from yesterday's wardrobes; but often these fans have 
been reluctant to distinguish between musicians with 
fresh designs and angles and the neighborhood Sha Na 
Nas. The Turbines’ new record is as wily, formidable, 
and forward-looking as any that’s sprung from this city. 
And in concert they track their jangled cadences so 
recklessly that they might as well have. titled it Last 
Dance Before Armageddon. Come to think of it, when 
the big one drops, | can’t think of a band I'd rather have 
in my bunker. Oo

The first half of the Boston concert didn’t seem very 


different from the telecast. Sutherland looked confident 
in her billows of pale aqua. She offered some beautiful 
pianissimo legato in her first little aria (very quiet 
singing was never one of her specialties), and there’s still 
the special ravishment of hearing that overflowing 
sound (even when scaled down) in the flesh. She hit her 
first high note, but one could see all the preparation, and 
it was still a bit strained. Elsewhere she seemed to be 
parceling out her breath with great calculation. The 
orchestra was a decided improvement over the City 
Opera’s (perhaps the most sumptuous sounds of all in 
the first act were made by the flute and clarinet — Chris 
Krueger and William Wrzesian — in the prelude to 
Smeton’s aria, which had been cut for TV), and Donald 
Palumbo’s Chorus Pro Musica sang with earnest 
compassion. And though we had a more vivid sense of 
what was solidly good or dramatically intelligent among 
the other soloists, we also got an equal measure of how 
far the choppy phrasing, the dry or breathy tone, or the 
occasional lapse into crooning was removed from 
Donizetti’s long-breathed elegant, lines. Bonynge still 
conducted for momentary sparkle rather than long- 
range fire (what mincing military music!), and if the first 
act moved toward anything it was Sutherland’s last high 
note, which was glorious — if not worth all the earlier 
mildness and emotional restraint. More of the same in 
the second act, though there was more energy and 
dramatic focus in the Anna/Giovanna confrontation 
duet and at least we got to hear the big tenor aria (also 
cut on the telecast), even if Hadley’s oddly breathed, 
shapeless rendition was far from memorable. 

But an amazing thing happened in the great final 
scene. It was not just the flute and the English horn 
(Barbara Knapp?) that were singing sublimely. Some- 
how Sutherland snapped into focus in her two slow 
solos (the Mad Scene and ‘Home Sweet Home’”’). For 
once the heavenly pianissimo trills were there not for 
decoration but to express fragility and intimacy, a sense 
of suffering, of crushed dignity, that was still regal — 
and awesome. Her loss of reason was heartbreakingly 
phrased (‘Un sol, un sol del nostro amor’ — “Give me 
back just one day, a single day of our love” — with an 
extra little push on each “‘sol’’), which made her return to 
lucidity even more moving. Unbelievable as it seemed, 
Sutherland, near 60 and near the end of this long haul of 
an evening, was doing what sounded like some of the 
greatest singing of her life. 

But the cabaletta, the climactic fast section in which 
Anne accuses then forgives the “iniquitous couple,” just 
didn’t have the slashing rhythmic vigor to drive the 
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opera to its irresistible conclusion and the audience to its 
feet. Sutherland probably could never have sung this 
better — she was always too shy of those low notes; and 
even now they are too pale to convey either anger or 
despair or to make much of any vocal effect. Still, it was 
as if she herself knew that this was hopeless, that she 
isn’t Callas, and that she had already sung her best. She 
simply relaxed, relaxed into the section of the opera that 
requires more desperate tension than she has ever been 
able to muster. She managed to sing a gorgeous series of 
rising trills and make an extraordinary crescendo on the 
last high note, but for all intents and purposes Anne 
Boleyn had already died and gone to heaven five 
minutes earlier, with the rest of us. 

The applause, the cheers, the standing ovation, and 
the flowers arrived soon enough, of course. And 
Sutherland, always so good-natured and down-to-earth, 
affectionately, motherly, patted the cheeks of each of her 
colleagues in the curtain-call line-up as she made her 
final exit into the Wang’s wings. Many members of the 
audience — including a lot of local singers and 
musicians — had never heard her in person before, and 
they were wowed. And those of us who had must have 
been feeling, as I was, very grateful to be there, to hear 
not only the phenomenal singing machine but also the 
unexpected artistry she had saved for the end of her 
astonishing career — a career that right now seems 
farther than ever from being over. O

and drumer Joey “Vee” Vadela’s foot stomp. It didn’t 
matter where you where standing in the club: within 
seconds, it was as though a large rubber mallet were 
languidly whomping your lungs. Mass’s first single, a 
cool swipe from the art-rock anthology of Queen called 
“Do You Love Me,” is more stately and controlled than 
any material the band performed at Narcissus (especial- 
ly the heaving ‘New Birth”), but there’s no way you can 
tell from this atavistic quartet that it’s 1985. 

Motérhead may have come into international super- 
stardom when the four boys in Mass were still grooving 
on Aerosmith and playing hooky from Revere High 
School, but the foreigners are more forward-sounding. 
Maybe that’s because black leather holds up better than 
spandex. Besides, the band’s astute allegiance to 
hardcore’s gatling-gun rhythms (‘The Ace of Spades’) 


Neanderthal music. Around town, Gang Green were 
among the first to understand how hardcore can limit its 
followers, and how heavy metal can be flexed to 
accommodate new ideas as readily as the blues once did. 
Still, the breakthrough concept is spreading slowly: 
many new heavy-metal bands take themselves oh so 
seriously. Didn’t anyone learn anything from Spifial 
Tap? If the musicians haven't the imagination to vary the 
guitar/bass/drum attack, they might at least try 
texturing it. This is not to say that Mass’s New Birth is 
measurably worse than most 1985 heavy-metal records. 
It’s just not much different — every possible pause has 
to be filled with sound, every big bridge has to be 
bombed as it’s crossed, every wail of anarchy sounds 
copied from a text. Once again, the killer riff has been 
gulped down whole by the killer hype. 
* * *

(Ron George Soucy and Lisa Viola at Boston 
Shakespeare) kneel, sit, stand, keep busy; then they'll 
shift into a luxurious moment of lolling, such as when 
Viola lies back, supported by her elbows, letting her 
knees drop to one side like anchors against the weight of 
her twisted torso. The rhythm of the two dancers 
emerges aurally when they hit heels, knees, and thighs, 
or when they simply walk upstage to begin the second of 
the two parts of the dance. 

The sense of deliberateness with which the two slice, 
palm, curve, and extend their way through the design of 
the work suggests that dance is work, and the dancer's 
concentration an assembly-line goal-directedness. The 
illusion of an easy arabesque is replaced by a reverence 
for the reality of the action. And there is none of 
traditional dance’s reverence for endings. Things simply 
stop as the lights go out, caught up while all the juices 
still flow

Just as women have had to try harder (and do better) 
to succeed in many fields dominated by men, so men 
have always tried to “legitimize” fields primarily 
occupied by women. Ted Shawn, one of the founders of 
modern dance, who changed the image of the male 
dancer from misfit to macho, asserted that all the great 
choreographers were men — perhaps in an attempt to 
support the idea that dancing is an honorable profession 
for men. On November 15, 16, and 17, in his honor, 
Dance Umbrella sponsored a concert of 10 pieces (two of 
the best were actually by women) that was performed, at 
the Joy of Movement Center, by Moving Men, 20 of the 
area's best-known male dancers 

The most touching pieces were the most political — 
Stephen Pelton’s Dreaming (Of Man Dreaming) and 
Three Shorts for Fred, by William McLaughlin and 
Christien Polos, in which the choreographers attempted 
to explore love relationships between men. Two Shawn 
works, Frohsinn and Spanish Folk Song, were re 
constructed by Robin Rice Baker and danced by Peter 
DiMuro, and they were historically important. And there 
were two strong solo performances — Dan Joyce in 
Susan Rose’s War Toy and Pelton in Fiona Marcotty’s 
Latitude. But overall, the concert didn’t suggest that 
male choreographers and performers necessarily mean 
new approaches to movement or composition. Indeed, it 
reinforced the idea that, in most cases, intriguing danc es 
are genderless

Apartheid, “SUN CITY”/“NOT SO FAR 
AWAY” (Manhattan/Capitol, 12-inch 
single). With an even less provincial line-up 
than, say, “We Are the Worid,"’ these 
elaborations on the rhythm track of the 
single “Sun City” prove that studio modi- 
fication has only begun to tap its deepest 
reservoirs and that hip-hop’s jangle was an 
inspired choice as the meeting ground for 
the rest of pop'’s styles. All these tracks are 
probing reconstructions of Little Steve Van 
Zandt’s title song, except for the late 
addition of the Keith Richards/Ron 
Wood/Bono Vox ‘Silver and Gold,"’ which 
is a weirdo stomp through Texas bives that 
veers toward caricature in Bono's vocal. 
The standouts cut closest to Sun City’s rap 
bone and range farthest afield: “‘Let Me See 
Your 1.0." is a rappers’ delight that 
culminates in wild witticisms on apartheid 
and domestic racism from Gil Scott-Heron; 
“The Struggle Continues’ strews jazzy 
interplay around Miles Davis’s most alert 
workout since Star People. For mixmaster 
Arthur Baker's interpretation of the monster 
riff, check out the 12-inch ‘Sun City (Last 
Mix) "*/"‘Not So Far Away (Dub Version) ,"’ 
which offers a 12-minute tour of his 
trademark synth booms, ghostly echoes, 
sudden silences, and tumbling drum rolis, all 
of which should set off healthy dancing, and 
thinking, in the streets. 
kkk '%:Marshall Crenshaw, DOWN- 
TOWN (Warner Bros.). The finest album 
by this rocking popster backs some of his 
most hardnosed and lyrical songs with 
arrangements that both buoy and propel. 
Principal producer T-Bone Burnett and a 
roving bend of players nudge the ballads 
toward C & W turf, adding extra poignancy 
to the dark ‘‘The Distance Between," which 
examines the tug of war between brothers. 
The single, ‘‘Little Wild One (No. 5),” isa 
joyous compendium of classic ‘50s riffs 
given just the wry twist a modernist like 
Crenshaw delights in. And “Biues Is King"’ is 
an astute comment from a man who has 
always linked innocence with a love of rock 
and roll in his work: a tribute to the blues but 
not an example of one, its cascading tune 
encircles the singer's romantic pain and his 
thanks for the comfort of a song on the 
radio. 
*kxXDivinyis, WHAT A_ LIFE! 
(Chrysalis). On their second US album, 
these Aussie lowlifes, headed up by world- 
weary child bitch Christina Amphlett, have 
pulled off a wise refinement of their pissed- 
off though polished variety of pop metal. 
Despite a ravaged, lower-class gfate that 
rises into exhilarating banshee shrieks of 
rage, Amphiett has a knack for arriving at 
improbable harmonies that jibe with the 
cocksure railing of her guitarists. The 
arrangements have grown more. sophisti- 
cated: the mood within ‘In My- Life” shifts 
from spoiled-brat pride to pathos: And 
though the band is too rude for your 
regulation chart diva, it sketches out the 
boundary of wildness for hard fock with hit 
ambitions. 
*%xxHoodoo Gurus, MARS NEEDS 
GUITARS (Big Time). Although the Gurus 
new album is more varied than last -year's 
Stoneage Romeos, it actually seems to have 
curtailed their development,- sticking to 
romantic sentiments that keep them. from 
their old syncopated swamp .of pop-cult 
trivia. Aside from the sharpest of the love 
songs, “Bittersweet,"’ the tunes reach for a 
gritty country lonesomeness whose surface 
the band merely skims. Yeah; ‘‘Like Wow — 
Wipeout"’ has a fierce combo of ‘happy 
hyperbole and meathead instrumentation, 
but for every smart-pants snarl, like the title 
track or “Poison Pen," there's deadwood 
like “Show Some Emotion" and ‘Death 
Defying.” 
* &'2Wayne Shorter, ATLANTIS (Col- 
umbia). In many ways this album, which 
has beer’ anticipated for a decade, is 
indistinguishable from recent Weather Re- 
port, with loads of dance rhythms and bass- 
line hooks, clever key changes and melodic 
turns, and precious little improvising. Its 
primary fascination lies in the ability of a 
primarily acoustic band to suggest an 
electrified ensemble. But if Shorter has 
created some bright, bubbling, synthetic- 
sounding textures, the achievement is 
constricted by his reined-in playing, the 
circumscribed roles of the players, and the 
sameness of the tunes 
* *& kThe Waterboys, THIS IS THE SEA 
(island). Head Waterboy Mike Scott em- 
braces the charged onrush of words that 
has defined many a post-Dylan rock lyricist, 
but when he isn't discovering frogs inside 
his socks, his headlong immersion and 
raspy delivery keep you from drowning in 
recollections of other people's work. The 
bright, eclectic arrangements are crucial 
the glistening setting for “The Whole of the 
Moon," the way the immobile snare thrash 
is pitched against vocal and sax in '‘Don't 
Bang the Drum." Call this bracing album a 
worthy epistie from yet another fiery rock- 
and-roll evangelist

American début of this 10-member Dutch 
experimental jazz group Compiles its lead- 
er's pet influences (from organ grinders to 
Doris Day to Schoenberg) with blaring 
verve and mocking humor.

and Farewell’ begins as a ridiculously 
uptempo march and then continues with the 
reeds taking up an even faster stuttering 
pattern, which in turns leads to the 
“Marseillaise."" That ali seems to be a 
Preparation for a swing version of the 
Dixieland classic “Farewell Blues,"’ which 
was introduced by the New Orleans Rhythm 
Kings back in ‘22. Although the Kollektief's 
eclectic antics are best showcased on 
Stage, bravura moments still abound on 
record: two rearranged pieces from Weill's 
Mahagonny;, the boisterous extended piece 
“Amsterdam Rhapsody Overture,"’ with its 
gypsylike clarinet solo from Breuker and off- 
center phrases from trombonist Bernard 
Hunnekink; the solemn “‘Syivia’s Proposal’’; 
and the brightly aggressive ‘Women's 
Voting Rights."’ 


Anton Bruckner: 
* k KSYMPHONY NO. 3, Rafael Kubelik 
(Columbia). 
*kKSYMPHONY NO. 7, Riccardo 
Chailly (Decca/London). 
*%& *XSYMPHONY NO. 8, Carlo Maria 
Giulini (DG). The three newest Bruckner 
recordings are good but not great. Rafael 
Kubelik and the Bavarian Radio Symphony 
give a characteristically contained and 
modest reading of the Third; it's sensitively 
conceived and phrased, but it could stand a 
little more breadth and vision. Karajan 
(DG) has a better sense of the cathedral 
ambiance of this work, but he uses the 
truncated Nowak edition; Kubelik opts for 
the fuller Haas, a considerable point in his 
favor. Riccardo Chailly and the Berlin Radio 
Symphony offer a slow performance of the 
Seventh, particularly in the first movement; 
Chailly holds it together, however, and the 
only real doubts are prompted by the 
slightly glossy sound, which seems glib next 
to the recent Klemperer reissue (EMI 
Eminence). A good modern performance, 
but not one to replace Jochum (DG or 
EMI/Angel), Furtwangler (DG), or Knap- 
pertsbusch (Discocorp). Carlo Maria 
Giulini, with the Vienna Philharmonic, is as 
usual grand and majestic. His textures could 
be darker, though, and the climaxes occa- 
sionally fall apart; you may also find that the 
themes of the Adagio are simply too static 
to support his very slow tempo. Among the 
many good alternatives: the direct and lucid 
Paita (Lodia), the weighty and energetic 
Horenstein (Turnabout), the smooth but 
dramatic Karajan (DG), and the monu- 
mental Klemperer (EMI/Angel). (Jeffrey 
Gantz) 
*&*& k ‘Clifton Chenier, LIVE AT THE 
SAN FRANCISCO BLUES FESTIVAL 
(Arhoolie). This informal aloum taped by a 
soundman captures the tabasco-fueled 
power and finesse of accordionist and 
vocalist Clifton Chenier's Red Hot Louisiana 
Band on a roll. Clattering metal rubboard 
and syncopated drumming hammer out the 
zydeco dance rhythm, allowing Chenier to 
explode R&B standards like “Rock Me 
Mama” and ‘‘What'd | Say"’; the poignant 
Cajun waltz “Cher Catin’’ and the bluesy 
“tm Coming Home"’ point up Chenier's 
sympathy for the down side of a New Or- 
leans party. Although the mighty version of 
this band heard here has been decimated 
by defections, retirement, and Chenier's 
recent iliness, the album ranks up there with 
Louisiana Blues and Zydeco and Bogalusa 
Boogie as a necessary Chenier collection 
* &Morris Day, THE COLOR OF SUC- 
CESS (Warner Bros.). On his solo début, 
Morris Day softens the buffoonery that gave 
his stud shtick the’ sweet stink of self- 
parody, despite the inspired lunacy of 
naming a dance craze “The Oak Tree."’ 
With its impeccable LA-studio-pro backing, 
the album offers limber soul bubble gum 
(carefree, sugarless) with occasional 
flashes of what could have been if Day had 
to live and die by the music (instead of his 
Purple Rain-validated persona) — a blues- 
raw guitar solo on the smoky “‘Don’'t Wait 
for Me,’ the sassy hopscotch bop of 
“Love/Addiction."” Too bad he has other 
things on his mind, like asserting his 
mercenary badassness and lust for glamor 
(on the crass title cut and ‘The Charac- 
ter’’) rather than earning it 
*&k kA! Green, HE IS THE LIGHT 
(A&M). With producer Willie Mitchell return- 
ing to work with the Reverend, all the tracks 
here are brighter and brassier than on 
Green's previous gospel LPs, so that even 
on cuts that never quite catch fire (‘I Feel 
like Going On,"" “Be with Me’), the 
intertwining of creamy bass and chording 
acoustic guitar creates a mood that's lightly 
exultant and balmy. The cover of the Clark 
Sisters’ ‘‘You Brought the Sunshine” cries 
out for full, chorus-harmony vocais, but the 
song still shows off Green's inspired phras- 
ing. And the prince of peaceful charming 
makes a folksy reworking of ‘Nearer My 
God to Thee” glow like a cluster of candies 
in a country church. The standout cuts 
reach the peaks of Higher Plane and I'll Rise 
Again, as examples not of great gospel but 
ot fine R & B with sacred themes 
*%Red Hot Chili Peppers, FREAKY 
STYLEY (EMI! America). The prospect of 
P-Funk's metal guitar colliding with Holly 
wood punks hooked on early ‘70s funk 
suggests that this meeting of the Peppers 
with George Clinton should set off fireworks 
but the album fizzies. The covers of the 
Meters’ ‘Hollywood (Africa) "’ and Sly's “‘if 
You Want Me To Stay” are treated with kid 
glove reverence. Anthony Kiedis’s short 
comings as a singer and rapper render the 
one fervent lyric on the album (“American 
Death Song"’) indecipherable and therefore 
inconsequential — he stumbles to his feet 
only on the brag “Never Mind." But it's 
those leaden, thumping drums that brand 
the band: at root, the Peppers are merely 
metallic riffslingers with the urge to syn 
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* *& & The Replacements, TIM (Sire). 
On their major-label début, ex-Ramone 
Tommy Erdelyi has sanded down the 
wrangling guitars of these power-trash 
kings, forcing the band a notch closer to a 
conventional singer-plus-back-up format 
But Paul Westerberg is such a feisty, risk- 
taking singer, and his songs are so candid 
and acute, that Tim makes a fitting 
soundtrack for an underdog rent party 
“Left of the Dial’ draws fellow marginalist 
Alex Chilton into a ringing tribute to 
alternative radio; the plaintive, full-bore 
“Hold My Life’ scrambles for footing in an 
apathetic world. Westerberg sympathizes 
with the downcast young mom of “Little 
Mascara” as much as he does with himself 
in the mournful drinking song ‘Here Comes 
a Regular’ — surely a good sign. So 
though this doesn't realize the punk-hu- 
manist ambitions of last year's Let /t Be, or 
the amateur epiphanies of Hootennanny, it 
might be the perfect intro for the bigger 
audience the Replacements deserve 

* x kSimple Minds, ONCE UPON A 
TIME (A&M). Like “(Don't You) Forget 
About Me,"" their numero-uno Breakfast 
Club single, the Minds’ new “Alive and 
Kicking" blends the earthy and the ethereal 
in a profession of love that culminates in a 
wordiess coda; and it proves to be the 
Standout track of their liveliest, most self- 
assured album. The arrangements preserve 
the pop-epic mode of the breakthrough 
single, with guitar, piano, thundering drums, 
and vocal wails poking through a bass and 
synth bedrock. Leader Jim Kerr often veers 
too close to “inspirational’’ Bono-meets- 
Bruce turf, but his radiant optimism finds a 
better home in these sprightly tracks than in 
the band's old Wall of Inertia. In the album's 
best songs, he holds out images of sacred 
and romantic love entwined, with faith and 
trust as the foundation of both: the vocal 
dialogue of ‘All the Things She Said."’ the 
pseudo-gospe!l stomp of ‘‘Sanctify Your- 
seit 


*& kHarvie Swartz, URBAN EARTH 
(Gramavision). in the wake of his stronger 
live performances, this album by com- 
poser/bassist Swartz would seem little 
more than a well-plotted sampler of voguish 
moods: the slinky saccharine funk of 
“Sweet Walk,"’ the gear-shifting fusion of 
“Mother Ship."’ For someone intent on 
elevating the bass’s role in ensembie jazz. 
the rhythm section is kept largely under 
wraps. And this lack of identity in the 
program is aggravated by featured players 
David Sanborn and Mike Stern, who rarely 
make significant contributions. On recent 
evidence, a live record by Swartz's newly 
revamped sextet would remedy the situ- 
ation 

*& *& & '2Nanette Workman, “BAD BOY" 
(Les Disques Laser, single). This 
American songstress has lived and thrived 
in Montreal for so long that she must be 
considered part of the scene. This single 
reprises the taunting vocals, earnest sex- 
iness, and snappy disco-rock riffs of her 
1983 hit “Call Girl’; and her new 
protagonist, like the old, is a wild creature 
He dresses like a girl, she says, but when he 
dances it makes her dance too. And if he's 
delicate, Workman's durable, chasing him 
with fierce guitar solos and a drum kit that 
drives, her voice rocking out like Joan Jett 
on the prowl. Yet she retreats to English to 
pronounce the song's title: like her French 
fans, she can have this bad boy only within 
the confines of her song. Workman de- 
serves an American audience, if her 
rhythmic rock traditionalism isn't too basic

*kkXXTHE BEST OF CLARENCE 
CARTER (Atlantic, 1971). Of ail the 
Atlantic singers who drifted down to the 
Fame Studios in Muscle Shoals for some 
Southern comfort, Clarence Carter was the 
closest to a rural bluesman. Guitar in hand. 
a lecherous chuckle never far from his lips. 
he brought the ease, humor. and weary 
perseverance of the steady-rolling man to 
bear upon the shared community of late- 
‘60s soul. This compilation of Carter's 
biggest hits defines the small, cozy limits of 
his work; and becayse his singing is so 
amiable and unselfish, he is a perfect foil for 
the much-fabled session work that went 
down at 603 East Avaion Avenue. Carter's 
songs doted on cheating scenarios, in tned 
and-true R & B tradition, but he played out 
so many different aspects of the role that he 
took control of the mode. “Snatching It 
Back,"’ the humorous *'! Smell a Rat,”’ and 
the aching “Slip Away” are all sung trom 
the wrong side of someone else's bed. and 
Carter understands that these secret lovers 
ridicule as well as pity themselves. The track 
that centers these others is ‘‘Making Love 
(At the Dark End of the Street) ."’ which 
Carter begins with a painstaking monologue 
about what forces lovers underground and 
then segues into the classic Penn/Moman 
tune. Amid the songs about bad times lived 
through (the indelible melodrama of 
“Patches''). and good times relished (the 
locomotive “Funky Fever’). “Too Weak To 
Fight’ stands out as the simpie story of a 
man overwheimed, and it's that humility that 
Carter transiates into dignity throughout 
these tracks. Special aide-de-camp award 
to vet songwriter George Jackson, whose 
sly, vernacular lyrics spark half the songs 
here. (The Best of Clarence Carter is a 
sporadically available used record, even 
though it ought to be a regularly available 
specially priced back-catalogue item )

This comic-strip Cold War bash clocks in 
at less than 90 minutes, and it's been 
padded out with fight scenes, clips from 
past episodes, and zippy MTV-style mon- 
tages; the ‘‘dramatic’’ scenes are just filler 
now.

®SANTA CLAUS: THE MOVIE (1985). 
Producers Alexander and Ilya Salkind (who 
masterminded the Superman series) have 
mixed show-biz glitter and fairy tale in this 
blockbuster stinker. The plot zips through 
its version of how Santa (David Hud- 
dieston) got his start so that director 
Jeannot Szwarc can show off the aerial 
special effects and get to the dippy story, 
which has Dudley Moore as an elf who sets 
up a disastrous assembly line in Santa's 
workshop, exiles himself, and becomes 
involved with a villainous toy manufacturer 
(John Lithgow). You can’t react to any- 
thing on the screen because the filmmakers 
are busy overwhelming you with size.

High entertainment in the best sense. At 
once elegiac and deftly satirical, this 
adaptation of isabel Colegate’s 1980 novel 
depicts the last gasp of a grand aristocratic 
culture — Britain's landed nobility, which is 
enjoying its final respite before the ravages 
of World War |. We're at the country estate 
of Sir Randolph (James Mason), and as in 
Renoir's Rules of the Game we're treated to 
flirtation and adultery, to the interplay of 
noblemen, servants, and gamekeepers, to 
vigorous bouts of hunting.

Gene Hackman plays a former 
CIA spy whose wife is kidnapped during a 
trip-to Europe and whose son, played by 
Matt Dillon, insists on joining him in the 
search.

And 
though Penn succeeds in creating a multi- 
leveled suspense yarn and takes care to 
keep each double-cross clear, the discord 
between the movie's attempts to be both a 
heartwarmer and a biood-chiller gets worse 
as the picture goes on.

convincing as the machine-brained hulk 
who's been programmed to kill; when he 
Struts around the LA nightworid in a 
gargantuan leather jacket. a monstrous 
submachine gun on his shoulder, he looks 
like the one person on earth who could 
serve as Mr. T's bodyguard.

Its story of five 
travelers who meet up with a roadside family 
of cannibalistic hunters is scarcely in- 
novative, but in the hands of director Tobe 
Hooper, it becomes a Hitchcockian descent 
into the abyss.

Though not in a class with his brutal 1971 
thriller The French Connection, Wiliam 
Friedkin's new cop movie is sharp, moody, 
and enjoyable. With Robby Muller's bathed- 
in-the-glow-of-heli cinematography. and a 
score by Wang Chung, the picture comes at 
you as a succession of heightened mo- 
ments; it attains a tone of fast-moving chic 
Newcomer William L. Petersen is Richard 
Chance, a sadistic, manipulative Secret 
Service agent out to nail a legendary 
counterfeiter (Willer Dafoe) responsible 
for the death of his partner. Petersen lacks 
the physical menace to play an amoral, 
obsessive cop, but Dafoe is sleek, insolent, 
and fiendish.

Set in postwar Yugosia- 
via, this film is an epic-length carnival of the 
everyday grotesque |t follows a six-year-old 
boy and his family after his father is sent to 
work in the mines — “away on business,” 
as the euphemism goes — for an indiscreet 
remark about a political cartoon. Director 
Emir Kusturica has a sharp, droli touch and 
there's plenty of life in his dark, Balkan 
faces, but that life is unexamined. He seems 
to feel Yugoslavia is under a curse of comic 
despair, but it isn’t clear whether he's 
blaming individuals or politics.
